DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 

299th District Court: Karen Sage 

The four-way 299th choice didn’t become much 
easier for local Democrats when it was winnowed 
to two candidates. Both Sage and Mindy Montford 
(as we’ve said before) have engaging qualities of 
experience, knowledge, personal history, and 
desire for innovation - including solid prosecutori- 
al backgrounds, good ideas for improving the 
court system, and a sufficient range of experi- 
ence to make a successful judgeship. Montford 
seems to have stronger (or at least more visible) 
support among party heavyweights, while Sage 
has earned a reputation for her well-organized 
grassroots campaign. Other distinguishing 
details: Sage’s progressive activism stretches 
back to the late Paul Wellstone’s 1990 Senate 
campaign in Minnesota, and she’s actively 
involved in the county’s innovative mental health 
docket; as a prosecutor, Montford worked on the 
Tom DeLay case among many others, and she 
more recently had a brief run-in with the Austin 
Police Department that should provide a personal 
education in the limits of law enforcement. In that 
context, we’re a bit perplexed that both run-off 
campaigns seem to have focused on volleys over 
“Who got here first?” nativism and one-up-wom- 
an-ship. That’s undeniably politics - we think both 
of these candidates are fine people, but again, on 
balance, in light of the broad range of her experi- 
ence here and elsewhere and her demonstrated 
seriousness of purpose, our recommendation 
goes to Sage. 


REPUBLICAN PRIMARY 

Supreme Court Justice, Place 3: 

Debra Lehrmann 

Chronicle - phobes like to tell us they 
learn from our endorsements whom not 
to support. On that logic, we suppose 
we should endorse former state Rep. 
Rick Green, in order to lull Republicans 
into voting for his opponent. But we 
don’t think all GOP voters are that 
credulous, and serious Republicans 
and their political organizations should 
be duly alarmed at the prospect of the 
totally unqualified and ideologically 
extremist Green landing on the state’s 
highest civil court. (They might also be 
worried that nominating Green makes a 
November Democratic victory much 
more likely.) Based on his history as a 
do-nothing House member - and, on 
the sideline, as a shill for useless 
nutritional supplements - we frankly 
believe motivational speaker Green is 
more opportunist than ideologue. He’s 
found a new market among fundamen- 
talist fanatics and is happy to sell 
them more hard-right snake oil. The 
plain facts are that conservative dis- 
trict judge and family law expert 
Lehrmann is thoroughly qualified to be 
a state Supreme Court justice, and 
Green is utterly unqualified for any 
elected office, let alone the Supreme 


Court. If GOP voters care about the future 
of their party, nominating Lehrmann is a 
chance to show it. 

State Board of Education, District 10: 

Marsha Farney 

As we wrote earlier, the defining distinction 
in SBOE races has shifted from “Dem vs. 
GOP” to “Crazy vs. Not Crazy.” The Repub- 
lican ouster of former chair and champion of 
ignorance Don McLeroy by an active support- 
er of public education, Thomas Ratliff, sug- 
gests that even GOP voters can only stom- 
ach so much foolishness and that moder- 
ates have risen to challenge the board’s fun- 
damentalist bloc. The District 10 race is in 
part a referendum on the dreadful single 
term of anti-public school propagandist 
Cynthia Dunbar; she handpicked fellow right- 
wing ideologue Brian Russell as her succes- 
sor. Russell laments McLeroy’s defeat, home- 


schools his own children, and is determined 
to continue the conservative culture war on 
public education. We recommend instead for- 
mer teacher Farney, who holds a doctorate in 
education and has run a nonideological, edu- 
cation-based campaign to face Democrat 
Judy Jennings in November. 

State House District 47: No Endorsement 

GOP voters in Southwest Travis County are 
faced with poor choices: contractor and for- 
mer Real Estate Council of Austin board 
member Paul Workman has gone pointlessly 
negative, while business attorney Holly 
Turner has shown no campaigning vigor. 
Beyond knee-jerk conservative commentaries 
on cutting property taxes and occasional 
attempts to slur incumbent Democrat Valinda 
Bolton as an “ultra-liberal,” neither has pre- 
sented anything approaching a real platform 
for the needs of the district.

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problem I fear has been completely lost in bick- 
ering over minutiae: the importance of providing 
all of our history to our students. 

I think of the conceptual triumvirate of 
American exceptionalism, the American dream, 
and manifest destiny (modern meaning) as the 
American ethos. (Wikipedia offers good write- 
ups on the three concepts.) Our history text- 
books present history in a relentless monotonic 
American ethos drumbeat that has damaged the 
psyches of generations of Texas (and therefore 
all American) students, possibly irrevocably, and 
its ideological ground zero is the Texas State 
Board of Education. 

When the American ethos message directly 
conflicts with the world that students actually 
see, a cognitive dissonance regarding their place 
within their own culture develops. They internalize 
the conflict and begin to subconsciously believe 
that those who don’t achieve success must not 
be worthy of it. Self-esteem is eradicated, self- 
hatred begins, and these conditions are often 
lifelong without the student even knowing why. 

Because there is no discussion of causes, 
effects, and lessons learned during history 
education, critical-thinking skills don’t develop. 
Because of this lack of critical-thinking skills, 
students who are lucky enough to eventu- 
ally learn about the darker parts of our history 
(that our textbooks eliminate) often become 
ashamed of their own American heritage and 
distrustful of authority. 

The time has come to change American history 
education for the better by presenting our stu- 
dents with both the good and bad in our history.

SMITH AGAINST HEALTH CARE 

Dear Editor, 

While Lamar Smith has gained power and pres- 
tige in Congress, Texas has become home to the 
highest number of uninsured children in America. 
Now that the law has passed that promises to rem- 
edy that situation by eliminating insurance company 
abuses, our representative pledges to take away 
our health care by working to repeal this law. 


In our district alone, repealing this law would 
strip the opportunity of insurance from more 
than 25,000 of our uninsured children, more 
than 93,000 uninsured adults, and almost 2,000 
uninsured seniors. Repealing this law would affect 
more than 75,000 young adults, one in four of 
which lives below the poverty level, who now 
qualify to stay on their parents’ insurance policy 
instead of adding them to the pool of uninsured or 
government subsidized. Repealing this law would 
open back up the doughnut hole of prescription 
drug coverage for more than 83,000 of our seniors 
who are already on Medicare. Repealing this law 
would hurt more than 35% of our population of 
all ages and 95% of our seniors, almost 300,000 
of our neighbors, who are either uninsured or are 
already on a government insurance program.

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The Chief Considers His Options 

Dallas’ recruitment of Art Acevedo deals him a very strong hand

Likely by the time you read this, Austin Police 
Chief Art Acevedo will have completed his two days 
(scheduled for Wednesday and Thursday) of inter- 
views with Dallas officials who are considering him 
and five other finalists to replace retiring Dallas 
Police Chief David Kunkle. Three candidates are 
DPD assistant chiefs; the other two are cur- 
rently chiefs in Louisville, Ky., and San 
Jose, Calif. Dallas City Manager Mary 
Suhm is expected to make her selection 
by late April. 

For City Hall watchers, it’s been 
entertaining to follow the official melo- 
drama since Acevedo made public his 
candidacy earlier this month. The chief 
and City Manager Marc Ott are the princi- 
pal actors, with supporting roles by other city 
officials and, of course, much offstage (and self- 
contradictory) kibitzing from the editors of the 
Austin American-Statesman. 

Virtually everyone agrees that since he arrived in 
July 2007, Acevedo has been an effective chief. 
There have been minor differences in policy mat- 
ters with the City Council, missteps in administra- 
tion, minor beefs with the Austin Police Association, 
and a couple of high-profile incidents - most noto- 


point

riously, the officer shooting of Nathaniel Sanders II 
- that have caused undeniable problems. But on 
the whole, especially in comparison to the remote 
and often embattled tenure of his predecessor, 
Stan Knee, Acevedo has been a great success, par- 
ticularly in providing the sense that he and the 
department are actively engaged in the daily 
life and diverse culture of Austin and in 
embracing the broader public responsi- 
bilities of the job. 

It’s no surprise that other cities would 
want to hire him, although that he 
might consider moving on after less 
than three years is inevitably disappoint- 
ing. Acevedo points out that he didn’t 
seek out the Dallas opportunity but that it’s 
an attractive job in a big and exciting city, and 
he needs to consider all his options and his family’s 
future. Indeed, nothing may come of it - “I think 
people are writing my obituary here, and I’m not 
gone,” he told me this week - but he notes that an 
average chief’s tenure is “three to five years,” he 
works without a contract at the pleasure of the city 
manager, and any chief, he says, is “one controversy 
away from the unemployment line.”

> YES WE CACTUS So much for University of Texas President 

Bill Powers’ oft-repeated claim that students want to close 
the Cactus Cafe. On March 30 Student Government passed 
AR 41, a resolution calling for the cafe to remain open in its 
current location with its current staff and for the establish- 
ment of an endowment fund, as well as student-internship 
and artist-in-residence programs. The graduate assembly and 
the presidents of the 18 student councils have already taken 
official positions opposing the closure. The final decision on 
the fate of the cafe, which will be made by Texas Union board 
executives and not by students, is expected to be announced 
by April 30.

> BETTER TO KNOW Planned Parenthood is joining with MTV 
and the Kaiser Family Foundation for the national Get 
Yourself Tested campaign to encourage young adults to get 
tested for sexually transmitted diseases - in particular 
chlamydia, gonorrhea, and HIV. Planned Parenthood reports 
that one in two young people will have an STD by age 25 and 
that most of those affected won’t even know it.

OF HUMAN BONDAGE 

Transpo bond to cost 100 mil in dead presidents - and dead precedents

As far as historical bond elections go, this November’s 
transportation bond package ain’t that big a deal. 

While $100 million in bonding capacity - and the conges- 
tion-clearing goals of the package - isn’t anything to sneeze 
at, it’s a fraction of the several-hundred-million-dollar bond 
packages of years past. And unlike those omnibus collections, 
this package is narrowly focused: roads, sidewalks, trails, etc. 

Moreover, the likely most controversial measure, funding for 
urban rail, has been delayed until at least next year. 

But like much that happens at City Hall, it’s not the results 
but the process that is generating questions. This time, it’s 
the appointment of a bond task force comprised of board 
and commission members who will vet the proposed package 
before it’s set and sent to voters - and how some on the 
dais are feeling left out. 

At City Council’s March 25 meeting, Sheryl Cole 
challenged language stating that the nine-person 
task force would be appointed by a council sub- 
committee of three: Lee Leffingwell, Randi 
Shade, and Chris Riley. “I don’t think any of my 
colleagues would and are intentionally attempting 
to disenfranchise any of us,” she said, but “this is 
not about me per se, but this is about the seat 
that I sit in. ... When we’re going to be asked by the 
voters about not only the financial integrity but the rea- 
sonableness, the geographic dispersion, and all those 
things ... we’ll have to answer those questions into the future.” 

Then, in Cole’s inimitable style, she rattled off her col- 
leagues’ distinguishing traits to argue that despite the slim 
parameters of the package, it’s still important that each coun- 
cil member have appointees representing his or her interests: 

A “Place 4 council member might want to appoint someone 
who knows a whole lot about compatibility and commercial 
design standards and [vertical mixed use],” she said, while 
Place 5’s dream appointee might be someone who “likes to 
give slide shows and was passionate about water quality and 
water supply.” (We’ll let veteran council watchers connect the 
mysterious dots.) 

Shade took the opposite tack, that as council has to sell 
the bonds to the whole community, it made sense to make 
the nominees consensus appointments - leading to hair-split- 
ting vis-a-vis “nominations” and “appointments.” When Cole 
said, “We make individual appointments associated with us 
that last the term of our office,” Leffingwell added a forest-for- 
the-trees clarification: “Council member, that’s not correct. 

Individual council members make ‘nominations’; the entire 
council makes the ‘appointment.’” 

While Laura Morrison and Bill Spelman rallied to Cole’s 
side, her motion to change nominations from the three- 
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member committee to individual council members failed, 

4-3. And despite similar consensus appointments in the 
past (the four nays cited the Austin Comprehensive Plan 
Citizens Advisory Task Force, which, it should be noted, bal- 
looned in size), Cole now says that she still feels the pro- 
cess sets a poor precedent. 

“In the past whenever we have held a bond election, each 
council member has made an appointment to the bond advi- 
sory committee - in 2006, there were two appointees each,” 
says Cole. “I was concerned about the precedent we were 
setting, in not allowing individual council members the oppor- 
tunity to - technically, the word would be nominate - their 
appointment, and then have the whole council approve that 
appointee. And do that in open session.” 

Cole shepherded one change through: allowing nomi- 
nees to include former B&C members. (Council also 
agreed all B&C members were potential nomi- 
nees, instead of confining the choices to only 
members of certain boards, as originally pro- 
posed.) Cole still asks: “Just because it’s a 
transportation-related bond, should that mean 
that I don’t get to put someone on there like 
Wilhelmina Delco, because she’s never served on 
a board and commission? ... But she’s well known 
and probably the most well-respected African- 
American in the city.” Cole, who holds the traditionally 
African-American Place 6 seat, adds that diversity doesn’t 
stop at race. “I use the African-American issue as a last 
resort - overall, it’s a bad precedent. We’re taking this [bond 
package] to the voters. ... [Can we] go to the environmental 
community, or the African-American community, and say ‘all 
we have are experts on transportation’?” 

Having a small select committee choose the nominees 
keeps the focus tight but also reduces the likelihood of 
obstructionist appointees: intransigent advocates, special 
interests, NIMBYists, and the like. But whatever the merits, 
Cole insists: “You don’t get the right to do that. If Laura Mor- 
rison wants to put Jeff Jack on that committee, she has the 
right to do that. That’s the constituency that she represents.” 
Moreover, with the council committee not a quorum - and not 
subject to the same open meetings rules - if a council mem- 
ber disapproves of a nominee, they must publicly make a 
substitute motion to replace that person, which could leave 
dissenting council members in a politically embarrassing place. 

“I have excellent relationships with my colleagues, respect 
their decision-making process, [and am] sure they will 
respect my input,” Cole says. “But that’s not the point! It’s 
about the precedent!” ■

The Chief and the Manager 

Well, maybe. Knee, who was no dazzler 
(nor free from often heated controversy), 
lasted nine years, and Kunkle, whom Acevedo 
would replace, has been chief in Dallas since 
2004, so Acevedo’s calendar looks a little 
foreshortened - and nobody in Austin is call- 
ing for his head. But he has every right to 
explore his options, and most of us in his 
position would do the same. On the other 
hand, Ott might not feel quite so magnani- 
mous; he offered a salary increase - unsuc- 
cessfully - to get Acevedo to drop out of the 
Dallas hunt. When I spoke to Ott this week, 
he sounded a wee bit testy that the chief 
hadn’t passed on the Dallas opportunity. “I 
understand he’s got a career arc to consider,” 
Ott told me, “and it’s not unlike mine, in 
coming from smaller cities or lesser positions 
to this one. I’ve had some inquiries, too, but 
I haven’t pursued them, because I don’t want 
to go anywhere else.” 

But Ott was quick to praise Acevedo for 
his job performance and said he has no rea- 
son to believe there’s any problem influenc- 
ing the chief to move on. Acevedo was even 
more effusive, describing his relationship 
with the city manager and the council as 
“excellent” and reiterating, “I absolutely love 
working with Marc Ott.” Nevertheless, 
though the two men say they speak regularly, 
there have been no additional conversations 
about persuading Acevedo to stay. 

At least not directly. Arguably, Ott mishan- 
dled the salary offer, insisting that Acevedo 
decide within 24 hours - yet since the chief 
had already said money was not an issue, he 
couldn’t accept without contradicting himself. 
Ott’s motives were certainly understandable; 
he hoped not only to keep Acevedo in Austin 
but to save the department, City Hall, and the 
public from weeks of fruitless speculation. 

No such luck. 

More recently, Acevedo told the Statesman 
and then other reporters that his “job secu- 
rity” is a consideration and that in theory a 
severance agreement (a payment to take 
effect only if he were dismissed) might ease 
that concern. It looks a lot like negotiation by 
media, and thus far (despite backseat driving 
from the Statesman ), Ott isn’t taking the bait.

Act III Opens 

So that’s where we are. The City Council 
cannot get directly involved in personnel 
matters, but Mayor Lee Leffingwell told me 
that he has assured Acevedo personally that 
he wants him to stay and that the council 
shares that sentiment. “I understand he’s got 
a career ladder to consider,” said Leffingwell, 
“but we want him to know that we’d like him 
to stay.” The mayor added, “I believe he 
would like to stay. ” Leffingwell gives the chief 
particularly high marks for community out- 
reach and for his ability to bring together 
disparate community factions to work togeth- 
er for common public safety goals. 

Those are the same things Acevedo men- 
tioned when I asked him about his Austin 
accomplishments. “I think we’ve seen here 
in this department the formula for organiza- 
tion success,” he said, “which is basically 
three things: One, it’s accountability; two, 
it’s transparency; and three, it’s community 
engagement and involvement and building 
those bridges.” While it’s clear Acevedo sees 
the metropolitan city of Dallas and its much 
larger police department as presenting con- 
siderable challenges he wouldn’t mind taking 
on, he insists he’s not desperate to leave 
Austin. “The bottom line is that this came 
out of the blue,” he said. “I was not unhappy. 
I’m very happy being in Austin, and so 
whether or not I end up in Dallas is yet to be 
seen. But it won’t be some major disappoint- 
ment if I end up staying in Austin, one of the 
finest cities in the country 

Interrupting the river of praise, I asked 
him if he isn’t preparing to exit paradise. 
“You know, I’m not gone yet,” he answered. 
“I’m going through this process, and we’ll 
see what happens.” 

So we will. ■

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One Dem Run-Off: Sage vs. Montford 


Nearly a year after she began campaigning, Karen Sage is 
still knocking on doors across town telling Austinites why 
she’s the best choice to be the next judge of Travis County’s 
299th Criminal District Court. “I’m pounding pavement, [and 
I’m] on the phones,” she said last week, “just working it.” 

From a four-candidate field in the March 2 primary, Sage 
and fellow Dem Mindy Montford advanced to the April 13 
run-off, trying to take over the bench being vacated by retiring 
Judge Charlie Baird. Montford garnered 45% of the vote, 
while Sage won 37%. 

Sage, originally from Minnesota with stints in New York and 
California, is a former federal prosecutor and has been an 
assistant district attorney since coming to Austin in 2006. 
Montford has lived in Austin for more than 30 years and also 
worked as an assistant D.A. before taking on a private 
criminal defense practice. Each has solid creden- 
tials, and they offer voters similar but distinct 
ideas for the future of the 299th bench - known 
for jurists who embrace innovation. 

Sage believes she’s best positioned to pro- 
vide the kind of leadership the busy court 
needs, and she has run with a distinct purpose 
in mind: “a vision for the bench.” Her passion is 
to “change the way we do justice - not just trying 
cases, but looking for innovative ways of doing jus 
tice.” She’s been campaigning since last summer, 
although originally for the 147th bench being vacated by 
Judge Wilford Flowers (which will now go to Austin police 
monitor Cliff Brown). When Baird announced his retirement 
from the 299th, Sage switched her sights to that race. 

Sage (www.karensageforjudge.com) says her professional expe- 
rience, especially as a federal prosecutor in New York, has 
prepared her for the bench. She’s handled complex white-col- 
lar cases and human trafficking cases. Trafficking cases 
would land in federal court here too, but the district bench 
does see some white-collar cases, and with the recent cre- 
ation of an environmental crimes unit within the D.A.’s office, 
she says her experience in business crime cases, as well as 
her mastery of the rules of evidence, will serve her well. Her 



experiences in federal court, she believes, “very much trans- 
late directly into state court.” 

Overall, Sage says she’s been running long and hard 
because she really wants to make a difference in Travis 
County: “I’ve got the time and effort and energy to do what is 
necessary for this bench.” She believes that sets her apart 
from her opponent, who only started campaigning in 
December, after Baird’s announcement and on the last day of 
filing. “I didn’t get into the race at the last minute because I 
thought I could win,” Sage says. “I got into the race because 
I think I can make a difference in the lives of individuals as 
well as keep the community safe.” She’s garnered the majori- 
ty of endorsements among local Democratic clubs, and her 
base of support includes former state Rep. Ann Kitchen and 
a number of grassroots community leaders. 

Montford says Sage’s judgment of her motiva- 
tion - only to win and not to serve - is prepos- 
terous. She’s been in the community for more 
than three decades and has been working in 
criminal justice here for 14 years. Although 
she didn’t announce her campaign (www. 
montfordforjudge.com) until Baird announced 
his retirement, she says she’d already been 
pondering a run for a district bench - possibly 
for Judge David Perkins’ seat, or holding off for 
the 167th bench of Judge Mike Lynch, who’s 
expected to retire at the end of his current term. At 
Baird’s surprise announcement, she felt compelled to run for 
the bench in front of which she’s practiced for years. “It’s not 
just something that I dreamed up overnight,” she said. 
Montford ran for D.A. in 2008, losing a run-off to Rosemary 
Lehmberg. Running for a judge seat, she said, “is just anoth- 
er way to continue to serve” the public. 

Montford has broad support among city politicos - includ- 
ing state Sen. Kirk Watson - and has picked up a handful 
of influential backers since election night, including Mayor 
Lee Leffingwell, County Attorney David Escamilla, County 
Judge Sam Biscoe, and former opponent and longtime 
defense attorney Leonard Martinez. (The fourth candidate, 
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Eve Schatelowitz Alcantar, has endorsed Sage.) Montford 
says that what sets her apart most is the depth and breadth 
of her experience in the county’s criminal justice system. “I 
have a sense of what the community really values,” she says 
- an understanding developed from years of working in front 
of and talking to jurors, lawyers, victims, and defendants. It is 
experience she believes the relative newcomer Sage lacks, 
and combined with her experience trying (and defending) the 
entire variety of cases that a district court hears, it would 
help her do a better job on the bench. 

Sage has plenty of experience, she says, but of the sort that 
doesn’t as readily translate to the state district court. “We don’t 
deal with human trafficking or securities,” says Montford. “It’s 
very rare that we try white-collar crimes.” But even when that 
comes up, Montford says, her stint in the D.A.’s public integrity 
unit - participating in cases that included the investigation of 
former Congressman Tom DeLay - has prepared her well. 

Both candidates are working the phones and the neighbor- 
hoods in preparation for the April 13 run-off (early voting runs 
April 5-9). With only a single Democratic race at stake, the 
successful candidate will be the one who can turn out the 
most voters. Both say they’re up for that challenge. “The way 
to get people to the polls,” says Sage, “is to make people 
care about this race.” - Jordan Smith 


Republicans vie for Bolton’s Seat 


Republicans have eyed House District 47 
as a winnable seat since they lost it in 2006. 
Yet they must endure a possibly bruising 
April 13 primary run-off to see who will chal- 
lenge Democratic incumbent Valinda Bolton 
in November. 

It was developer Paul Workman and attor- 
ney Holly Turner who emerged from the 
March 2 three-way primary, knocking tax attor- 
ney David Sewell out of the race. Yet at 39.4% 
and 35.6% respectively, neither came close to 
the required 50% needed to secure the nomi- 
nation. As for moving to an extended primary 
season, Eric Bearse - Workman’s campaign 
spokesman and a former speechwriter for Gov. 
Rick Perry - explained, “It was a seamless 
process, because it was anticipated from day 
one that three candidates with roughly equal 
resources would result in a run-off.” There have 
been few changes in tactics: Workman’s cam- 
paign was always focused on Turner - a series 
of ads accused the former Fort Worth resident 
of not really being local enough (see “HD 47 
GOP Primary: Attack-Ad Tussle,” Feb. 26). “The 
real choice here is between a Cow Town carpet- 
bagger and a true conservative who has lived 
here for 25 years,” Bearse added. 


Turner was diplomatic about the 
attacks and said her door-to-door 
campaigning had proven she’s a 
local candidate. As for any post- 
primary feuding, she said, “The 
people on the ground are saying, 

‘Listen, our priority is having a 
Republican representative, and 
we’ll get behind whoever the cho- 
sen one is after April 13.”' 

Though neither candidate has 
previously held elected office, neither is 
a complete political outsider. Turner has 
swept the statewide political endorsement 
board - with groups like Conservative 
Republicans of Texas and Empower 
Texans backing her - while Workman has 
stayed true to his campaign message of 
being a local candidate, with former Austin 
Mayors Lee Cooke and Ron Mullen back- 
ing his run. Unsurprisingly, the former Real 
Estate Council of Austin board member 
also has powerful allies in the construction 
community, with endorsements or donations 
from a roster including the Associated 
General Contractors of Texas and the 
Texas Association of Business. 



The big question now will be turnout. The 
only fact the campaigns can count on is that 
numbers drop between primaries and run- 
offs. In 2006, 6,092 voters turned out for 
the five-way HD 47 Republican primary, drop- 
ping to 4,824 for the second round. This 
year voting soared dramatically, with 14,006 
turning out by the end of voting. Turner called 
the governor’s race “the catalyst” for the 
increased interest but added, “Republicans 
were more engaged than they had been in 
thepast because of what’s happening in D.C.” 
That national interest, if it can last 
until November, is one of the reasons 
Republicans think districts like HD 47 are 
in play this year. Bolton took the district in 


a three-way race in 2006 with 50.24% and 
narrowly increased that margin in 2008 to 
51.19% - both times in the face of well- 
funded opponents. This year, the eventual 
GOP challenger will face the complicating 
factor of a third candidate - Libertarian 
Kris Bailey - competing directly for the 
fiscal conservative vote. 

For run-off voters, the biggest challenge 
may be finding policy differences between 
the two Republicans. When asked for a 
clear area of disagreement with her oppo- 
nent, Turner said, “I’m in favor of using 
[employee identity system] E-Verify, and 
[Workman] opposes that.” Bearse countered 
that Workman supported “the intention” of 
the system in cutting down on employment 
of undocumented foreign workers but was 
concerned by its failure rate. As for Turner’s 
greatest perceived differences, Bearse 
pointed to the discussion about licensing 
casinos: “Paul Workman’s not interested in 
any form of gaming to bring additional reve- 
nue to state government. Holly Turner is will- 
ing to look at it.” Ultimately, Turner said, 
“There aren’t huge differences.” The real 
question, she added, “is a matter of who is 
going to work hardest for the people.”

Two shades of 
conservative 

In a state as Republican as Texas, 
cleaning up the embarrassing mess that is 
the State Board of Education will proba 
bly have to start with reasonable elements 
of the GOP A number of moderate, less 
ideologically driven Republicans stood up 
in the primary to challenge the religious 
fundamentalists who have driven the SBOE 
into a ditch, with partial success. 

In SBOE District 10, right-wing ideologue 
Cynthia Dunbar ended her disastrous 
service at one term, but North Austinites 
and others in the district that sprawls 
almost to Houston can’t breathe a sigh of 
relief yet. She hand-picked Austin GOP 
activist Brian Russell as her successor, 
and he made it into the run-off with 35.3% 
of the Republican vote. 

Russell won’t talk to the Chronicle 
(apparently he took umbrage at being 
described as part of the “crazy” faction; 
see “Reclaiming Education: Hoping for 
Sanity at the SBOE,” Feb. 12), but to 
give you some idea of where he’s coming 
from, check out his website: On the front 
page, where he uses the term “conserva- 
tive” as though it were a drumbeat (no 
less than seven times in six paragraphs), 
Russell professes to include among his 
educational values both “phonics” and 
“computational mathematics, not ‘fuzzy’ 
math” as well as “an unashamedly patri- 
otic view of American history, emphasiz- 
ing the God-given individual rights and 
limited government enshrined in the 
Constitution.” He also boasts that he 
“authored the Republican Party of Texas 
... resolution supporting the adoption of 
new, rigorous science standards by the 
SBOE that permit students to think for 
themselves and ask questions about sci- 
entific theories like evolution and man- 
made global warming.” 

Russell wasn’t the top vote-getter, 
though. Georgetown’s Marsha Farney, 
who bills herself as the “common sense 
conservative,” took 35.5% and, to the 
surprise of some, shunted McNeil High 
School teacher Rebecca Osborne, 
another moderate, into third (29.2%). 
When asked by the Chronicle, Farney 
hedged a bit regarding where she stood 
on the key issue of teaching evolution; 
she would only say: “My faith is not shak- 
en by evolution. ... It should be taught as 
a theory.” Still, she does seem focused 
on pushing an educational agenda rather 
than an ideological one. She picks her 
words carefully, choosing not to slam the 
woman she wants to replace: “My voice 
is a different voice,” she says. “My voice 
is the voice of an educator.” 

The winner of the run-off will face 
Democrat Judy Jennings, who was unop- 
posed in her primary.

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Where There’s Smoke, There’s Hazing 


To hear the city of Austin’s lawyer tell it, the “harass- 
ment” that firefighter Nona Allen says she suffered as a 
probationary officer with the Austin Fire Department was 
(take your pick): 1) simple miscommunication; 2) griping by 
a woman who simply isn’t interested in being a real firefight- 
er; or 3) nothing more than “hazing” - and, as far as the 
city is concerned, a completely appropriate way to treat new 
AFD employees. 

Allen’s discrimination suit against the city, filed in the fall 
of 2008, finally went to trial last week in state civil district 
court. The seven-woman, five-man jury heard four days of tes- 
timony and, on Monday, March 29, after an hour’s worth of 
closing arguments, took the case to the jury room for what 
stretched into two days of deliberations. Ultimately the jurors 
decided, 10 to two, in favor of the city. 

Allen graduated from the academy and began serving as a 
“probie” (probationary) firefighter in February 2007 at station 
No. 15 on Airport Boulevard in East Austin, the only female 
firefighter at one of the city’s busiest stations. She immedi- 
ately saw that the facilities there for men and women were 
unequal. The men had a large locker room with furniture and 
books and games; Allen was given access to a restroom and 
a roughly 9V2-squa re-foot room, the only adornment of which 
was a row of lockers. Still, Allen was the first woman assigned 
to the station in at least six years, and at first thought nothing 
of the difference in accommodations - until she tried to have 
a desk and chair placed in the room. She needed a place to 
sit down after responding to calls and to study for the qualify- 
ing exams for a permanent firefighter position. Repeatedly, 
she would put the desk and chair in the room during her shift, 
and they would be removed by firefighters on other shifts; 
occasionally she returned to the station for work (firefighters 
work 24 hours on duty followed by 48 hours off) to find the 


desk piled with several hundred pounds of weights. She com- 
plained to supervisors, but it did no good. Instead of help, 
she received notice that the administration had ordered that 
no furniture be allowed in the room at all. 

When Allen got no relief from the department’s administra- 
tion, she filed suit, arguing in court last week that she suf- 
fered harassment based on her gender. The city argued that 
is simply not true. In closing arguments before the jury, 
Assistant City Attorney Chris Edwards said Allen never spe- 
cifically alleged that she was harassed based on gender - 
based on the specific language Allen used in her complaints 
to supervisors. And Edwards argued that what Allen had to 
deal with at the station was nothing more than the firefighter 
equivalent of hazing, known as “worming.” Worming, she 
said, is commonplace everywhere. “It happens,” she told the 
jury. “You all do it,” even if it isn’t referred to as worming, “in 
your workplace.” 

It is an interesting argument - if not a rather disturbing 
one. Under Texas law, in the context of educational institu- 
tions, hazing by individuals or organizations is illegal. The 
state law is primarily designed to combat dangerous hazing 
behavior by student fraternal organizations, but the city 
seems to be arguing that the behavior is nonetheless perfect- 
ly acceptable in an employment setting. Indeed, in response 
to a question from the jury regarding whether worming is 
“acceptable” - read by Judge Orlinda Naranjo to former AFD 
interim-Chief Jim Evans (who retired from the department 
earlier this year) - Evans testified that “to a certain level” it 
is actually a “part of the culture” of the department and is 
part of how new firefighters are “assimilated” into the group. 
“The culture of the fire department,” said Evans, “is unique.” 

When asked, after the verdict was announced Wednesday, 
how Allen took the news, her attorney Derek Floward said, 



“She seemed to be rather philosophical about it, but she 
looked rather devastated.” Losing a case like this, he said, 
“It’s not something that just goes away.”

City Loses Appeal in Property Case 



The city of Austin has until May 7 to 
decide whether to play its last legal 
card in a decadelong eminent domain 
battle over control of a Downtown block. 
The Texas Supreme Court would be the 
next - and final - stop for the city 
should it decide to contest a recent 3rd 
Court of Appeals ruling that effectively 
returns ownership of Block 38 to Austin 
lawyer Harry Whittington. 

The block - bounded by Fourth and 
Fifth streets and Red River and Sabine - 
contains the city-owned Austin 
Convention Center parking garage, 
including ground-floor retail space and an 
Austin Energy chilling plant, all of which 
were built as the multifaceted case 
wended its way through various court- 
rooms over the years, with most verdicts 
consistently favoring Whittington. 

Renea Hicks, one of the attorneys 
representing the city in the case, said 
officials are evaluating whether to move 
ahead with an appeal. If they decide 
not to, the city would need to broker an 
arrangement with Whittington to ensure 
the continued operations of the parking 
garage and chiller system. Even if he 
prevails, Whittington said he would like- 
ly keep the existing structures intact. 
Win or lose, though, Whittington will 
still walk away with a sizeable sum of 
money. A jury in 2007 set Whittington’s 
award at $10.5 million, an amount 


owed for the land that has since been 
drawing interest at a “magnanimous” 
rate of 8.25%, Whittington said, noting, 
“That’s up to $14 million now.” In the 
latest ruling handed down in February, 
the court also ordered the city to pay 
attorneys’ fees totaling nearly 
$675,000, down from a previous judg- 
ment of $779,418. 

Whittington, who is more widely 
known as the fellow hunter shot and 
wounded by former Vice President 
Dick Cheney in 2006, remains stead- 
fast in his belief that the “taking” of 
the property - a saga that has been 
playing out since 2000 - was for eco- 


nomic development purposes rather 
than for public use, as the city 
asserts. Fie says the condemnation 
benefited the developer of the nearby 
Hilton Hotel , who had struck a private- 
public partnership deal with the city 
that called for underground parking for 
the Convention Center. The developer 
later told the city that the parking 
component of the hotel package would 
be cost-prohibitive, so the city then 
began condemnation proceedings 
against the Whittington property. As a 
result, he said, “They allowed the 
developer to make $10 million more 
[on his project].” - Amy Smith 


AWU Supervisor Cleared of 
Discrimination Charges 

Last week saw the release of a “final report” from manage- 
ment consultants MGT of America into claims of gender dis- 
crimination and other equal employment opportunity violations 
in the offices of the Austin Water Utility. MGT’s investigation 
of the allegations - levied by seven complainants at assistant 
director Gopal Guthikonda and others - absolves Guthikonda, 
who has been on paid administrative leave since late 2009. 
“When asked the basis of their claims, many of them often 
recited boilerplate language as if someone had told them that if 
all of them stated the same thing that it would lend creditability 
to their claims,” reads the report introduction; “often they would 
state things as fact for which it turned out they had no direct 
proof or knowledge.” The conclusion reached on each of the 
seven claims - from allegations of favoritism and sex discrimi- 
nation to retaliation via moving employees into new offices and 
cubicles - are that the complaints “are either unfounded and/ 
or do not rise to the level of violation of the personnel policy.” 
Guthikonda is expected to return to work next week. 

Ironically, the report found, one party complaining of gender 
discrimination, in part due to extra duties she was assigned 
assisting a recently promoted co-worker, “resented working with 
or for [name redacted] based on [the employee’s] national origin; 
Indian.” Regarding another employee complaining of a hostile 
work environment, the report found, “other witnesses stated that 
it is [the complainant] who behaves inappropriately and fosters 
the uncomfortable work environment.” And a third complainant, 
alleging discrimination in her lack of promotions, was actually 
promoted by Guthikonda to supervising engineer; however, follow- 
ing complaints about the process, Austin Water Utility Director 
Greg Meszaros ordered the search for that position redone. 

The report, signed by MGT senior associate and former Travis 
County Sheriff Margo Frasier, was paid for in part with a $30,000 
City Council-approved amendment to an existing contract with MGT, 
bringing the company’s total payment to $70,000. - Wells Dunbar 
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Pecan Street Project Unveils Smart Grid Solutions 


On March 24, the Pecan Street Project 

released its recommendations for transform- 
ing the delivery of electricity - culminating a 
year of work. PSP representatives expect the 
report to influence the rapidly changing field 
nationally and internationally. “We’re auda- 
cious, or maybe arrogant, enough to think we 
can not just re-create or improve the utility 
but really come up with a new energy system,” 
said Jim Marston, a PSP board member. 

The report recommends an approach to 
expanding the clean energy economy while 
transforming how energy is delivered to utility 
customers. The delivery system proposed 
is modeled on the Internet: It would make 
every consumer’s home or business a poten- 
tial generator of electricity, with energy flow- 
ing both ways. “We hope it will provide eco- 
nomic dividends for decades to come,” said 
board member Randi Shade, in emphasiz- 
ing the potential to create jobs and new 
companies in Austin and nationally. 

The Pecan Street Project tackles the most 
devilish issue of all: how electric utilities can 
survive economically while driving down 
demand for their product, in the name of 
energy efficiency, climate action, and envi- 
ronmental protection. “We are unique in 
wrestling with the business model,” said 
PSP President Roger Duncan, former gener- 
al manager of Austin Energy. “I don’t see 
other utilities dealing with that; it’s the con- 
sequences of the smart grid for the busi- 
ness model that I don’t see being thought 

Manor Expressway 
OK, Feds Say 

The Federal Highway Administration has 
rejected a claim by several Austin nonprofits 
that the planned Manor Expressway would 
impose financial and environmental hardships 
on East Austin’s low-income and minority com- 
munities in violation of the Civil Rights Act. The 
complainants - including Texas RioGrande 
Legal Aid, Save Our Springs Alliance, and the 
Center on Race, Poverty & the Environment - 
presented an alternate plan that would have, 
among other measures, reduced toll rates 
based on federal poverty program eligibility, 
created buffers between the tollway and nearby 
populations, banned heavy vehicles from feeder 
streets, and added dedicated bus lanes, but the 
recommendations went nowhere. “This impor- 
tant decision by the Federal Highway Admin- 
istration directly dispels the myth that toll road 
projects like the Manor Expressway are in any 
way unfair,” said Mike Heiligenstein, executive 
director of the Central Texas Regional Mobility 
Authority. “This decision makes clear that the 
Manor Expressway will benefit the entire com- 
munity, improving mobility and quality of life for 
everyone.” D’Ann Johnson of TRLA disagreed. 
“What the FHA did was say there’s a ‘separate 
but equal’ theory for toll roads,” said Johnson. 

“As long as there’s a feeder road for poor peo- 
ple to get on, they can build any toll road they 
want to as long as they say the reason was to 
improve mobility. It is frustrating that they 
didn’t look at the three pages of alternatives 
we gave them.” - LA/. 


through” by other smart grid projects nation- 
ally. Many utilities “don’t want it to work too 
well,” added Marston. “They’re worried about 
losing revenue. ... They’re trying to slow 
down the process.” 

The PSP recommendations look far beyond 
the grid and include in the guiding principles 
environmental protection, reliability, economic 
development, the economic stability of the 
city and the utility, and the link between 
renewable energy and energy efficiency. Four 
sets of recommendations were provided spe- 
cifically to Austin Energy, covering renewable 
distributed energy deployment and testing, 
smart grid testing and pilots, a new rate 
structure, and a new business model. 

The report culminates a yearlong effort 
based in Austin and led by the Environmental 
Defense Fund, which brought together 
officials from major technology companies; 
University of Texas researchers; environ- 
mental, work force, and business leaders; 
Austin Energy officials; city officials; and 
hundreds of volunteers - more than 200 
people in all. “In just over a year, this 
effort has moved from a big idea to a firm 
list of recommendations, some of which are 
already being deployed,” said PSP Executive 
Director Brewster McCracken. “Austin has 
a remarkable opportunity to spur the next 
wave of American innovation.” 

“This is one of the most innovative energy 
projects in the country,” said PSP board mem- 
ber Jose Beceiro of the Greater Austin 


ARA Needs to Go, 

A 2009 city manager’s assessment of the 
development agreement between the city of 
Austin and the Austin Revitalization 
Authority opined that it was “not advisable 
to continue the relationship as currently struc- 
tured nor to bring to close our partnership.” 

In a firmly worded resolution sent to City 
Council members on March 4, the Swede 
Hill and Robertson Hill neighborhood 
associations disagreed - ending the ARA’s 
agreement is exactly what they’d like to do. 

“We request that Council acknowledge 
that ARA’s flawed business plan has [led] to 
a misplaced priority on managing ARA’s debt 
rather than on revitalizing the area according 
to the vision, goals and project controls 
agreed to by the surrounding communities,” 
reads the resolution, signed by RHNA 
President Stan Strickland and SHNA 
President Tracy Witte. Citing the failure of 
ARA to complete the East 11th & 12th 
Streets Community Redevelopment Project 
in a timely fashion (the ARA was created 
back in the mid-1990s and has accom- 
plished only a partial redevelopment of 
11th, while private redevelopment has 
boomed in other parts of East Austin), the 
resolution requests the following: 

• The elimination of ARA’s role in the project 

• An immediate moratorium on transactions 
between the city, the Urban Renewal 
Agency, and ARA while a new plan is formu- 


Chamber of Commerce. “We anticipate it will 
attract new clean-tech talent and companies 
to Austin’s growing clean energy economy.” 
According to the report, the successful imple- 
mentation of its recommendations will “require 
a significant job training effort,” although sever- 
al groups, including Austin Community 
College, the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Texas Workforce Commission, “are already 
working to develop the workforce that will 
design, install and maintain this technology. 

But the coordination among ALL regional job 
training agencies must become much more 
deliberate and streamlined.” 

The report also includes a set of guide- 
lines for water management, public policy, 
economic development, and green job train- 
ing. For water management, PSP recom- 
mends many steps already suggested by 
local environmentalists to the Austin Water 
Utility. Recommendations include pricing 
water to spur conservation and load shifting, 
installing and testing smart water meters, 
providing more usage information to water 
customers, cross-training city water and 
energy auditors, reducing landscape water 
use, and establishing city water-use targets. 

“The vision of the Pecan Street Project,” 
reads the report, “must become hardwired 
into the planning DNA of this community - 
just as technology was hardwired into the 
community’s vision a generation ago.” See the 
full report at www.pecanstreetprojectaustin.org.

lated to promote “true competitive bidding to 
attract and capture a much broader spectrum

• An incentive package to jump-start redevel- 
opment by local firms and area stakeholders 

• Assurance that oversight of the plan is 
“competent and without conflict of interest” 

“We’ve been talking about this for a long 
time,” Witte told the Chronicle. “The undeni- 
able fact is that nothing has been accom- 
plished on 12th Street.” 

ARA President Greg Smith replied that 
the resolution isn’t fair because it doesn’t 
take into account a couple of major factors: 
Changes in city staff, the city council, and 
the makeup of the neighborhood over the 
past five years led to a deterioration in rela- 
tionships in the corridor, he believes, and 
market forces are not conducive to redevel- 
opment right now. Also, he says, city staff 
received a directive from council in February 
2009 to take no action on the project until 
a city audit came out, which didn’t happen 
until November. 

“We’ve had the worst recession since 
1928,” Smith said, “and there’s no develop- 
ment taking place. ... No one is bringing 
those issues up. ... You don’t have develop- 
ers running over there and developing prop- 
erty because of the market right now.”

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Sen. Carona Sees End of the Road ... Money 


Last week, along the shores of Town Lake, 
Capitol birdwatchers spotted an extremely 
rare and endangered species - a Republican 
willing to come out in favor of raising taxes. 

The odd duck in question was Sen. John 
Carona of Dallas, at the Four Seasons Hotel 
to deliver the keynote address of the Austin 
Chamber of Commerce’s first-ever State 
of Transportation event. He made a dire 
prediction about Texas’ transportation future 
(money for new projects is about to run out), 
offered an easy way to fix it (raise the motor- 
fuels tax), and said the Republican governor 
he supports will be the main obstacle to 
doing so. 

“By 2012, funds for new transportation in 
this state will largely go away,” said Carona. 
“We are headed toward the edge of a cliff in 
transportation funding in the state of Texas. 

... What money we have in will cover ... what 
we already have on the ground, nothing more 
than that - just maintaining what we have.” 

In the next 25 to 30 years, the state popula- 
tion is expected to double, said Carona, which 
means Texas will need new roads, rail, and 
other projects to move those people around. 

He cited reports from two different commis- 
sions - one from the Texas Department of 
Transportation’s 2030 Committee and anoth- 
er from the Governor’s Business Council - 
claiming that Texas could have a shortfall in 
funding of either $50 billion or $150 billion. 

Carona said the crisis has been a long 
time coming - since 1991, specifically, the 
last time the fuels tax was increased. That 
tax has been stuck at 20 cents per gallon 
since then. “Now imagine if the Post Office 
had tried to operate on the same postage 
rate per postage stamp it had back in 1991,” 
Carona said. “The fact of the matter is, it 
would be out of business. But that’s what 
we’ve asked TxDOT to do.” To make it worse, 
he said, that 20 cents now has only 14 cents 
of the purchasing power it had in 1991. 


Carona said the tax should be raised at 
least a dime a gallon and indexed to infla- 
tion, with the money used to leverage more 
financing. The big obstacle, of course: Politic- 
ians don’t want a tax increase on their voting 
records. But, Carona said, “If you don’t have 
the political courage from time to time to 
raise it, it becomes obsolete.” The most 
important of those politicians - assuming 
he’s reelected - is Gov. Rick Perry. As a 
presumed alternative, Perry has embraced 
the building of privately developed and main- 
tained toll roads. 

Getting around that roadblock “depends 
on you,” Carona told the assembled busi- 
ness leaders. He said he supports Perry, but 
Perry simply isn’t going to raise taxes, so, 
“You’ve got to become so loud, so public on 
this issue, that people in the Capitol are sim- 
ply unable to turn down the volume” - part 


of “what The Dallas Morning News called a 
'transportation crusade.’” 

Carona took on critics who say this fund- 
ing crisis is “hype.” These critics, said 
Carona, claim the money could be found 
if diversions were stopped, inefficiencies 
at TxDOT were eliminated, transparency at 
TxDOT were increased, money weren’t thrown 
at rail, and all transportation money (taxes, 
fines, etc.) were put back into roads. “If 
100 percent of diversions were eliminated,” 
he said, “it would take care of roughly 10 
percent of our need for the next 20 years.” 
What about putting all transportation money 
back into roads? “Amen to that. ... The 
problem is, we can’t restructure right now 


the entire state budget. ... Anything you’re 
able to pull back for transportation simply 
means there’s another hole to fill someplace 
else.” Eliminating inefficiencies? “If you 
went in and eliminated every inefficiency you 
could find, perhaps you’d find $50 [million] 
to $100 million.” That’s only a “drop in the 
bucket,” said Carona. 

“The number one tool in the toolbox ought 
to be a robust and competitive and current 
motor-fuels tax,” Carona said. “That is the 
least expensive way to build roads in this 
state. I’ll argue that point with anybody that 
wishes to stand up and argue with me.” 

Private toll roads, he said, are “exponen- 
tially” more expensive, not only in repayment 
costs, “but the very duration of the agree- 
ment itself means long after the road is paid 
for, those monies that would have otherwise 
been returned into our transportation system, 


or would have meant that a toll road no lon- 
ger is a toll road, go into the hands of a pri- 
vate developer.” 

“Senator Carona is right on time about the 
need for more gas tax money,” said Bill 
Spelman, who as an Austin City Council 
member knows firsthand what it means to 
grapple with a transportation crisis. “I’m real- 
ly happy that Carona and the responsible 
business community and responsible ele- 
ments of the Republican Party recognize that 
there is a serious problem here that is going 
to have an effect on the business community.” 

Despite serving in the swing House District 
47 (Southwest Travis County), Democratic 
Rep. Valinda Bolton said “ditto” to Carona’s

remarks even though the GOP might target 
her on it. “I’ve surveyed my district about this 
issue, and there was pretty overwhelming 
support for it, because I think when people 
are stuck in traffic and stuck in congestion, it 
takes money,” said Bolton, whose district 
boundaries include the notoriously traffic- 
plagued Oak Hill. “Unfortunately, this is one 
of those problems you can solve by throwing 
money at it. ... But the reality is, even if the 
House and the Senate overwhelmingly 
passed an increase, the governor would 
proudly veto it.” 

Carona agreed. “That’s the challenge, is that 
Governor Perry, for political reasons that only 
he can explain, has chosen a policy of massive 
toll roads instead of a much simpler and more 
fiscally responsible solution of an increase in 
motor-fuels taxes. The only way to get it past 
Governor Perry is to put it inside a constitution- 
al resolution. Constitutional resolutions, which 
require two-thirds votes in both chambers, can- 
not be vetoed by the governor.” - Lee Nichols 


Texas Supremes Ponder 

On March 25, in a hearing that lasted just over 45 min- 
utes, the Texas Supreme Court became the latest judges 
to hear the fight between the adult cabaret industry and 
the attorney general over the infamous stripper surcharge. 

Alternatively nicknamed the “pole tax” and the “titty tax,” 
the $5-per-customer fee on live nude entertainment at ven- 
ues allowing alcohol consumption was passed by the Texas 
Legislature in 2007. Since then, Texas Entertainment 
Association and Karpod Inc. have successfully challenged 
it in two lower courts. In this latest appeal by the state, 
Solicitor General James Ho has argued that the law served 
two purposes for the state, both raising revenue and remov- 
ing “the combustible combination” of nudity and alcohol, 
which he said contributes to sexual violence. He told the 
court, “Four decades of precedent support the state’s power 
to impose even greater restrictions on adult businesses 
under Texas law.” 

However, Justice Harriet O’Neill quickly interrupted, 

“That’s presuming this is interpreted to be a restriction rath- 
er than a tax.” She voiced her concerns that the case was 
“on new ground” by using a tax to regulate content. Justice 
Paul Green pointed to the questionable logic of distinguish-

ing between live and videotaped nudity, while Justice David 
Medina called the tax “more of a punishment” than any- 
thing else. 

Countering the state’s claims of public safety concerns, 
Texas Entertainment Association attorney Craig Enoch 
argued, “This is a tax case; make no doubt about it.” If 
the state was serious about policing conduct, he claimed, 
this law was a failure, since it was like selling people 
licenses to shout “Fire!” in a crowded theatre. Chief 
Justice Wallace Jefferson echoed that argument, saying 
the state may appear “hypocritical [for] profiting off the 
very thing it condemns.” 

Though the hearing lasted less than an hour, don’t expect 
a quick decision. Since this law involves complex questions 
of both tax code and the First Amendment, it could be years 
before the Texas Supremes issue a ruling - one that is 
expected to involve several dissenting and concurring opin- 
ions. Even if a judgment is forthcoming, there are potential 
violations of the Texas Constitution within the law that may 
take the fight back to a lower court. If it all hangs on the First 
Amendment, both sides are prepared to take it to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. - Richard Whittaker 


Why Not Just Throw 
a Tomato? 

When university students receive threats over a play 
staged as part of their course work, it would be normal to 
expect the state to come to their defense. Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst has instead joined with the mob, forcing students 
at Stephenville’s Tarleton State University to cancel their 
March 27 performances of several one-act plays. The contro- 
versy surrounded one play, noted Texas-raised playwright 
Terrence McNally’s Corpus Christi, about a gay Christ-like 
figure named Joshua. In an official press release, Dewhurst 
railed, “[N]o one should have the right to use government 
funds or institutions to portray acts that are morally repre- 
hensible to the vast majority of Americans.” The university 
initially rescheduled the plays and closed them to the public, 
then associate professor Mark Holtorf canceled the entire 
event, citing safety concerns. Dewhurst called the cancella- 
tion “the right thing to do” - not because of the threats but 
because of the content of the play. ACLU of Texas legal direc- 
tor Lisa Graybill noted that since his statements came with 
the lieutenant governor’s seal on them, “there was a mes- 
sage that there would be consequences to the university 
should the play go on.” - R.W. 
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U.S. Supremes Give Skinner a Reprieve 


Less than an hour before he was to be 
executed, Hank Skinner, who was slated 
to die for a 1993 triple murder in Pampa, 
Texas, was granted a 30-day reprieve by the 
U.S. Supreme Court on March 24. 

At issue in Skinner’s case is whether he 
will have access to DNA testing for multiple 
items of physical evidence obtained from 
the crime scene but never before tested - 
including fingernail scrapings taken from 
Twila Busby, Skinner’s longtime girlfriend 
who was brutally murdered along with her 
two grown and mentally disabled sons on 
New Year’s Eve in the home the three 
shared with Skinner. A rape kit test taken 
from Busby was also never tested, along 
with two knives - one of which was likely a 
murder weapon - a bloody towel, and 
human hairs from a windbreaker also 
stained with sweat. 

Skinner has long claimed he is innocent 
of the murders. He admits to having been in 
the house the night the family was killed but 
said that a cocktail of booze and codeine 
had left him knocked out; he did not wake 
until after Busby and her sons had been 
fatally attacked. 

For more than a decade, Skinner has 
unsuccessfully tried to gain access to the 
untested evidence. He sued the Pampa dis- 
trict attorney in a federal civil rights suit 
seeking access that would “vindicate his 


due process right to ‘fundamental fairness.’” 
That attempt was denied first in federal dis- 
trict court and then by the 5th U.S. Court of 
Appeals. Skinner appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which is still deciding whether to take 
the appeal. The order blocking Skinner’s 
execution last week will give the court more 
time to decide whether it will hear the case. 

The question of whether a death row 
inmate may use the civil rights statute to 
seek access to DNA testing is a controversial 
one that has split the circuit courts of appeal 
- a circumstance that also makes the issue 
ripe for the Supremes to take up. Currently, 
five circuits allow for such claims, two don’t 
(including the 5th Circuit), and five remain 
undecided on the issue. The question, essen- 
tially, is whether an inmate may raise such a 
claim outside a writ for habeas corpus, the 
standard appeal mechanism in a capital case. 

The Supremes’ decision to step in and 
halt the execution - at least for the time 
being - let Gov. Rick Perry off the hook in 
having to decide whether he would do the 
same to keep Skinner alive while the issue 
of additional DNA testing plays out in court. 
Perry’s office was inundated with letters 
from people asking him to grant a 30-day 
reprieve (the only power he has, absent a 
recommendation from the Board of Pardons 
and Paroles to commute or block the execu- 
tion, which the board declined to make in 


Skinner’s case), 
and his official 
Facebook page 
was overrun with 
messages implor- 
ing him to do the 
same. In the 
face of all that 
pleading, Perry 
remained silent. 

Additionally, he 
did not respond 
publicly to similar requests from state Sen. 
Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, and Austin Rep. 
Elliott Naishtat. “Post-conviction DNA test- 
ing of evidence could help resolve these 
questions,” Naishtat wrote on March 23. 
“Governor, I believe we have time to answer 
questions in Mr. Skinner’s case. We should 
take that opportunity to have moral certainty 
that justice is achieved in the case.” Still, 
Skinner’s execution day came and went with- 
out a peep from Perry’s office. 

But Rob Owen, head of UT School of Law’s 
Capital Punishment Clinic and Skinner’s 
lead attorney, said in a statement: “This 
action suggests that the Court believes there 
are important issues that require closer exam- 
ination. We remain hopeful that the Court will 
agree to hear Mr. Skinner’s case and ultimate- 
ly allow him the chance to prove his innocence 
through DNA testing.” -Jordan Smith

California voters will decide pot question 
in November

On March 25, California officials cleared 
the way for voters in November to decide 
whether to legalize, regulate, and tax marijua- 
na sales to adults over the age of 21. 

Backers of the measure collected some 

695.000 signatures, far more than the 

434.000 required to qualify for a spot on the 
ballot. This will be only the second time in 
recent years that such a measure will be put 
to a statewide vote, and it’s the first time 
that such a measure has a very real 
likelihood of passing. Indeed, in a 
statewide Field Poll conducted 
last spring, 56% of Californians 
said they would favor legalizing 
marijuana for “recreational use” 
and taxing the proceeds. 

Although the move toward 
legalization may be most aggres- 
sive in the Golden State - fueled in 
part by its serious economic woes - a 
handful of other states are also currently con- 
sidering relaxing state pot prohibitions, either 
by passing decriminalization measures or by 
adding legal medi-pot laws to the books. 

In South Dakota, advocates for legalized 
medical marijuana have collected more than 

32.000 signatures in an effort to get a medi- 
pot measure onto the November ballot - more 
than twice the number required. This isn’t 
S.D.’s first go-round with medical marijuana: 
Advocates there have been fighting for such a 
measure for more than a decade. One such 
measure made it onto the ballot in 2006 and 
lost by just 4% - the only state to have a medi- 
pot measure lose at election, notes the Drug 
Reform Coordination Network. The measure

had an uphill battle in part because state law- 
makers jacked with the language of the propos- 
al (an attempt, advocates said, to scare voters 
into voting no - including a suggestion that if 
the measure passed kids could get legal 
access to the drug - which apparently worked, 
at least to some degree) and in part because 
former President George W. Bush’s Office of 
National Drug Control Policy dispatched minions 
to the Black Hills to fight the measure. Certainly 
that won’t happen this year, which might 
help get the measure over the 50% 
mark - though it does seem likely 
that state lawmakers still frown 
upon the idea, which would allow 
qualified patients to possess up 
to 1 ounce of usable pot. A legis- 
lative medi-pot proposal in 2009 
was killed in a Senate subcommit- 
tee on a 9-5 vote. 

Meanwhile, in Rhode Island, which has 
already legalized medi-pot, lawmakers are rec- 
ommending that the state decriminalize pos- 
session of up to 1 ounce of pot by adults. The 
recommendation comes from a special 
Senate commission empaneled last year, 
headed up by Dem Sen. Joshua Miller. In a 
report released this month, the panel conclud- 
ed that “marijuana law reform will not only 
benefit the state from a budget perspective” - 
a savings of up to $12.7 million per year - 
“but would also avoid costly arrests or incar- 
cerations due to simple possession of mari- 
juana.” Eleven of the 13-member commission 
- made up of state lawmakers, representa- 
tives of the public at large and the medi-pot 
patient community, a representative of the

state nurses association, and academics 
including Harvard University economist 
Jeffrey Miron, who determined in a 2008 
study that legalizing drugs could save the 
country $44.1 billion per year and pump 
into the economy as much as $32.7 billion 
per year in tax money - voted in favor of the 
recommendations; only two, both represent- 
ing law enforcement, voted against them. 
The commission’s recommendations now 
move to the full Senate for consideration. 

But it’s not all lovely in the land of pot- 
law reform: In Illinois, lawmakers in March 
passed a law that would amend the state’s 
drug paraphernalia law to include tobacco 
leaves used to roll cigars - aka “blunt 
wraps.” There’s no legitimate purpose for 
selling the wraps, proponents of the bills 
argue. (A Senate measure passed that 
body, and a House measure passed that 
chamber’s Judiciary Committee and is 
awaiting a floor vote.) That is, of course, 
unless you like to roll your own tobacco. 
But that apparently hasn’t occurred to law- 
makers who see pot as the only substance 
one might roll up to smoke. Not to men- 
tion that commercially made cigars and 
cigarillos and, of course, blunts filled with 
tobacco come wrapped that way, too. 

Go figure. ■

Have you noticed a lot of tiny blue cars on the road 
lately? They belong to Car2Go, the car-sharing pro- 
gram used by city employees, and you’re likely to see 
even more of them soon, as the company announced 
plans this week to expand the program to state employ- 
ees for a six-month pilot period... The Environmental 
Protection Agency has released a list of the 25 U.S. cities 
with the highest number of energy-efficient commercial buildings as 
of 2009, and with 55 “Energy Star labeled” buildings, Austin is 
ranked No. 18. While that puts us behind 17 other cities - including 
Dallas-Fort Worth (eighth place, 113 buildings), Houston (sixth place 
133 buildings), and first-place Los Angeles (293 buildings) - it 
places us well in front of every other U.S. city... According to the 
Environmental Integrity Project, Texas can take credit for five 
of the country’s 10 most prolific mercury-spewing power plants,

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with Luminant’s Martin Lake facility in Husk County taking the No. 

1 spot for pounds of mercury emitted in 2008 (the most recent year 
for which figures are available). The report, released in March, shows 
that Texas plants also dominate the list of top mercury emitters by 
pounds per gigawatt hour, with American Electric Power’s Harrison 
County facility, H.W. Pirkey, taking the ignominious first-place honors. 
According to the report, mercury emissions are on the rise in several 
states, including Texas, despite the EPA’s Bush-era predictions 
to the contrary - funny how snubbing the Clean Air Act will 
do that... Thirty-two renewable energy projects throughout 
the state are now slated to receive millions in federal 
stimulus grants as part of the Distributed Renewable 
Energy Technology Program. Locally, about $1.6 mil- 
lion will help Austin Community College install two 
grid-tied solar photovoltaic systems (estimated to save 
the school almost $29,000 a year), while $820,000 in 
grant money will go toward a PV system at Texas Parks 
and Wildlife’s Austin headquarters (expected to save the 
agency more than $17,500 annually)... Environmental activist Paul 
Robbins is nearing completion of the long-awaited seventh edition 
of the Austin Environmental Directory, a revision four years in 
the making (see the 2006 directory at www.environmentaldirectory. 
info) and filled with info on local environmental resources and pro- 
grams, plus in-depth articles about synthetic fuels, zero-energy sub- 
urbs, and more. Look for printed copies around town just in time for 
Earth Day. - Nora Ankrum 


Rethinking 
Downtown Zoning 

New Downtown development regulations - 
proposed code amendments that would give 
the Downtown Austin Plan legal “teeth” - 
were circulated around town in draft form in 
March. Proposed zoning changes have been 
developed by consultant ROMA Austin, recent- 
ly rechristened McCann Adams Studio by prin- 
cipals Jana McCann and Jim Adams. They 
said the new rules (and incentives) are intended 
“to guide the private sector” in achieving three 
key community goals: sustainability, the promo- 
tion of mixed uses, and urban design. 

Perhaps the most sweeping change recom- 
mended: allowing mixed-use projects through- 
out Downtown. (The only exception would be in 
areas zoned “single family.”) The goal is to cre- 
ate a more vibrant urban experience and street- 
scape for shoppers and pedestrians, with rede- 
veloped properties transforming dead zones - 
such as drive-through banks, parking garages, 
or big office building facades. Downtown 
mixed-use zoning would feature different 
heights matched to specific districts. 

At a March 17 presentation to the local 
chapter of the Congress for the New Urban- 
ism, McCann said developers, owners, and the 
real estate community want a simpler code. 
Discussion focused on whether the new rules 
move the city far enough toward a form-based 
code - an approach that regulates building 
form and streetscapes to ensure compatibility 
but doesn’t dictate uses. “We feel like current 
zoning standards do a really poor job of provid- 
ing for compatible buildings,” said McCann. 

But the draft regulations do limit uses - for 
example, a ground-floor architectural office 
wouldn’t be allowed in a historic building on 
Congress Avenue or Sixth Street. Several CNU 
members advocated that if the code gets the 
building form right, the market should be free 
to generate the uses. 

The same issue was raised March 25, when 
McCann Adams presented the proposed regu- 
lations at a Downtown Austin Alliance 

“Issues and Eggs” breakfast. “On non-core 
retail streets, you ought to allow more flexibili- 
ty, rather than specify allowed uses at ground 
level,” suggested real estate analyst Charles 
Heimsath. “If you require height and transpar- 
ency, then you ought to let the market deter- 
mine what locates there.” Adams responded, 
“Other cities incent desired uses, from an eco- 
nomic development standpoint.” 

“Are you going to compensate private property 
owners for rights you take away?” asked apprais- 
er Leroy Eide. To which Adams replied: “We’re 
not down-zoning any properties. We are trying to 
increase the value, across the board.” He noted 
that public-sector investments, such as those 
recommended in the Downtown Austin Plan, con- 
sistently are shown to increase property values, 
by about 15% to 20%. To implement the plan 
successfully, the consultants recommend forma- 
tion of a Downtown development corporation 
that could create investment partnerships. In 
addition, said Adams, “Retail recruitment has 
got to continue in a really vigorous way.” The 
draft regulations and presentation are at 
www.cityofaustin.org/downtown.

HOW TO BUY GOVERNMENT 

Like the five-man majority of Supreme 
Court justices, perhaps you’ve been wor- 
ried sick over the possibility that corpora- 
tions just don’t have enough power over 
our government. 

If so, let me soothe your fevered brow 
with a report showing that election spend- 
ing is just one path that corporations take 
to buying our government - many other 
lanes are also open to them. There, feel 
better now? 

One wide-open path is through both the 
Republican and Democratic governors’ asso- 
ciations. Both outfits offer corporate “mem- 
bership” packages that literally let drug 
makers, utilities, tobacco companies, and 
other giants buy their way inside these two 
powerful groups. For annual dues of up to 
$250,000, a corporation’s executives and 
lobbyists not only get to hobnob with these 
top state officials but also get to sponsor, 
organize, and participate in periodic policy 
discussions with the governors. 

Is this a sweet deal for the companies? 
“Absolutely,” enthused a tobacco executive. 
After all, these corporations have big money 
at stake on everything from state taxes to 
regulatory policies, and buying their way into 
the groups’ gatherings lets them bend the 
ears of America’s governors - and bend the 
governors’ policies. Regular citizens and 
public interest groups never get this kind of 
special access, so it gives the corporate 
powers a big jump on everyone else. 

Last year, for example, some 200 drug 
industry lobbyists organized a forum on bio- 
technology for Democratic governors. In this 
cozy setting, the biotech corporations had a 
one-sided chance to plead for state subsi- 
dies and regulatory favoritism - and practi- 
cally every governor who attended followed 
up by pushing for what the industry wanted. 

In so many different ways, corporate 
money doesn’t just talk; it shouts ... and 
drowns out the rest of us. 


SO LONG, LIMBAUGH 

Keep talking, Rush - we love ya, man! 

Rush Limbaugh, that is, the radio rattle- 
brain who led the right wing’s air attack on 
Barack Obama’s health care reform. Spewing 
venom, spittle, and ignorance, Limbaugh used 
his microphone like a cattle prod, delivering 
jolt after jolt of electric folderol to the 24% of 
Republicans who now tell pollsters that they 
believe Obama “may be the Antichrist.” 

For Limbaugh, the health care fight was 
personal.

UT to End Football Program

Governor, Lege order budget 
cuts: ‘Need to tighten belts ... 
and jockstraps’

Late Wednesday afternoon, in a move likely 
to cause controversy among Texas Exes and 
light-beer enthusiasts, the University of Texas 
announced (via a text message sent to the 
Austin American- S tatesman sports desk) that it 
will be ending the university’s athletics pro- 
grams at the close of this academic year. “No 
mor ftbll at UT no mor,” read the unsigned 
message, texted from an encrypted athletics 
cell phone number. Reached at home, where 
he had gone to await media reaction, UT 
Athletics Director DeLoss Dodds confirmed 
the disappointing news. “The red numbers 
and the expense accounts finally caught up 
with us,” Dodds said. “We couldn’t keep the 
financial balls in the air any longer. ” 

There was mixed reaction to the announce- 
ment from elected officials. Asked if he thought 
the Texas Enterprise Fund might be used to 
shore up UT athletics - an economic boon to the 
state - Gov Rick Perry said, “The purpose of the 
TEF is to grant state subsidies to private corpora- 
tions, not Washington-style socialism,” adding, 
“Gig ’em, Aggies!” Local Austin officials, on the 
other hand, said they were scrambling to find 
funding in the city budget that might underwrite 
Longhorn football (see “Longhorn City,” p.26). 

The following day, UT President Bill Powers 
confirmed the decision from his weekend 
retreat in Marfa. “If UT is going to remain a 
world-class university, we have to be able to 
hire new faculty every once in a while and to 
repair the academic buildings that are collaps- 
ing due to deferred maintenance. With the 
money we’ll save on coaches’ salaries alone,” 
he said, “we can permanently endow several 
academic departments.” Powers said he had 
not yet informed the UT System board of 
regents of his decision (“We were hoping the 
news wouldn’t leak before the next scheduled 
regents’ retreat at Barton Creek Country 
Club,” he added), but he was certain the 
board would support the change. 


“It’s well known that the regents are dedi- 
cated to undergraduate and graduate educa- 
tion first and foremost, above all,” he said. 
“They enjoy football just as much as the next 
Orangeblood, but they understand a univer- 
sity must set priorities, especially when 
times are tough. Students must come first, 
and undergraduate education is the primary 
purpose of the university. In the grand 
scheme of things, football is way down the 
priority list. Sort of.” 

Powers added that the redirection of athlet- 
ics spending - from such expenses as million- 
dollar coaches’ salaries, nationwide travel, 
luxurious locker rooms, lengthy hotel stays at 
home and away, and clubhouse-style features 
including dozens of flat-screen TVs in private 
and public areas - should enable the univer- 


sity to allot more funds for needs-based under- 
graduate scholarships and faculty salaries. 

As a first step, Powers has directed that the 
$2 million raise recently awarded to head foot- 
ball coach Mack Brown be canceled and the 
money transferred to the endowment of the 
undergraduate scholarship fund. “Mack imme- 
diately seconded the decision,” Powers said. 
“He even joked that he thinks he can get by on 
his current salary of $3 million.” 

Foregone Conclusion 

Although announced this week - by means of 
the unauthorized leak from within the athletics 
program - the decision to call an end to 117 
years of UT gridiron tradition was apparently 
made by a small group of administrators several 
months ago. The administrative task force, given 


the code name “Operation Pigskin,” met month- 
ly in the fall and included Powers, Dodds, Chief 
Financial Officer Kevin Hegarty, Vice President 
for Student Affaris Juan Gonzalez, and several 
other administrators. They reviewed the annual 
athletics budget numbers, considered the gover- 
nor’s mandate that all state agencies prepare 
once again to cut their overall budgets by 5% to 
10%, and concluded that the quickest way to 
make up the difference without cutting into 
educational priorities was by terminating the 
athletics program. “It was a difficult but neces- 
sary decision,” said Dodds. “And when we pro- 
posed the step to the student advisory board, 
which takes part in all these decisions, the stu- 
dents reluctantly but enthusiastically agreed.” 
The three students on the advisory board - 
selected by administrators from the most loyal

The youngster’s gutsy performance in the 
Horns’ 21-37 loss to Alabama in Pasadena will be 
remembered fondly by the Longhorn faithful his 
entire career - and life. Despite throwing four picks 
(as well as two touchdown passes), he kept the 
Horns in the game until late in the fourth quarter. 

But if Gilbert gets the opportunity to play in a title 
game again, he won’t be sporting burnt orange. With 


the news that the University of Texas is shutting down 
its athletics program due to budgetary constraints, 
Gilbert has agreed to a transfer, and - hold your hook 
’ems - he’ll be taking snaps as an Oklahoma Sooner. 

When asked about his decision to play for 
UT’s biggest rival, Garrett responded, “I feel 
the Sooners give me the best chance to 
return to the championship game and will 
help get me the recognition needed to fulfill 
my dream of being a first-round NFL draft 
pick, when that time comes.” 

He added, “Sam Bradford has a good chance of 
being drafted number one overall by the Rams in the 
upcoming draft [April 22], and when’s the last time a UT 


QB went number one overall?” Realizing how this sound- 
ed, he did backpedal slightly. “But if I do have the good 
fortune of achieving my goals, coach Brown will be at 
the top of my list of those to thank,” he added, narrowly 
avoiding some serious Capital City backlash. 

Now the big question is: Will UT be the only 
Division I team to fold due to financial exigen- 
cy? Meanwhile, other notable transfers thus far 
include: senior running back Vondrell McGee to 
Texas A&M, senior wide receiver John Chiles to 
the University of Houston (where he is expected 
to get a chance to play QB), freshman QB Case McCoy 
to Brigham Young, and junior RB Foswhitt “Fozzie” 
Whittaker to Alabama. - The News Staff 
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The extracurricular 
program “primarily 
serves nonstudents,” 
says UT President Bill 
Powers.

members of the sports spirit groups, the 
Silver Spurs and the Hellraiser Honeys - 
said that in fact they were informed of the 
decision by Dodds in a brief executive 
meeting that took place after the word had 
been leaked. “We heard about it first on 
Twitter,” said junior sports marketing 
major Andy Dick. “But once Mr. Dodds 
explained the necessity to us, we figured, 
‘Well, okay, we guess so.’ UT’s got great 
administrators, and they always know 
best. That’s why UT is the best.” 

Jockstrapped for Cash 

Contrary to popular belief and wide- 
spread media misreporting, the UT football 
program is not in fact “self-supporting” (see 
“Football by the (Negative) Numbers,” p.26) 
- because the operating expenses often 
cited do not include the structural debt cre- 
ated by recent massive building programs, 
including the expansion of the Darrell K. 
Royal-Texas Memorial Stadium (now expect- 
ed to be adapted for intramural sports, 
freshman business-school lecture classes, 
and the occasional Ted Nugent concert). In 
fact, UT’s general fund must transfer money 
into the athletics program to stay current on 
the approximately $250 million in out- 
standing debt on construction. 

Yet to be determined is what will happen 
to the scores of university staff members - 
from coaches to remedial tutors to recruit- 
ment hostesses - whose jobs are now in 
jeopardy. Powers said the physical education 
and folklore programs are open to some new 
staffing, although it’s unclear how many 
positions might be available. “We’ll review 
resumes and see where some of these folks 
might fit in,” said Rock Avages, chair of the 
physical education program. “I’m sure we 
can use some of them in aerobics and Pilates 
classes and the like - those have been over- 
subscribed and underfunded for years - but 
I’m not sure we can absorb them all,” he 
went on. ‘And without an infusion of new 
funding, we certainly can’t be expected to 
match their current salaries.” 

Folklore Dean Randy Gionfriddo said 
that there might be room for one or two 
more professors for the history of popular 
sports - “Mack Brown sure can tell a story 
on the recruiting trail” - but he, too, was 
uncertain how many positions might be 
available. “Have you seen Bellmont Hall? 
It’s like watching New Orleans fleeing 
Katrina,” he said. “There’s only so many 
evacuees we can accommodate before they 
have to find a new home.” ■

Ending Football 

A chronology 

Jan. 8: The day after the Longhorns lose the 
BCS title game to Alabama 37-21, UT Chief 
Financial Officer Kevin Hegarty announces 
confidentially to senior administration that a 
decision has been made to shut down the 
athletics program - including the Longhorn 
football program - due to an ever-expanding 
debt burden. 

Jan. 9: UT President Bill Powers, not realizing 
Hegarty is speaking seriously, replies, “What’s 
the vig on that debt, and can’t we just put the 
PUF [permanent university fund] on the ponies?” 

Jan. 10: The effort to curtail any potential 
press backlash begins. Nick Voinis, senior 
associate athletics director for communica- 
tions, writes, “There will likely be critical com- 
ments from the local media, the most severe 
probably from the sports desk at the Austin 
American-Statesman and The Herd with Colin 
Cowherd at ESPN Austin.” 



March 24: Powers suggests proposing to 
coach Mack Brown (above) that the Darrell K. 
Royal-Texas Memorial Stadium be made avail- 
able to other sporting teams, such as the Austin 
Aztex, during the off-season. Juan Gonzalez, 
vice president for student affairs, retorts: “You 
really expect him to share his field with another 
sports team? You are such a dreamer.” 

March 25: Discussions break down over 
cost-saving measures, including no longer 
housing UT football players at hotels the night 
before a home game. Stadium suites opera- 
tions manager Jim Baker writes: “Isn’t there a 
halfway point? Can’t we put the teams up at 
La Quinta instead of the Four Seasons?” 
March 26: After a brief flurry of e-mails 
between Voinis and UT vice president of pub- 
lic affairs Don Hale, the decision is made to 
issue the press release only to Bryan/College 
Station’s The Eagle and Austin-American 
Statesman food critic Addie Broyles. 

March 31, late afternoon: Decision leaks 
from unidentified source at Bellmont Hall. 
Shortly thereafter, under the headline “Guess 
who’s not going to Disneyland?,” a press release 
is issued to a selected list of media outlets.

Welcome to the real athletics

“It’s all about dollars, hours, and acres,” 
explained UT Chief Financial Officer Kevin 
Hegarty. “The stadium is really only open for a 
few hours a week, but the operational costs 
are continual.” 

For the last few years, UT’s athletics program 
as a whole has earned a slight surplus. In 
2008-09, the program cost $107.3 million and 
received $110.7 million in revenue, donations, 
and sponsorships. In recent years, only two 
sports programs - football and men’s basketball 
- have turned a profit on paper, while a third - 
baseball - has remained static, nominally break- 
ing even. Historically, the program has run at a 
loss, and future projections show that the uni- 
versity will soon start subsidizing its operational 
costs. Early proposals to discontinue only the 17 
loss-making sports were quickly discounted 
when it became clear that the finances were just 
too interwoven to separate. Women’s basketball 
coach Gail Goestenkors said, “I’d love to say that 
the [Moncrief-Neuhaus Athletics Center] was 
renovated for all of us, but everyone knows that 
the big build happened because the football 
team wanted it.” 

The critical moment came with the realiza- 
tion that the UT athletics program was run-

ning an untenable balance sheet. Between 
2005 and 2010, the debt load increased 
from $66 million to $222.4 million, and a 
shaky bond market means that the annual 
$14.7 million in debt service payments will 
be difficult to maintain. After the Longhorns 
failed to win the 2009 BCS National 
Championship at the Rose Bowl, any argu- 
ment for increasing ticket prices to cover the 
deficit collapsed. Athletics Director DeLoss 
Dodds, echoing the rationale offered by 
University Unions Director Andy Smith for 
the recent closure of the Cactus Cafe, said, 
“Raising prices when there is not a general 
reason to do that, like an increase in your 
raw product, is not something that drives in 
additional business.” 

It finally comes down to T-shirts. The ath- 
letics program leases all merchandising rights 
from UT: In the last five years, it has earned 
$32 million from merchandise sales. In return, 
athletics contributes roughly $2 million a year 
to the university coffers under the academic 
initiative program, a little over half of which 
comes from merchandise sales. Hegarty said, 
“We realized that athletics was keeping the 
lion’s share [of merchandise profits] , then call- 


ing our contracted portion a gift. That’s like 
telling your landlord ‘Merry Christmas’ when 
you hand him your December rent check. . . . 
Well, we got tired of standing under that sprig 
of mistletoe.” 

“Looking back, some items were incor- 
rectly filed as ‘academic initiative,”’ said UT 


President Bill Powers. “For example, the 
$700,000 to remove trees for the stadium 
expansion should not have been accounted 
as ‘benefiting students.’” Considering the 
relatively paltry $66,000 in biennial losses 
given as the reason for closing the Cactus 
Cafe and ending the informal classes pro- 


Longhorn City 

Libraries and social services to the rescue? 


The traditionally fraught relationship between UT and the city 
of Austin - local entities with powers and agendas often at odds 
- has been strained further by the surprise suspension of the UT 
athletics program, which caught the city flat-footed. However, an 
ambitious plan to keep the entire athletics program afloat with 
city funds may see the school and the city come together. 

The city is mulling measures to cover the roughly $173 million 
cost of the program. And surprisingly, city officials say it can be 
accomplished without a tax increase. “In this economy, the last 
thing we need is a tax hike,” said Mayor Lee Leffingwell. “There’s 
only one hike we need - and that’s the one coming through the 
Longhorns’ center’s legs!” 

The measure won’t come without cost. The city’s $613 million 
2009-10 General Fund, covering services including public safe- 
ty, social services, and parks and recreation, would have to 
absorb massive cuts to finance the program. And public safety 
salaries (as usual) are off-limits. “It’s an imperfect solution,” 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez said of the massive cuts. “But 
considering the good our police contract has brought us - the 
reasoned judgment of our independent arbitration system, the 
transparency in disciplinary matters - we’d be idiots to go back 
to civil service bargaining.” 

To make up the balance, libraries would be open only one day 
a week, city pools would be filled with concrete and repurposed 
as “urban playscapes,” and under one controversial proposal, 
city parkland would be sold at auction. (Stratus Properties is 
said to be in a heated bidding match with Advanced Micro 
Devices, which, dissatisfied with its current campus over the 
Edwards Aquifer, is considering a relocation to Pease Park.) The 


moves would create several out-of-work librarians and displaced 
parkgoers, but since many of them are also football fans, the 
city believes they would welcome the opportunity to continue to 
listen to the games on KVET 1300AM. “They’re sure not going to 
be able to afford season tickets,” acknowledged Assistant City 
Manager Rudy Garza. 

The cuts haven’t been well-received by everyone at the city: In 
the wake of proposals to rescind two neighborhood zoning liai- 
sons from the budget, Council Member Laura Morrison’s City Hall 
office has been barricaded, with the words “OVER MY DEAD 
BODY!” carved on the door in knifepoint. And at press time, 
Council Member Bill Spelman (who moonlights as a UT profes- 
sor) was entering the ninth hour of a marathon monologue 
graphically weighing the pros and cons of the proposal and 
showing no sign of a conclusion. 

One option has been floated to offset the cuts: a new tail- 
gating user fee added to the bottom line of every city of Austin 
utility customer. Like the transportation user fee bundled on 
utility statements to offset road repairs, the surcharge - osten- 
sibly to offset the costs associated with Longhorn tailgating 
(e.g., enormous piles of trash) - could finance the athletics 
programs without technically raising taxes. Early estimates 
have the fee at approximately $78 per billing cycle, with a 
gradual 90% increase rolled in over the next three months. 

A third proposal, which could offset the entire program 
with no cost or impact to citizens - an additional 1% fund 
transfer from Austin Energy - was summarily dismissed by 
City Manager Marc Ott, who cited the need to preserve the 
city’s AAA bond rating. 



Drastic changes to the General Fund - the taxes and fees 
used to cover city services - are being contemplated as the 
city seeks to absorb the cost of the UT athletics program. 

After adding a 25% buffer to public safety and athletics 
costs - enough to keep pace with the rising salaries of police, 
fire, EMS, and Longhorns coach Mack Brown - only $13 million 
is left to cover the remaining General Fund departments. 


No matter the eventual strategy, city officials appear intent on 
preserving the athletics program, which they argue serves the 
broader community, as well as students. “When the time comes 
- when the eyes of Texas are turned upon us,” says Leffingwell, 
“I’m just glad an Austin boy like myself is in the Mayor’s Office, 
instead of some Aggie.” - The News Staff 
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gram, the administration was no longer able 
to justify subsidizing the athletics program 
at the expense of academic funding. 

Those same accounting concerns extend 
to the education the university provides to 
student athletes. In 2008-09, UT spent an 
average of $210,000 per student athlete 
- roughly eight times the amount for a 
nonsporting student. Tina Kien, director 
of learning services for the athletics pro- 
gram, called the return on investment 
“disappointing. ... We spent $8.2 million 
in scholarships in fis- 
cal year 2008 and 
only achieved a 40 
percent graduation 
rate.” The situation, 
she acknowledged, is 
likely even bleaker 
than it seems. The lat- 
est statistics released 
by the NCAA only 
report up to the 
incoming freshman 
class of 2002, whose 
members should have 
graduated a four-year 
course in 2006. 

“Come back in 2013,” she added, “and 
I’ll tell you what we did for this year’s 
graduating class.” 

So what happens to the facilities? One 
cost-saving proposal is to turn them into 
parking. With the recent proposed loss of 
another 400 public parking spots in West 
Campus, in addition to spaces lost during 
the stadium expansion and the upcoming 
construction of the new College of

Communication building, parking is at a 
premium in the campus area. Pat Clubb, vice 
president of university operations, explained, 
“Even if we just convert the area into simple 
surface parking, that’s $110 a year for each 
car. While conversion into a structured facil- 
ity would be complex, the $602 per year per 
permit would cover those costs and feed 
more money into the academic budget.” 
While some memorabilia will be retained 
in a new museum (the Texas Exes have 
offered space in their building for the 
20-foot illuminated 
Longhorn, currently 
located in the Howard 
L. Terry-Bobby Moses 
Jr. Longhorn Locker 
Room), the plan is to 
dismantle and sell off 
as much equipment as 
possible to offset the 
massive outstanding 
construction debt. 
However, the universi- 
ty will have to find 
alternate employment 
for all permanent staff. 
Groundskeepers will 
be transferred to the Lacilities Services 
Department, while commercial food servic- 
es conglomerate Aramark has said it will 
work with fast-food concessions around 
campus to find vacancies. As for the coach- 
ing staff, Powers said, “We’ve tried to find a 
good fit for their talent-spotting skills.” So, 
as of September, coach Mack Brown may be 
America’s highest-paid undergraduate 
admissions supervisor. ■

Growing up in South Texas, actress/play- 
wright Erica Saenz knew a thing or two about 
family, Mexican-American style. The daughter 
of immigrant parents and the fourth of five 
children, she knew about the bonds, the con- 
flicts, the expectations, and the burdens of 
family. But it wasn’t until she heard an NPR 
report about a Wisconsin law barring micro- 
chips from being planted in employees that 
an idea began to brew. 

“I’d heard of chips being planted in dogs,” 
she says over chilaquiles at Curra’s. “But in 
people?” She’d heard of “nanny cams.” Now 
she was hearing about “granny cams” in nurs- 
ing homes. Saenz was intrigued with the good 
intentions as well as unexpected consequenc- 
es of electronic surveillance. And when it 
comes to family, where the 
line between your personal 
business and everybody’s 
business can be uncom- 
fortably fuzzy, well, it was 
just a matter of time 
before her fascination with 
high tech surveillance and family dynamics 
would coalesce. The result is her play Keeping 
Track, the next production by Teatro Vivo. 

The title has a dual meaning, referencing 
the literal electronic tracking of people and 
all the annoying and loving ways family mem- 


bers watch out for one another. Keeping 
Track centers on two couples, Janet and 
Albert and Jack and Melinda. Janet is 
desperate to have some long overdue 
privacy with her husband, which requires 
her mother-in-law move out of their 
house. Melinda has been a stay-at-home 
mom planning to return to the work force 
until she makes a startling discovery: 

She likes being a stay-at-home mom. The 
fact that the couples are mixed (Mexican- 
American and Anglo) adds to the sometimes 
conflicting family expectations. Serious top- 
ics, yet Keeping Track approaches them with 
a sense of humor. 

“For such a stern and scary man, Lee 
Abraham taught me so much about comedy,” 
Saenz says affectionately 
of her onetime professor 
in the University of Texas 
Department of Theatre & 
Dance, where she stud- 
ied acting. “He taught 
me about timing and the 
value of silence.” She further developed her 
comedy chops and began to write as a found- 
ing member of the Latino Comedy Project - a 
five-year stint that ended when her then-new 
husband Victor Saenz was accepted to gradu- 
ate school at UCLA. While in Los Angeles, 


Saenz did the rounds, going to auditions and 
landing acting gigs, but she found her inter- 
est in writing ripening. She applied to and 
was one of a handful of students accepted in 
the UCLA School of Theater, Film and 
Television’s dramatic writing program, where 
she received her Master of Fine Arts in 2008 
and where Keeping Track was first produced. 

“I was glad to see that it translated really 
well to a predominantly white audience,” Saenz 
says, “but I kept thinking: This would play so 
great in Texas. I need to get this produced in 
Austin.”' The opportunity came when her hus- 
band, a newly minted professor, accepted a 
teaching position at UT. She approached Teatro 
Vivo about Keeping Track because of their 
“openness to new, innovative, and young work.” 

Although Saenz is appreciative of precursors 
- namely the more politically driven Teatro 
Chicano - her focus, along with local playwright 


Raul Garza, whose award-winning Fantasmaville 
was produced by Teatro Vivo in 2008, is dis- 
tinctly different: “I think there is an almost 
desperate need for modern Latino theatre in 
this country, theatre that speaks to a broader 
base, Latino and non-Latino. As a writer, it’s a 
fine line to walk because although we want to 
tackle modern topics, we can’t ignore the ineq- 
uity and discrimination that exists, and we 
don’t want to leave our culture - language, val- 
ues, traditions - behind or exclude them. I 
think both Raul Garza’s and my work are proof 
that a balance can be reached.” 

Fortunately, it’s the imbalances that make 
for good theatre. With the collective wisdom 
of her training and experience, the support- 
ive environment of Teatro Vivo, and no lack 
of humor and grace, Saenz is ready to 
explore many more facets of the contempo- 
rary Latino experience. - Belinda Acosta

How Austin looked on 
the national stage 

The Rude Mechanicals are glad to be home, but man, 
leaving Kentucky was tough. During the five weeks they were 
at the Actors Theatre of Louisville, where their work The 
Method Gun was part of the Humana Festival of New 
American Plays, the Rudes had such a blast and were treat- 
ed so well that they were sorely tempted to stay and make 
the Derby City their new base of operations. And after seeing 
for myself how their work was supported there, I couldn’t 
have blamed them. Every ATL staffer I spoke with, including 


Artistic Director Marc Masterson, effusively praised the col- 
lective. Most common refrain: “We love the Rudes,” typically 
followed by a line like, “I think they’ve given us more than 
we’ve given them.” 

What they gave ATL was their characteristically inventive, 
lively, and playful approach to making theatre in a new iter- 
ation of the hit show that opened at the Long Center in 
2008 and was reworked at the Off Center last year. This 
latest Method Gun - the “10% sadder version,” claims play- 
wright Kirk Lynn - played in a 160-seat black box with audi- 
ence on three sides, and whether it was that space’s 
heightened intimacy, my own familiarity with the material, or 
a tightening of the show, the Humana staging moved me 
more than any version I’d seen. Cast members Thomas 
Graves, Hannah Kenah, Lana Lesley, Jason Liebrecht, and 
Shawn Sides keep getting deeper under the skins of the 
misfit disciples of acting guru Stella Burden, who, after she 
abandons them, question what they’ve learned and how to 
finish the project they’ve been rehearsing for nine years: a 
version of A Streetcar Named Desire that omits Blanche, 
Stanley, Stella, and Mitch. The Method Gun has always 
struck me as being more about how to live than how to act 
- whenever its characters express anxiety about behaving 
the right way “onstage,” I hear “in the world” - and that 
hits home more poignantly with each viewing. Gun baffled 
its share of festivalgoers - a fractured, metatheatrical 
piece that includes a talking tiger and a pair of nude guys 
with balloons tied to their man-shafts will do that - but it 
clearly belonged at Humana; viewed beside the festival’s 
other six works, its artistic vision and execution were of 
national caliber. 


The Method Gun belonged in other ways, too. Its explora- 
tion of performers whose desperate longing to succeed on 
the stage far outstrips their theatrical talents paralleled that 
of The Cherry Sisters Revisited, Dan O’Brien’s look at the 
true-life siblings whose vaudeville act was notoriously ridi- 
culed for its ineptitude. Both plays seemed to be in conver- 
sation about the fatal allure of the footlights and whether 
the incompetents who pursue it deserve our laughter or our 
empathy, and both left me haunted by their protagonists’ 
persistence. The Rudes’ work shared the theatrical sensibil- 
ity of Fissures (lost and found), a collaborative work by six 
Minneapolis writers that probed the unreliability of memory. 
Its characters wandered through a spare, abstract white 
space (one of three brilliant sets at the festival designed by 
Austin’s Michael Raiford), struggling to square their recollec- 
tions of places and past events with what’s before them. As 
in The Method Gun, these figures are funny, acknowledge 
their audience, convey meaning through movement, literally 
write all over the set, and make us gasp with an unexpect- 
ed, richly theatrical visual. Both works are innovative the- 
atre, grabbing you with their physicality and creativity. 

Along with the Rudes and Raiford, our town was represent- 
ed at Humana by Austin expat Dan Dietz and current Michener 
fellow Diana Grisanti, both of whom penned sharp 10-minute 
plays that deserve to be seen here. The festival is always 
worth a trip (if space permitted, I’d gladly share my impres- 
sions of this year’s other shows), but being able to see Austin 
theatre artists stand so tall in the company of their peers 
from across the country made it an especially worthwhile one 
this year. Congratulations, folks, and welcome home.

No Time Like the Present 

As usual, dancemaker Deborah Hay is making every moment count

Most artists have to wait until they’ve 
shuffled off this mortal coil to be the sub- 
ject of a symposium (death giving academia 
that comfortable distance for rendering judg- 
ments). Not Deborah Hay At the University 
of Texas on April 8, the pioneering dancer and 
choreographer will receive what you can only 
imagine will be her first day of many in the 
scholarly sun, with historians, teachers, and 
colleagues in the field of dance gathering to 
survey the trails Hay has blazed in modem 
dance, in work with communities, and in phi- 
losophy applied to movement. (See “‘Beauty’ 
Mark,” p.38.) 

Of course, getting a symposium about 
her work while she’s still with us is just one 
more example of Hay departing from the 
norm and going her own way, doing what 
others haven’t or wouldn’t or can’t. Case 
in point: At an age when many dance art- 
ists would be cutting back on the amount 
of work they make - and most would have 
long ago given up dancing altogether - Hay 
is more active than ever. Just last month, 
she was in Australia for a 10-day residency 
to develop solos for 10 dancers, then jet- 
ted to New York City to premiere No Time 
to Fly , a 50-minute solo commissioned by 
Danspace Project that she performed her- 


self at St. Mark’s Church in-the-Bowery. 
This month, Hay presents the same work in 
Austin the night before An Uncanny Beauty: 
A Celebration of Deborah Hay, then two 
weeks later takes it to Utrecht, Netherlands, 
for the Springdance festival, where she will 
also premiere a work she’s choreographed 
for 40 dancers at the School for New Dance 
Development, then she’s on to Brussels, 
Belgium, for a week. And before the summer 
is over, she will have spent several weeks in 
Helsinki, Finland, creating a new dance for 
seven Finnish choreographers and 10 days 
in Findhorn, Scotland, for another round 
of the Solo Performance Commissioning 
Project, the program through which she’s 
been creating solos for individual dancers 
for a dozen years now. If this isn’t the most 
productive period of Hay’s career, it’s bound 
to rival any other. And it’s certainly the time 
in which she is receiving the most attention 
and accolades. 

That may be hard to imagine, given that 
we’re talking about someone who first made 
her mark as one of the fearlessly experi- 
mental choreographers of the Judson Dance 
Theater. That legendary band of firebrands, 
whose ranks included Yvonne Rainer, Steve 
Paxton, Lucinda Childs, Trisha Brown, and 


Elaine Summers, among others, is now widely 
credited with changing the course of modem 
dance (or laying the foundation for postmod- 
ern dance, if you prefer) through their experi- 
mentation with avant-garde elements such as 
chance, fragmentation, collage, game struc- 
tures, and improvisation, as well as a shared 
belief in the beauty of the ordinary that could 
make dance out of everyday movement. But 
however deep and broad and long-lasting the 
impact of the Judson group ultimately proved 
to be, the collective itself did what it did in 
an intense, very concentrated burst - just 
two years, 1962-64 - after which most of the 
group’s members continued their explorations 
of the form in other places and through other 
outlets. There was scarcely time to appreciate 
what Judson Dance Theater was before it was 
gone - as ephemeral as the groundbreaking 
dances its members created. 

Hay kept up her own revolutionary work, 
but by the end of the decade, she more or 


less took herself off the grid, moving away 
from New York City and the racing heart of 
the American modem dance scene. She was 
in Vermont for a few years and then, in 1976, 
came to Austin, a town with an open attitude 
and a strong creative streak but not quite a hot- 
bed for contemporary dance. And for most of 
her time here, Hay has not exactly been treated 
like a leading light in late 20th century dance 
- not that she was unknown around town, but 
Austinites responded to her in that casually 
accepting manner they do so many figures of 
stature and celebrity who find their way here: 
A nod, a s’ cool, then they’re on their way. And 
with the city never having embraced modem 
dance with the sort of popular enthusiasm that 
even classical dance has, Hay was largely invis- 
ible in her own backyard. Her first quarter cen- 
tury here contained some remarkable achieve- 
ments - 15 years of mnning the Playing Awake 
workshops, in which she would work with 
trained and untrained dancers for four straight 
months to create a new movement piece; a 
Guggenheim Fellowship in 1983; writing the 
books Lamb at the Altar: The Story of a Dance 
^ (1994) and My Body, the Buddhist (2000); and 
o a striking series of solo dances (The Man Who 
° Grew Common in Wisdom, Voila, The Other Side 
° of O, Fire, Boom Boom Boom) - but they earned 
^ relatively little in the way of local notice. 

^ Hay continued to present work outside 
5 Austin, and as time went on and the influ- 
o ence of the Judson Dance Theater continued 
n to grow, her reputation grew. It got a big 
boost in 2000, when Mikhail Baryshnikov 
commissioned Hay to create a work for 
his White Oak Dance Company (includ- 
ing a duet for him and Hay), and the next 
year presented Past/Forward, a program that 
showcased dances by Judson Dance Theater 
choreographers, and toured it across the 
nation. But Hay’s big breakthrough came 
with The Match, Hay’s 2004 work for four 
dancers, in which they dance from a set of 
instructions that each one interprets in as 
individual and unique a manner as possible, 
and from which the individual dancers cre- 
ate their own solo adaptations of the group 
dance. The work had the support of a Joyce 
Theatre artist residency for its creation and 
the Danspace Project for its premiere, which 
earned a Bessie, aka the New York Dance 
and Performance Award. The dance toured to 
Austin, Houston, London, and Paris, and the 
Rude Mechanicals adapted it into a theatrical 
piece, Match-Play. That seemed to spark a 
new level of interest in Hay’s work around 
the world, leading to greater interest in the 
Solo Dance Commissioning Project, more 
international commissions for her, recogni- 
tion abroad such as the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Dance that she received from the

Theater Academy in Helsinki, Finland, last 
fall - and widespread anticipation for her 
new work. “If I could see only one show 
this spring,” wrote Claudia La Rocco in 
The New York Times in March, “I’d be hard 
pressed to talk myself out of ‘No Time to 
Fly,’ a new solo choreographed and per- 
formed by the singular Ms. Hay.” And after 
the piece was performed, her colleague 
Gia Kourlas had this to say: “Moving with 
the weird delicacy of an anime figure, Ms. 
Hay may shift her rhythmic approach as 
she advances along a swirling path, but as 
an explorer of ephemeral states, she takes 
charge of each moment. ” 

That is no small part of the “uncanny 
beauty” of Deborah Hay’s work and of her 
life: She is ever aware of the ticking clock, 
of the motion of the atoms that mark our 
journey through the cosmos, and it fills her 
every movement with purpose. Thus, her 
idiosyncratic, odd, silly, graceful, and gra- 
cious movements, gestures, and expressions 
awaken in us a fresh appreciation, perhaps 
even wonder, for this existence and how we 
move through it. 

“Do any human beings ever realize life 
while they live it - every, every minute?” 
Emily asks the Stage Manager in the final 
minutes of Our Town. 

“The saints and poets, maybe - they do 
some,” he replies. 

To that list we can add Deborah Hay. ■ 


‘Beauty’ Mark 


For almost 50 years, Deborah Hay has been not 
only a major artist in the world of American modern 
dance but an influential force in its development, 
and now scholars and dancemakers are convening 
on the University of Texas campus to consider her 
impact on the form. An Uncanny Beauty: A 
Celebration of Deborah Hay features a keynote 
address by UCLA professor Susan Foster, a chore- 
ographer and author of several books on dance, 
including Reading Dancing: Bodies and Subjects in 
Contemporary American Dance and Choreography and 
Narrative: Ballet's Staging of Story and Desire. Her 
speech will be preceded by three panels covering Hay’s 
ideas and work with subjects such as the body and con- 
sciousness, community, the counterculture, and aesthetics. 

The discussions will be led by UT’s Susan Heinzelman, 

Charlotte Canning, and Rebecca Rossen and include chore- 
ographers Tere O’Connor, Christopher House, and Gabriel 
Smeets, as well as scholars and writers Ann Daly, Karen 
Schaffman, and Danielle Goldman. The symposium, which 
is sponsored by the Center for Women’s and Gender 
Studies at UT and co-sponsored by the College of Fine Arts, 
the Department of Theatre & Dance, the Office of Graduate 
Studies, and Performance as Public Practice, is open to the 
public and free of charge. The evening before An Uncommon 
Beauty, Hay will perform No Time to Fly, a new solo dance, in the 
Rollins Studio Theatre at the Long Center. The event is already sold out. 

The UT Fine Arts Library is also showing “The Rightness of Movement,” an exhibit of 
photographs by Phyllis Liedeker Finley depicting Hay’s work from 1983 to 1997, through 
April 8. The exhibition is presented by the Center for Women’s and Gender Studies and 
the Fine Arts Library, with support from Women & Their Work and Nancy Scanlan. - R.F.

PURPLE PASSION It was with great passion and an overruling 
sense of accomplishment that the Joe R. and Teresa Lozano 
Long Center for the Performing Arts celebrated its second 
anniversary last Saturday. The invitation said to wear a shade of 
purple, and, well, naturally I had just the right thing - an auber- 
gine pimp suit that’s very difficult to wear for most occasions. 

I also had a vintage rhinestone brooch in amethyst and char- 
treuse that dictated that I wear a chartreuse shirt. Black gloves, 
an ivory fedora, and a mother-of-pearl-handled cane completed 
the ensemble.

MURDER CITY: CIUDAD JUAREZ 
AND THE GLOBAL ECONOMY'S 
NEW KILLING FIELDS 

by Charles Bowden 
Nation Books, 352 pp., $27.50 

Murder City reads like a nightmare, a 
recurring one, and not just because of its 
horrific subject matter. In his account of 
a year in the world’s most homicidal city, 
Charles Bowden can be found revisiting 
particular details, people, 
theories, and events, often 
repeatedly. Interspersed 
are history and statistics, 
the kind that floor you. This 
impressionistic back-and-forth 
has the pounding rhythm of 
a blood tide or an intractable 
migraine, one that inspires 
both visions and moments 
of clarity. Bowden gives lie 
to the myth that Juarez’s 
grinding, otherworldly killing 
explosion is a drug-cartel war, 
one that claims primarily drug 
dealers and a few people 
caught in their crossfire. Pointing out that 
organized crime figures move about with 
impunity, that law enforcement on all levels 
has traditionally been allied with the cartels 
and now terrorizes citizens directly, that the 
U.S. in many cases trained and armed many 
of the city’s spree killers, that not a single 


arrest has been made in connection with 
any murder, that free trade has turned hon- 
est work into an impossible nightmare that 
ends in early death, that the press has 
long been cowed and ineffective, and that 
poverty and desperation create their own 
rules, he concludes that “Violence is now 
woven into the very fabric of the commu- 
nity, and has no single cause and no single 
motive and no on-off button.” Rather than 
see this as a sign of regres- 
sion, though, he concludes 
that Juarez looks like the 
future: “All the other things 
happening in the world - the 
shattering of currencies, the 
depletion of resources, the 
skyrocketing costs of food, 
energy, and materials - are 
old hat here.” Bowden’s state- 
ments about the long-running 
border epidemic of violence 
against women can be unset- 
tling in that they imply a nor- 
malcy in this cross-cultural 
tendency. It is in those pas- 
sages, and in his nightmare impressions, 
though, that we see that Bowden is 
advancing a theory of human nature, a ges- 
ture more typical of art than of reporting. 
We understand that Murder City aspires to 
poetry, with the singular voice and tragic 
bent that implies. - Cindy Widner 



A FEW GOOD WOMEN: 
AMERICA’S MILITARY WOMEN 
FROM WORLD WAR I TO THE 
WAR IN IRAQ AND AFGHANISTAN 

by Evelyn M. Monahan and 
Rosemary Neidel-Greenlee 
Knopf, 496 pp., $32.50 

Certainly more than a “few” good women 
have answered the call. Authors Monahan 
and Neidel-Greenlee did, both in the 1960s 
- in the Women’s Army Corps and U.S. 

Navy Nurse Corps, respectively. Later, both 
stayed connected to the military as civil- 
ians working at the Veterans 
Administration. There, the two 
embarked on a mission to 
trace and collect the myriad 
women’s voices all too silent 
in American military history. 

Their extensive pursuits have 
already yielded three books 
organized around stories of 
servicewomen ( And If I Perish: 

Frontline U.S. Army Nurses in 
World War II, Albanian Escape: 

The True Story of U.S. Army 
Nurses Behind Enemy Lines, 
and All This Hell: U.S. Nurses 
Imprisoned by the Japanese). 

Organization is key in such a dense assimi- 
lation of facts and personal accounts, and 
while the ambition to cover the history of 
women’s service since World War I is noble, 
its delivery often overwhelms. 

Through newspaper and personal 
vignettes, the range runs deep: from House 
Rep. Edith Nourse Rogers’ introduction of 
a bill in 1941 to create the Women’s Army 


Corps to legitimize, upgrade, and provide pro- 
tection for women; to the creation of a spe- 
cial division of women pilots to ferry planes; 
to the trouble with “oral addicts,” aka 
homosexuals; to the creation of the Women 
in Military Service for America Memorial 
at Arlington in 1997; to the Department of 
Defense’s shockingly tardy creation of a 
policy on, “or even a definition of,” sexual 
assault - in 2005. Curiously, in the last few 
chapters, much space is devoted to the cul- 
ture of violence within the ranks of current 
quagmires Afghanistan and Iraq - the two 

main examples given, the rape 
and murder by U.S. soldiers of 
14-year-old Iraqi Abeer Hamza 
and the horrors of Abu Ghraib. 
Yet, despite the book’s focus 
on women, there is no men- 
tion of Lynndie England and 
precious little of prison Gen. 
Janis Karpinski. 

Thorough research and 
engaging anecdotal testimo- 
nies follow a rough chronol- 
ogy, but some sections plod 
- with paragraph after para- 
graph succumbing to dateline 
laziness: “On 20 October 
1945 ...,” “In late October 1945 ...,” “In 
November 1945 ....” Out of respect, we’ll 
not liken it to the Bataan Death March, 
but you get the idea. To their credit, the 
authors do occasionally weigh in with opin- 
ion and analysis, but in the end, the sheer 
heft of data speaks for itself, testifying to 
the U.S. military’s byzantine and bizarre 
treatment of its own. - Kate X Messer

There’s something about Apothecary that’s 
really appealing. Frankly, it can’t be the dull 
facade facing Burnet Road or the amateurish 
picnic tables set up outside. It’s probably not 
the blocky wooden tables inside, which seem 
somehow out of place with the rest of the 
interior decor. 

Perhaps it’s the soothing aroma of freshly 
brewed coffee that greets you when you 
enter the cafe during the day, or the deep- 
hued red and brown interior palette, accent- 
ed with Moroccan lamps and exotic-looking 
carved wooden frames. The appeal could 
also have something to do with the cafe’s 
unusual, diverse wine selection or the friend- 
ly informality of the staff. 


In opening Apothecary, partners Niraj 
Mehdiratta and Chris Albert envisioned a 
neighborhood cafe serving coffee, tea, 
snacks, and sandwiches by day and an 
eclectic assortment of wine and beer by 
night. They hoped to attract a worldly, multi- 
cultural, and multigenerational crowd to 
make Apothecary simultaneously a Rosedale 
neighborhood haunt and a destination. 

While this one-size-fits-all approach could 
seem naive, and to anyone with experience 
in the restaurant business, it might sound 
like a potential recipe for failure, somehow 
Albert and Mehdiratta have made it work. 
Apothecary is just what they imagined: a 
comfortable cafe and dynamic wine bar that, 
after only five months, already fits into the 
surrounding community. 

On a recent Sunday, we strolled up to 
Apothecary for a late afternoon lunch. The 
place was comfortably full, with people drink- 
ing coffee and working on their laptops. From 



a menu highlighted by artisanal cheeses and 
charcuterie, salads, homemade soups, and 
sandwiches, we ordered grilled panini with 
smoked turkey, apples, and melted Brie 
($7.95) and mozzarella, prosciutto, and 
pesto ($8.50). Both were tasty, though the 
cafe substituted another type of bread for 
the focaccia advertised on the menu. We 
paired our sandwiches with a glass of 
Tomero Malbec ($9), a thick, berry-flavored 
wine from Argentina. 

The wine list, featuring bottles represent- 
ing a range of regions and grapes, changes 
weekly. Apothecary has recently added a 
dessert menu of locally crafted chocolate 
truffles, and they offer live music several 
nights a week. - Rachel Feit 


FESS PARKER: IN HONOR OF A GOOD MAN AND THE FESTIVAL HE FOUNDED

Fess Parker was a special man. Fie made 
a lot of money, most of it using his talent for 
finding underpriced real estate and all of it 
long after he left his Flollywood roles as Davy 
Crockett and Daniel Boone. Fie was humble 
but also proud of what he had accomplished. 
Fie was also thoughtful, sweet, and amiable 
with his baby boomer fans. 

One quick story will explain the man’s kind- 
ness. I interviewed Parker when he received 
the Texas Medal of Arts award. We spent 
about two hours together, a heavenly assign- 
ment for me since I grew up with a coonskin 
cap watching Davy Crockett on a 12-inch 
black-and-white TV. Somehow we started talk- 
ing about jazz, and he mentioned that my 
wife, Emily, and I should join him and his 
wife, Marcy, for the singing party they threw 
every Thursday at the Fess Parker Wine 
Country Inn & Spa near Santa Ynez. Past 


stars would attend, folks such as Cheryl 
Ladd, Ed Ames, Buddy Ebsen, Jimmy Dean, 
and Jane Russell, and everyone would sing 
old standards with the occasional opera 
piece thrown in. My wife and I were traveling 
the wine country a few months later and 
decided to take Parker up on his invitation. 

Fie insisted we stay at his inn, which is way 
out of our price range. The four of us were to 
have dinner, finishing just in time to join the 
singing. As we were preparing for dinner, the 
receptionist called and said: “Mr. Parker asks 
that you come down the staircase. The view 
is particularly nice.” About halfway down the 
stairs, the piano player started playing the 
old Mandel and Mercer standard “Emily.” 
Parker not only remembered our conversation 
about jazz, but he guessed Emily would rec- 
ognize the song named for her. Years later, 
whenever Emily tells the story of her fairy-tale 
entrance, you can still see her float. 

We saw Parker three more times, when he 
attended the festival that was his brainchild, 


the Buffalo Gap Wine & Food Summit. 

During the festival’s first few years, many of 
the people were there to meet the TV star, 
and, as ever, he was generous with his time 
and attention, despite lines of folks waiting 
to meet him and get something autographed. 

As Parker had hoped, the festival has 
morphed into a great celebration of Texas 
and California wine and food. This year’s 
festival is sure to be a poignant meeting. 
Fourteen top-notch chefs (including Stephan 
Pyles, Tim Love, Grady Spears, James 
Holmes, and Rebecca Rather) will join 17 
wineries (10 from California and seven from 
Texas) for a three-day-long party focused on 
loving wine and food. The Buffalo Gap festi- 
val is one of the best little festivals in the 
U.S. It will be a little sadder without its patri- 
arch. If you get a chance to go (highly rec- 
ommended), ask a few of your fellow revel- 
ers for a story about Parker. Almost all of 
them will have a tale about the gentle, big- 
hearted, good-natured guy. God bless him.

Big Apple appearances, including the prepa- 
ration of an authentic Austin farm-to-table 
dinner at the James Beard House on April 1. 
And speaking of Central Texans on national 
TV, did you happen to catch the Travel Chan- 
nel’s Food Wars segment featuring the infa- 
mous barbecue family feud in Lockhart last 
week? Father and son Rick and Keith 
Schmidt of Kreutz Market faced off against 
family members Nina Schmidt Sells and son 
John Fullilove of Smitty’s in a blind taste 
test of their brisket and sausage. Among the 
five judges were Austinites Rob Balon, Wyatt 
McSpadden, and “Barbecue Bob” Cole. 
Though Cole swore he preferred brisket from 
one shop and sausage from another, he ulti- 
mately broke the 2-2 tie in favor of Kreutz. 
Then it was revealed that McSpadden had 
voted for the brisket from Kreutz and the 
sausage from Smitty’s, which would render 
the actual voting too close to call, in my 
view. Either way, I’d love to see either or 
both of them represented at the Barbecue 
Crash Course next March... Food lovers will 
want to tune in to the nationally syndicated 
food radio program The Splendid Table, 
which is currently in the midst of a six-week 
trial run on KUT, Sundays at 11am through 
April 26. If you’d like for the show to 
become a regular in the KUT lineup, go to 
www.splendidtable.org and vote “spatula up”...

When I go into an ethnic restaurant that 
I’ve heard good things about and I’m one of 
the very few non-natives dining there, I tend 
to get a little giddy I know that the chance for 
authenticity just increased several-fold, and 
I’m on the right track. Such was the case dur- 
ing several visits to Teji’s in Round Rock. Teji’s 
sits in an L-shaped strip center on what they 
call “Round Rock Avenue”; don’t let them fool 
you, it’s really FM 620, about a quarter-mile 
west of 1-35. 

Teji’s is half Indian grocery store (the left 
side) and half small Northern Indian restau- 
rant (the right side). About 10 tables grace the 
dining room, and it’s a hybrid process. A 
waiter takes your order and delivers the food; 
you do the rest. Silverware and drinks are at 
one end, bottled drinks in a cooler at the other 
end. You place your order and wait in a tortur- 
ous state as the smells from neighboring plates 
drift your way. Plates are Styrofoam, and tools 
are plastic; this helps to keep the prices as low 
as they are. 

Opened in late 2006, Teji’s is owned by 
Lakh Bir - the tall, outgoing, and very friendly 
gentleman who’s usually working the front 
counter. It seems like there are as many to-go 
orders as there are dine-in customers. A lot of 
folks call their order in using the online menu 
and then grab and go. Teji’s has plans for start- 
ing a delivery service soon (something the 
nearby Dell employees will definitely love). 

We started one meal with the mixed vegeta- 
ble pakoda ($5.49), a plate full of shredded 
vegetables dipped in a spiced chickpea-flour 
batter and crisply fried. Dipped in the spicy 
tamarind chutney, they are wonderful. Samosa 
chaat is also a winner ($5.49): two crisp 
potato-and-pea empanadas topped with a 
spiced chickpea gravy, yogurt, spicy green 


chutney, and sweet-sour tama- 
rind chutney. These are almost 
a meal on their own. We are 
suckers for pani puri ($5.99), 
six crisp, flaky puffballs; you 
break a hole in the side, fill it 
with the accompanying spicy 
masala “water,” and pop it in 
your mouth. 

Chicken korma ($7.99) is 
creamy and nutty, with a rich 
sauce with hints of cardamom 
and saffron, almonds and 
cashews, yogurt and cream. 

The chicken chunks are large 
and slightly overdone (a prob- 
lem in many Indian restau- i 
rants). Butter chicken ($7.99) S 
is the same chicken chunks in | 
a spicy garlicky-ginger tomato i 
cream sauce, accented with 
fenugreek leaves; this is an excellent version of 
the dish. If you love fenugreek (and who 
doesn’t), go for the chicken methi ($7.99), a 
tasty creamy yogurt curry heavy on the fenu- 
greek leaves. Lamb vindaloo ($8.99) is tender 
chunks of lamb with equal amounts of potato 
in a thick, spicy, vinegary onion sauce. It could 
have been spicier for us, but we loved it. 

We split a mixed grill ($10.99) of tandoori 
chicken, grilled yogurt-marinated chicken 
chunks, grilled marinated lamb chunks, and 
some ground lamb and chicken shish kebabs. 
First off, all of the meats are deliciously 
marinated and flavorful. They could all have 
been cooked much less and would have 
retained some tenderness and not been 
quite as dry. We should have gotten some 
raita to lubricate the meats a bit, but you live 
and learn. 


Vegetablewise, we’ve tried the eggplant 
bharta ($6.99), smoky, roasted, shredded 
eggplant with peas and onions, all coated in 
a thick, spicy, sweet-sour sauce. Bhindi 
masala ($6.99) is okra cooked in a decidedly 
un-Southern tomato and onion sauce, loaded 
with Indian spices. Flavorful aloo gobhi 
($6.99) is cauliflower mixed with oniony 
potatoes, accentuated by ginger, cumin, and 
coriander. Teji’s basmati rice is cooked in 
the proper Indian style, with every single 
grain separate. 

When you get to the breads section of the 
menu, order them all. The garlic naan ($2.50), 
onion kulcha ($2.50), and keema naan ($3.49, 
loaded with a ground lamb stuffing) are all 
cooked in the tandoor oven. One side is puffy 
and just crisp, the other side well-toasted and 
lightly charred: perfectly done. We both 


thought it might be the best Indian bread that 
we’ve had in Austin. 

On weekends, Teji’s offers dum biryani from 
Hyderabad - sealed rice pilafs with spices and 
nuts, cooked with either chicken (Saturday- 
Sunday) or goat (Friday). We saw lots of them 
being eaten, and they looked great, but we 
haven’t tasted them yet. If you feel like dessert, 
try the kulfi ice creams in the freezer case, or there 
are the traditional choices: fried milk balls in 
syrup, cheese in sweet milk, and rice pudding. 

Teji’s is small and funky, but it’s the friendli- 
est spot in town. You eat on Styrofoam, but 
the food is excellent and inexpensive. The 
Nepalese chef is blessed with mad cooking 
skills, and everything we’ve tried has been 
outstanding (though the tandoori grills were 
tough and overcooked). This much I do know: 
I will return for more. - Mick Vann

European Bistro, nestled in the heart of 
Pflugerville’ s tiny historic district, is an 
undiscovered gem, serving some of the most 
authentic, classically made European cuisine 
available in Central Texas. Owned and oper- 
ated by chef Piroska Althauser and her sister 
Anni Zovek, European Bistro serves Czech, 
French, German, Hungarian, and Russian 
specialties, but made as you have never had 
them before. 

To begin with, Althauser, who trained in the 
exacting and stringent discipline of post-war 
European culinary tradition, prepares every- 
thing on the menu from scratch each day. All 
the ingredients must be “farmers’ market 
fresh” to meet her standards, and the dishes 
are prepared with an emphasis on bringing 
out each ingredient’s essential flavor. Most 
striking of all, although German, Russian, and 
Hungarian cuisines are usually thought of as 
heavy and filling, under Althauser’s hands 
they are anything but: Not only are her salads 
and soups splendid, flavorful, and light, but 
even her schnitzel, sauerkraut, and spaetzle 
are airy, greaseless, and wholesome. Although 
the portions are substantial (no nouvelle cui- 
sine smidgens here!), I walked away from a 
five-course feast at European Bistro feeling 
alert, comfortable, and energized. In fact, my 
entire take on Eastern European cuisines has 
been altered by my experience there. 

The bistro is located in a century-old his- 
toric building, lovingly restored and spot- 
lessly, spotlessly clean. “We always get a 100 
percent rating from the Health Department,” 
says Zovek, and I wonder if she is aware of 
how incredibly rare that is. “On weekends, 
we have customers who drive all the way 
here from Dallas, San Antonio, and Houston, 
they so much love our food!” she adds. “But 
we are only 20 minutes from Downtown 
Austin, even less from Cedar Park and 
Georgetown.” Considering Central Texas’ 
large German and Czech populations, 
European Bistro seems poised to become 
hugely popular once the word gets out. 

The bistro offers a full menu of German, 
French, Hungarian, and Transylvanian wines, as 
well as German and Czech beers (including 
Paulaner Oktoberfest on tap) , but I was intrigued 
by the Hungarian sodas and ordered the sour 
cherry ($3.25). I am, sadly, now ruined for all 
standard carbonated beverages forever: tart, 
intense, with deep cherry flavor, and not too 
sweet; it was lyrical. Our server then brought 
out the fresh homemade bread with three- 
cheese spread ($1.25 per person), the second 
indication that we were in for an extraordinary 
experience. The slices of white and pumper- 
nickel bread were clearly freshly baked, as in 
made on the premises and removed from the 
oven within the last hour. Soft and warm, the 
bread paired beautifully with the feta and 
sweet red pepper-infused spread. 



The Hungarian lightly breaded cauliflower 
($6), served with house-made mayonnaise, 
was a delight: hand-breaded fresh (not fro- 
zen) cauliflower, still ever so slightly firm, yet 
cooked to perfection. The spicy Uzbekistan 
lamb samosas ($7) were another standout: 
rich, spicy lamb and green peas in hot, flaky 
pastry, served with a chilled sour cream and 
dill sauce. 

The sampler salad ($12) - a vibrantly col- 
ored palette of shredded Russian beet, tart 
Hungarian cucumber, Albanian, and garden 
salads - was so fresh and perfectly balanced 
that although I intended to only taste each 
salad, the entire sampler quickly disap- 
peared. This was a recurring theme through- 
out the meal; resolutions to “only taste” were 
abandoned repeatedly. 

Despite my enthusiasm for the appetizers, 
I found I still had plenty of room for the 
entrees. The Jagerschnitzel ($20), a lightly 
breaded filet of veal topped with a sauteed 
mushroom gravy and served with handmade 
spatzle, put to shame not only every schnit- 
zel I have ever had in Fredericksburg, but all 
the schnitzels I have made personally in my 
own kitchen. Crisp and flavorful, the 
Jagerschnitzel managed to be as light as a 
tempura. The stuffed cabbage ($16), consist- 
ing of two delicate cabbage rolls stuffed with 
seasoned ground pork, served on a bed of 
Hungarian sauerkraut with bacon and a 
grilled sausage, was delightfully light as well, 
the delicate paprika seasoning complement- 
ing the subtle flavor of the fresh cabbage. 

Althauser is a certified pastry chef, as well, 
and the array of European gateaux served at 
the bistro is remarkable, especially consider- 
ing that strudel and dessert crepes are also 
offered. The Mozart Cake ($7), a chocolate 
delicacy with a chilled pistachio filling and 
icing, was magnificent, and the walnut butter 
cake ($6) was, if anything, even better, with 
the rich, distinctive flavor of black walnuts 
hidden in the white and creamy filling. 

European Bistro is offering truly exqui- 
site fare in a civilized, Old World atmo- 
sphere that is almost equally rare. It’s now 
also serving lunch several days a week and 
taking reservations for a traditional Easter 
Sunday feast. - Kate Thornberry

Austin Chronicle: Talk a little about the line- 
up at the Zellneroids! show. Do you have a 
special favorite? 


David Zellner: It’s a compilation of most of 
our shorts that have played at film festivals 
over the past several years. At some point 
we plan on releasing a big snazzy DVD with 
all of our short films and other tidbits, music 
videos, etc; until then we have Zellneroids. 
Personally it’s hard to pick a favorite since 
we tried to accomplish something different 
with each one. “Flotsam/ Jetsam” was proba- 
bly the most fun, because it was a genuine 
adventure out in shark-infested waters. 
Nathan concurs, even though he definitely 
suffered for his art on that one. 

AC: In your films , you've co-starred with a cat , 
a dog , a gibbon , and your brother Nathan. 

Who gives the most back? 

DZ: I think the correct answer would be my 
brother. We love working with animals but 
have no expectations with them; they’re 
mostly untrained and we like it that way. We 
just let them do whatever the hell they want 
and try to work off of them, attempt to forge 
some sort of “natural” moment. 


AC: In the description of the show on the 
Alamo website , it says you and your 
brother are “collectively referred to as 
the Idi Amin of the Austin film universe.'" 

I'm not sure our younger readership is 
savvy about deposed Ugandan dictators. 

DZ: That description cracks me up but I 
have to credit [Alamo programmer] Zack 
Carlson for coming up with it. For the 
record neither Nathan nor myself have 
ever staged a military coup or engaged 
in cannibalism. 

AC: That description also promises “addi- 
tional surprises to be included!" Can you 
give a tease of what those surprises 
might entail? 

DZ: There’s a live element included, we’re 
doing our best to make it a memorable event. 
And as part of the pre-show shenanigans 
we’ll be showing some less than memorable 
cringe-inducing home movies circa 1986. 

AC: The last time we swapped e-mails , you 
confirmed that yes , y'all are working on a new 
feature. Care to expound? 



DZ: I’m hesitant to say anything until it’s 
actually happening, but we’re hoping to get a 
new feature off the ground this year. All I can 
say is we’re very excited about it. 

AC: A film strip of your exposed ass in 
Beeswax is being used as the “golden ticket" 
item in a contest. Career high or career low? 
DZ: Definitely a career high. Bujalski is a 
great filmmaker. I’m proud of the movie and 
proud of my glorious buttocks. ■ 


VENGEANCE TRILOGY 

Palisades Tartan Asia Extreme, $49.99 

Flammer, tooth, and nail, South Korean director Park 
Chan-wook’s emotionally devastating, morally tortuous, 
and deliriously designed “vengeance trilogy” is one of a 
precious handful of non-character-related cine-triptychs in 
film history that remains freshly, viscerally engaging even 
after multiple viewings. Like Sergio Leone’s “Dollars” 
films, Park’s feverish, upscaled genre mindbenders 
accrue a moral ambiguity regarding the whole 
notion of revenge - why a man (or woman) is 
driven (or cornered) into that dark, ultimately 
unsatisfying mindset, and, most importantly 
to Park, what the true cost of revenge is 
upon the person who willfully engages in it. 

Sympathy for Mr. Vengeance, Park’s 2002 
breakthrough film (in the West, at least), 
initiated the director’s overarching idea that, 
eventually, vengeance really can equate with 
purity. But that notion doesn’t fully come into 
play until Lady Vengeance. This first film’s sympathies 
lie in more traditional moral codes, along the lines of 
“an eye for an eye leaves everybody blind.” Or, in this 
case, minus a kidney. Shin Ha-kyun is Ryu, a deaf-mute 
factory worker who, purely out of sibling love, becomes 
involved in a scheme to aid his sickly sister by kidnap- 
ping his boss’ young daughter. The least slick - at times 
it’s downright melodramatic, but in a refreshingly sick 
way - of the three, Sympathy paved the way for 2003’s 
still-outrageous Oldboy, a formalist exercise in comedic 
self-destruction that hinges on the remarkable perfor- 
mance of Choi Min-sik as a sloppy salaryman imprisoned 
in a drab not-quite-a-motel room by persons unknown and 
then unpredictably released to go predictably apeshit. 
Oldboy is based on a manga and feels like it, episodic 
and epic in equal amounts, and Park’s technique - the 
greeny-grainy nightmare color palette is so dreamlike as 
to be downright Fuselian - has noticeably evolved. His 


third, and thus far final, foray into 
the depths of vendetta despair 
is the stylistically airtight, ethi- 
cally out-of-control, and sumptu- 
ously crafted Lady Vengeance. 
Lee Yeong-ae is the titular 
“kind-hearted” lady in question, 
who begins her convoluted (but 
believable) character arc by being 
imprisoned for a murder she 
did not commit and ends it by 
organizing an elaborate orgy of 
righteous vengeance against the 
true killer. Lady Vengeance is a fitting culmi- 
nation to the trilogy; by film’s end everyone 
is implicated in something too awful to abide 
and Park has evolved into one of the most 
astonishingly talented filmmakers alive. But, 
chances are, you already knew that if you’re a 
fan, so why lay out $50 for Palisades’ new box 
set? Apart from the fact that this eight-disc, remixed, 
remastered collection has all the bells and whistles you’d 
expect (eight separate audio commentaries, separate 
music-score tracks, nearly a dozen excellent and informa- 
tive featurettes, and, oh my God, so much more), it also 
contains two “extras” that are every bit as remarkable as 
the films themselves. The first is the so-called “Fade to 
White” version of Lady Vengeance, a considerably differ- 
ent variant of the film in which all color is incrementally 
leached from the image until we reach the white light of 
either purity or death (or, possibly, probably, both). The 
second reason is the three-hour-long documentary The 
Autobiography of Oldboy, which is without question one 
of the best “making of” extras yet released on DVD. It’s 
everything you’d ever want to know/see/hear/feel about 
Park’s historical three-way, and it’s better even than the 
Region 2 Korean box set. Vengeance is yours, sayeth 
Park Chan-wook. Take it and weep. - Marc Savlov

Previewing the Game On! 

Texas symposium 

We’re not taking it personally that this Wednesday’s miniconfer- 
ence of gaming developers and educators, Game On! Texas, has a 
name startlingly similar to the Chronicle’s gaming gathering last 
year called Game On Austin. There’s no arguing with an exclama- 
tion point; in fact, we can feel the excitement from here. 

Perhaps that emphatic punctuation is due to keynote speaker 
and reigning governor of Texas Rick Perry. Don’t expect him to say 
anything too groundbreaking, but the man has had the Texas gam- 
ing industry’s back for years. We predict a rehash of his keynote 
speech at the mother of all gaming conferences, E3, back in 2008 
- something along the lines of: “Texas is God’s gift to the planet 
... video games make us money ... future of entertainment ... 
want to have a bigger gaming scene than California ... you’ve been 
a great audience ... good night.” 

The focus of the conference will be on Texas’ efforts to create a 
qualified work force to fill all those well-paying jobs that Perry is 
bringing to the state through the Texas Film Commission’s inclu- 
sion of interactive arts in the film incentives program. Panels touch 
on how to parlay kids’ interest in video games into educational 
opportunities, from grade school to collegiate programs at Baylor, 
UT Dallas, and Southern Methodist University’s Guildhall. UT Austin 
still has work to do if it wants to game with the big boys. 

Other names on the agenda include Warren Spector, founder of 
Ion Storm’s Austin branch and currently at Disney Interactive 
Studios; Richard Vogel of BioWare; and Rep. Mark Strama. If these 
names and studios don’t mean anything to you, then you probably 
won’t want to put down the $95 to register. If they do, then, by all 
means, game on. Make that “game on!” -James Renovitch

The real deal on Austin as a reality TV casting mecca

When the first season of Survivor, the reality 
competition show, hit the airwaves in 2000, 
I was smug. I watched it, of course. I watch 
TV so that I can write my “TV Eye” column 
week after week for the very newspaper you’re 
reading now. But I hated Richard Hatch. I 
had no idea how he could possibly win, and 
I listed the many reasons why he wouldn’t to 
anybody who would listen the week before he 
was (ahem) anointed the winner of Survivor: 
Borneo before a live studio audience and mil- 
lions of others watching at home. Survivor 
went on to become a big hit, introducing 
the reality TV genre to a new audience. Sure, 
MTV’s The Real World had been running 
since 1992, but to a much smaller audience 
on cable. Other precursors were even more 
limited in their reach. In a FlowTVorg post by 
Zoe Druick (Jan. 22, 2010), she reminds read- 
ers of “actuality drama” pioneer Allan King. 
His A Married Couple first appeared in 1968, 
the precursor to Craig Gilbert’s An American 
Family, which is typically cited by media his- 
torians as the provenance of reality TV There 
were other shows, such as Candid Camera, 
which now seems downright quaint when 
compared to the theatre of exhibitionism that 
is the dominant trait of most popular reality 
series these days ( Jersey Shore, anyone?). 

After season one of Survivor, I continued 
to lambast reality TV I said it wouldn’t last. 
I said it would fade, fall out of favor, die a 
quick, unremarkable death. But I was wrong. 
Again. Reality TV is thriving now more than 
ever. And as if that isn’t annoying enough, I 
frequently get notices from reality TV produc- 
ers (a very spirited bunch) imploring me to 
tell readers that their hot new reality show is 
looking for contestants. The Bachelor and The 
Bachelor ette, Momma’s Boys, Property Virgins, 


The Next Food Network Star, and Toddlers & 
Tiaras are only a few from recent memory. 
The bigger shows come to town and stay 
awhile. Austin was home to The Real World 
in 2005, and reality juggernaut American Idol 
held auditions in Austin in 2005 as part of its 
fifth season. 

I won’t lie. I continue to be annoyed that 
something I was sure would die persists with 
no sign of ending anytime soon. So it’s prob- 
ably kismet that I, a once active person who 
can barely do a cartwheel, found herself as a 
“celebrity judge” for a new martial arts reality 
show, The Next Dragon. I said yes to the gig 
in part because Janell Smith of Iron Dragon 
Productions has a track record of making things 
happen but more importantly because I wanted 
to get an inside look at the process and maybe 
prove that I am right about this: that Austin is a 
go-to place for reality TV casting agents. 

A Girl and Her Gun 

But first, I wanted to understand why. 
As in, why would people put themselves in 
some of the positions or situations - at times 
uber-revealing, terrifying, even life-threatening 
- that reality shows demand? Pop psychology 
abounds on the subject. 

“Reality TV thrives on the need for social 
connection,” assistant professor C. Nathan 
DeWall of the University of Kentucky wrote 
in 2009 for the online version of Psychology 
Today. An entry on the Media Psychology Blog 
(a project of the Media Psychology Research 
Center) points to the desire for a sort of 
electronic Schwab’s Pharmacy, where anyone 
situated at the right place at the right time can 
claim his 15 minutes of fame. It’s the antith- 
esis to the old saw that hard work, determina- 


tion, and perseverance will earn just rewards. 
In today’s “get famous fast” reality TV climate, 
why go to all that trouble? 

The dream of beating the odds, the endur- 
ing need for hope in trying times, the desire 
for tribal bonding (aka being able to partici- 
pate in workplace or online chatter about a 
show), and an appetite for redemption stories 
are other themes that recur again and again in 
the discussion of reality TY their contestants, 
and their viewers. Maybe most convincing is 
the argument that humans need and want 
to see moral codes enacted: What’s right, 
what’s wrong, and how the behavior mod- 
eled is later considered. In the past, moral 
codes were passed along through the telling 
of myths and fairy tales around the camp- 
fire. Today, you could argue the same thing 
happens with reality series that we watch 
around the electronic glow of our televisions 
or laptops. Druick’ s FlowTV essay delves 
deeper: “If anything, today’s reality television 
naturalizes rather than questions the Social 
Darwinism of competitive capitalism and the 
governmentalized social context of neoliber- 
alism that it exposes.” 

Maybe so, but all reality-TV-show-hopeful 
Melody Fopez wanted was to learn how to fire 
a gun. It wasn’t until she was an adult that she 
took training, kittle did she know that follow- 
ing her lifelong dream would lead her to Top 
Shot, a new reality show in production for the 
History Channel. 

“If you are skilled with a pistol, rifle or 
any other firearm, you could be on TV’s first 
marksmanship competition show,” the notice 
read. Producers stated they were “looking for 
anyone with mind-blowing shooting skills and 
a big personality to take on exciting physical 
challenges with multiple guns and mystery 
proj ectile weapons . ” 

Encouraged by her shooting instructor, 
her husband, and her friend Jeff Stolhand of 
Expressions in Video, Fopez started filming 
her audition reel. 

“It was such a good fit for me,” Fopez 
said of Top Shot in a phone interview from 
her Austin home. “I thought it would be 


good backstory development for the creative 
project I’m working on [a screenplay]. And 
Jeff said, ‘You’re nothing but personality.’” It 
was Stolhand’s idea that the opening hook 
in her audition tape should highlight the fact 
that Fopez is a stay-at-home mom. “It’s not 
a secret that I’m a screenwriter, but I didn’t 
want to play that angle,” she said. 

“Angle”? So much for capturing raw foot- 
age of “real” people in candid moments. 
Competition for 15 minutes has become 
fierce. Stolhand agrees. His Expressions in 
Video has been in business since 1987, and 
he’s seen a noticeable spike in queries by 
potential reality show contestants. 

In her audition reel, the delicately boned 
Fopez speaks easily, dressed in an army-green 
T-shirt and camouflage pants. Her comfy 
living room with floral drapes and the Hill 
Country beyond that are her backdrop. But 
you don’t really get the message that Fopez 
loves her guns until she lifts a thick dock 
into view. It’s so huge in her hand it seems 
that firing it would break every bone in her 
hand. Among the mandatory things she cov- 
ers, Fopez reveals that she adores the smell of 
gunpowder, relating it to her childhood and 
the Fourth of July when her father, a Marine, 
brought home “a ton of fireworks to celebrate 
the Bicentennial. . . . That smell of gunpowder 
was like magic to me. . . . Any time I’m on the 
firing range, I’m that little girl again.” 

Scoff if you like, but I found myself rooting 
for Fopez, and not just because she owns guns 
and knows where I work. I don’t share her 
enthusiasm for weaponry, but I do know what 
it means to be consumed by something you 
love - how it defines who you are and how, 
when given the opportunity, you will eagerly 
show it off. That may be a very human need 
as well: to share knowledge about something 
you’ve mastered with others. 

Although Fopez got a call from Top Shot pro- 
ducers, their interest appears to have waned. 
She’s satisfied that she caught their attention. 
They may have not selected her, but gunpow- 
der still smells sweet. On to the next project.

Facts vs. the Truth 

“Reality TV production in Texas is hard to 
track because they are not included in film 
production incentives,” explains Bob Hudgins, 
director of the Texas Film Commission. One 
of the criteria for receiving incentive money is 
that film and TV productions must hire local 
crews. Since reality TV productions are quick- 
paced projects, they typically roll with their 
own nomadic crews, already schooled in the 
methodology of fast and furious filming on 
the fly. 

“You know, I don’t have statistical informa- 
tion; I just know what clients tell me,” says 
casting director Karen Hallford of Casting 
Works LA, based in Austin. Her reality TV 
credits include I Survived a Japanese Game 
Show , Elimidate , and five episodes of The 
Apprentice. Although she’s not limited to 
Austin or Texas talent, she does see an 
increased interest in the “real” people Central 
Texas has to offer. Dallas may get the bulk of 
the reality shows, she says, but here “we have 
a nice sampling of various types of people. 

And everyone in L.A. likes to come here. It’s a 
cool city.” 

Maybe it’s because she has a burgeoning real- 
ity project to promote, but The Next Dragon s Janell Smith is 
more direct in claiming that Austin is “the casting mecca” for 
reality TV casting. 

“Austin has so much great raw talent,” she said by e-mail. 
“This is a city of very smart, fit, and witty, pretty people. 
My last feature film was with a company from India. I was 
able to draw them to Austin by our easygoing and hard-work 
way of living. (Hippies but not.) I love Austin and I am 
going to bring more action films to this town,” she declared. 
“Hopefully Jet Li or Jackie Chan will be in town soon to work 
with me on The Next Dragon. ” 

Oh, Janell, no need for the hard sell. You had me at “Would 
you be a celebrity judge . . .?” 


‘The Next Dragon’ 

It was not hard to find The Next Dragon auditions. All I 
had to do was follow the barefooted, karate-robed throngs. 
Actually, the bulk of those people were there for the Lone 
Star Open, a periodic coming- together of various martial 
arts practitioners, from youthful, charmingly awkward 
beginners to poised adult masters. Smith herself is a fit- 
ness professional, and it shows. An award-winning martial 
arts practitioner with a third-degree black belt in Tukong 
Moosul and a first-degree black belt in tae kwon do, Smith 
immediately telegraphs her years of study in her assured 
gait and her petite yet powerful stance. Along with mentor 
and teacher Grand Master Wonik Yi, she helped launch a 
stunt-fighting academy for actors looking to nab some work 


in action films and for martial arts specialists who want 
to learn how to perform in front of the camera. (For more 
on the academy, see Sofia Resnick’s cover story “Energy 
Forward,” Jan. 11, 2008.) 

Aside from continuing the work at the stunt-fighting acad- 
emy, and as a woman who doesn’t seem to sit still for very 
long, Smith has added production development to her long list 
of things to do. 

“The Next Dragon,” she explains, “takes the best elements 
of American Idol and America’s Best Dance Crew and uses it for 
action films. Our show will be much more exciting because 
you will see us actually groom the Next Dragon or action star. 
Viewers will see them go through the process of stunt training. 
... We will have guest hosts, choreographers and directors 
to direct them in short action films, [and] the audience will 
decide which is best.” 

Many of the potential contestants for The Next Dragon that 
day came directly from the Lone Star Open tournament: tal- 
ented people at ease with performing risky moves in front of 
an audience. 

“As a general rule, I would say reality TV show contestants are 
daring,” Hallford said in a phone interview. “They are people 
who want to be seen, and to get that, they have to be extremely 
flexible because some of the things [reality TV productions] 
demand from contestants require secrecy or being isolated from 
family and friends for long periods of time.” 

Without naming names, Hallford admits that some reality 
show casting jobs she’s had have been “nasty.” She’s learned 
to read the signs of a truly “loser” project and is not averse to 
turning down a job, even in this economic climate. 

But “loser” and “nasty” is not what I encountered at The 
Next Dragon auditions. Perhaps because of the general formal- 
ity of martial arts and the goal of bringing the best of your 
abilities to the floor, the contestants I met were poised, polite, 
earnest, and altogether mind-blowing in their grace and power. 
No, I may not know specifically what they’re doing, and I cer- 
tainly don’t aspire to it, but there is something deeply compel- 
ling in seeing and hearing someone who is feeling the pleasure 
of being seen and heard - all because of something they do 
well. In a culture where our attention is pulled every which 
way, that’s an appealing experience, and I know I’m right 
about that. ■ 


The Surreality of Reality 

Sure, America’s got talent, but does 
Dallas have the next chicken plucker?

His handlebar mustache jumped right out of 
Hee Haw’s central casting - a bristly border for 
a big gap-toothed Texas grin. The crowd behind 
him roared: “America’s got talent!” 

Randy Harrison from New Berlin, Texas, 
flashed that gap and chewed some gum ... or 
chaw ... or a hayseed. With his starched white 
shirt, Kentucky Colonel tie, black Stetson, and 
leather waistcoat, he stood out - even in Dallas. 
“Whatcha gonna do today, Randy?” I asked, as 
if I had to. “I’m going to sing country music,” he 
grinned. “I figure if a chicken plucker can do it, 

I can too, by golly!” cinching his Most Likely to 
Play Slim Pickens in the Biopic award. 

The “chicken plucker” he meant is the winner 
of season four of NBC’s America’s Got Talent, 
Kentucky chicken catcher Kevin Skinner - a 
young man surely crossing the mind of every 
potential contestant packed in that Dallas 


Convention Center for the fifth season’s open 
call this frigid January morn. Despite the gray 
and cold, thousands upon thousands came. 

My friend Lisa Marshall is seriously vying for a 
slot on the show. She’s a full-time musician, 
recently relocated to Austin from the West 
Coast. I was shocked but amused that she was 
trying out for AGT, and she invited me to tag 
along. We pulled into the parking garage just 
before 7am and followed the drift of groggy peo- 
ple through the maze of convention hallways. 

She went to get her armband and official contes- 
tant number and I to obtain press credentials. 

We met at a gigantic center staircase, where 
hundreds of folks were gathered. The sheer size 
of the crowd amassed for this cattle call hit us. 
“It’s the California DMV,” said Lisa. 

The crowd control was to work folks into 
an early-morning lather, to “get us to hoot 


and holler 100 times all in a row,” according 
to Lisa, “America’s got talent!” for the show’s 
commercial break bumpers and fill. Show 
host Nick Cannon was deep in the center of 
the happy throng, mugging and posing for 
the camera. 

At 11am, we followed Harrison into a very 
large space, where we stood in a Disney World- 
esque queue for about 20 minutes. This queue, 
it turns out, was to process folks into the main 
holding area with about 1,000 other people. 
When hunger struck, you went to another line at 
concessions. “We are people waiting in line to 
be processed - processed people waiting in 
line for processed food and processed pop.” 

Lisa was getting loopy. 

What emerged from this strange pit of 
humanity was something I would have never 
anticipated - a Kerrville/Burning Man-y erup- 
tion of humans forming strange organic tribes. 
“People who didn’t even know each other were 
congregating in little clusters,” said Lisa, “audi- 
tioning for each other - part trying to work 
through some nerves and part cheering each 
other on.” 

Despite the feel-good vibe, by 2:45pm things 
were beginning to feel cruel and unusual. Only 


two groups of 150 had been called within the 
almost four hours we’d been there. After only 
two hours of sleep, the effect of the cattle call 
was beginning to moo. 

By 3:30pm, Lisa’s number was finally called, 
and we were herded into a smaller room of 500 
people. The next call would be for her actual 
audition. The rest of us supporters would be 
left to wait. At about 3:45pm, Lisa grabbed her 
guitar and headed for the acoustics of the 
ladies room. 

While I sat, a convincing and friendly Stevie 
Wonder impersonator named Jerome Dabney 
arrived with a small group. The other dude in 
his group also looked familiar. It was Big Chief 
Alfred Doucette from New Orleans. Suddenly I 
thought, “How are they going to stack this guy’s 
years and life experience against folks simply 
walking in off the street, like every chicken 
plucker that came before?” They couldn’t, and 
the day’s mission of giving everyone their shot 
at their own personal 15 minutes came clear. I 
also began to worry for my friend. How was her 
voice? Her spirit? Had the day taken its toll? 

I turned to see Lisa bounding back into the 
room, a wild fire in her eyes. “It’s on!” she said.

Signing Off 

Just six months after relocating to 
Austin and a strong showing at South 
by Southwest, renowned indie Web 
radio station Woxy pulled the prover- 
bial plug last Tuesday due to a general 
lack of funding. “There was nothing 
wrong with the move,” assures co- 
owner John Mascarenhas of Future 
Sounds, the Caifornia-based multime- 
dia company that acquired Woxy in 
2008. “The issue was on the corpo- 
rate side. This is a tough economic 
time, and we had a perfect storm of 
deals fall through that would have 
kept us going.” 

Woxy’s no stranger to financial 
crisis. After leaving Cincinnati’s FM 
airwaves in 2004, the station was 
saved by anonymous investors, 
only to be rescued once more two 
years later by entrepreneur Bill 
Nguyen of Lala.com. This isn’t 
the end of the line either. Future 
Sounds is in the process of narrow- 
ing down sponsorship deals that 
have been offered since announce- 
ment of the cessation, with a goal 
of getting back online in April. The 
station is also exploring alternative 
revenue streams, 
such as syndication 
for its longstanding 
Lounge Acts series, 
which during South 
by Southwest alone 
included more than 
15 sessions from art- 
ists including Sharon 
Jones & the Dap- 
Kings, Surfer Blood, 
and Frightened Rabbit. 


“There’s such a large overhead 
with royalty rates and live deejays 
that in order to survive, there has 
to be some sort of corporate back- 
ing; all content will have to be 
branded in some way,” says 
Mascarenhas, citing Brooklyn’s 
Viva Radio, which is owned pri- 
marily by American Apparel. 

It’s certainly a decisive time for 
modern radio. Nineties alt-rock left- 
overs are creeping into rotation at 
terrestrial stations such as KGSR in 
preparation for Arbitron ratings sys- 
tem’s shift to Portable People 
Meters (see “Media Watch: Radio 
Waves,” News, Dec. 25, 2009), and 
just last week Sweden’s popular 
peer-to-peer sharing network 
Spotify announced plans for a 
third-quarter stateside launch. 

“The bigger question is if there’s a 
place for the deejay any more,” pos- 
its Woxy general manager Bryan Jay 
Miller, who likens most other Web 
radio stations to shuffled playlists. 
“That’s what makes radio special. 
We’re a curator, a trusted filter to 
guide you through a new experience.”

Good to see that Griff Luneburg has managed to keep his sense of humor. The longtime 
Cactus Cafe manager had listed hip-hop raunchers 2 Live Crew in the club’s calendar, but that 
disappeared with the approach of April Fools’ Day. No joke is “Wild Thing” Chip Taylor’s recent 
protest single, “Jesus Christ, Don’t Let the Cactus Fall,” recorded live on KUT last month and 
released on his Train Wreck Records. Not to be outdone, the Travis County Democratic Party 
passed a resolution on March 20 demanding that the Texas Union board “commit to keeping the 
Cactus Cafe open in its present form, preserving its fundamental character, and keep the 
Informal Classes as an offering to the Austin community.” Five days later, The Daily Texan 
reported that the Cactus boasted a profit of more than $12,000 for February. Then on Tuesday, 
UT’s student government unanimously supported the proposal from the Student Friends of the 
Cactus Cafe, which called for artist-in-residence programs at the venue, student internships, 
retaining the club’s current staff, and, if necessary, financial support from the nonprofit Friends 
of the Cactus Cafe. The resolution also asked University Unions management and the Office 
of the Vice President for Student Affairs to revisit its decision in light of the students’ lack of 
input. While the Jan. 30 announcement by University Unions Executive Director Andy Smith to 
close or “re-purpose” the venue in August certainly contributed to the Cactus’ current boom as 
reported by the Texan, conventional wisdom has it that the cafe can be a profitable enterprise, 
especially if bolstered by some sort of patronage program. Combined with efforts to more fully 
integrate the UT collegiate body, such as the student singer-songwriter competition on Tuesday, 
April 6, that seemingly leaves the Union board little ground to stand on, though that’s not neces- 
sarily a deciding factor. Watch Kyle Henry’s essential local documentary, University Inc. (see 
“The Last Picture Show,” News, Jan. 23, 1998), which is being screened at the Texas Union 
Theatre for free on Tuesday, April 6, 7:30pm, followed by a panel on the Cactus’ current plight. 
Maybe then you’ll want to join the new Facebook group: Re-Purpose Andy Smith.

O South by Southwest left a bitter taste in the mouths of an unlucky few at Fat Wreck 
Chords’ showcase at Emo’s Annex on Saturday, March 20. Cokie the Clown, the deranged 
alter ego of NOFX singer/bassist and label head Fat Mike, opened his set by pouring shots 
of Patron Afiejo tequila for himself and the crowd, only to roll video later that showed him uri- 
nating into the bottle, corking it, and taking the stage. The Austin/Travis County Health and 
Human Services Department has turned the matter over to the Austin Police Department 
for investigation, and Fat Mike has been banned from Emo’s, but thus far no complaints have 
been filed with the city. “I confirmed that urine was not classified as a biohazard waste and 
not subject to the legal ramifications of blood, semen, or feces,” Fat Mike told TMZ.

The roots of New Braunfels’ newest water- 
ing hole and music venue, the Phoenix 
Saloon, stretch back to 1871. The bar then 
survived a variety of incarnations over the 
decades, as well as a fire in the mid-1890s 
that gave it its current name, before closing 
down in June 1918 due to Prohibition. It’s 
where William Gebhardt 
invented chili powder in 
1894 (his Original Eagle 
Brand Chili Powder is still 
available), and according to 
local legend, the ghost of 
original owner John Sippel 
haunts the second floor, 
where he shot himself in 
1900. “Americans tend to underestimate 
their own history,” posits co-owner Ross 
Fortune, who moved in 2004 to Austin from 
England, where he served as the music edi- 
tor for Time Out London and contributed to 
Mojo magazine. After two years of renova- 
tions, refurbishing much of the original struc- 
tural elements, the Phoenix reopened its 


doors in late February and has since hosted 
Dale Watson, Jesse Dayton, and Billy Joe 
Shaver. “The kind of music I used to write 
about back home,” says Fortune. The 
Phoenix has a handful of ringers on tap for 
the coming weeks, including the Happen-lns 
(April 3), Slaid Cleaves (April 24), Heybale! 

(May 1), and Tom Russell 
(May 7), while its underground 
lair, used by bootleggers dur- 
ing Prohibition, should open 
later this year. Given the bar’s 
authentic Western saloon 
atmosphere, OTR half-expect- 
ed to find Deadwood’s Al 
Swearengen behind the bar 
last Saturday as Austin’s Dirty Old One-Man 
Band Scott H. Biram testified with ramblin’ 
blues and primal country back-hollers from 
his latest Bloodshot platter Something's 
Wrong/Lost Forever. For what’s in most ways 
a one-horse town, it was a bit of culture 
shock, but for a New Braunfels native (yours 
truly), it never felt more like home.

2009-10 Austin Music Awards encore

“What’s your favorite category?” It’s the most common question about the workings of 
the Chronicle s Austin Music Poll, and the answer I love most to give is “Hall of Fame.” It’s 
a category about career achievement, and although significant achievement can be and has 
been recognized in younger musicians and bands, Hall of Fame winners tend to be older, 
veteran local performers, for whom sometimes an AMA is their only recognition. For many 
Austin musicians, particularly those considered the finest when they’re not the best known, 
the award is an affirmation. To Denny Freeman, the Dallas guitarist who moved to Austin in 
1970 to play the blues and nearly 40 years later toured as Bob Dylan’s guitarist, his Hall of 
Fame win at this year’s AMAs (see “Tell Me True,” March 26) was a culmination of his life’s 
work. He sent me this e-mail the morning after the ceremony. - Margaret Moser 


Hi Margaret. I guess you know by now that 
I blew it last night with my acceptance speech. 
Sorry. I didn’t know Susan An tone was going 
to be the presenter, and that was wonder- 
ful, but her presence there brought so many 
things into an intense focus that I couldn’t get 
out everything I wanted to say. I was going to 
try to say something like: 

Thank you for this honor, for the nomina- 
tion, and for the voters and ballot stuffers. I 
don’t want to thank a lot 
of folks you don’t know, 
and I’m very grateful to too 
many people for too many 
things to mention them all 
now. But there’s one person 
I want to thank publicly, 
and that’s Margaret Moser. 

If you don’t know who I am 
or what I was a part of, it’s 
not her fault. 

I was a part of something 
very special, and important, 

I think, in the 1970s and 
1980s here in Austin, and 
there isn’t much left of it 
now. A bunch of us moved 
here: me in 1970, followed 
by Jimmie Vaughan, Doyle 
Bramhall, Paul Ray, then 
Stevie, Angela Strehli, Lou 
Ann Barton, Clifford Antone, 
and many others. Derek 
O’Brien was already here. 

Everyone knows about Jimmie and Stevie 
and Clifford, but there were many others. We 
came to play blues. Not many folks cared at 
the time, but of course Jimmie, Stevie, and 
Antone’s all became pretty well known around 
the country and the world later on. There was 
much music going on in Austin at the time, 
and it was all good, but as is so often the case, 
blues can get ignored, forgotten about. There 
just isn’t much left of what we were doing, 
even as special and magical as it was. 

That’s why I want to thank Margaret, 
because from time to time, she attempts to 
remind folks, or inform others, about what we 
had with our little blues cult. And we’re all 
grateful when someone does that. So, thank 
you, Margaret. And Susan, because you rep- 
resent so much that was so wonderful to me 


about that time in my life that was so unbeliev- 
ably wonderful. And I don’t want to talk about 
me, but just that - about Margaret and Susan 
and Austin and a little about Texas history. 

When I was a young lad growing up in 
Dallas, I didn’t understand the big deal about 
Texas. I liked Dallas. It was a good place to 
grow up. Much exposure to music. That’s 
where I got most of my musical educa- 
tion. Not completely unique, but almost. I 
heard Elvis at the Cotton 
Bowl in 1956, Jimmy 
Reed and Bo Diddley 
at the State Fair Music 
Hall, Smiley Lewis at the 
Sportatorium, and blues 
on the radio - all as a 
young teen or adoles- 
cent. So it was good. 

And yet, all the images 
of Texas at the time were 
oil wells, longhorn steers, 
cowboys, Cadillacs, all 
that. None of which was 
in my life. So I didn’t 
get it. And then, in the 
late 1970s, early 1980s, 
it happened that if you 
were a musician from 
Austin, you could get 
work across the country 
and in Europe, again, 
just for being from 
Austin. For my band the 
Cobras, it was opened up by Jimmie and the 
T-Birds, then Stevie. 

So, off we went, and it was fun - cool to be 
from Austin. 

But wait, Austin’s in Texas, so it was about 
that, really. And it was being on the East Coast 
and other places that I could look back, look 
at Texas from afar and at Texans, and get a 
perspective on all that. I liked it. I saw who 
we were, what made us different. It wasn’t just 
all cowboy images. It was who we were - our 
gumbo of music. And it was good. 

So, if you’re new to Texas, welcome. I think 
you’ll like it, because it’s good to be a Texan. 
And the point of all this is, as I go out into the 
world, I feel like I represent Texas in some small 
way. I promise I’ll try to make Texas look good.

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JOANNA NEWSOM 

Have One on Me (Drag City) 

With no obvious musical precursor, 
California harpist Joanna Newsom 
was ghettoized when her debut, The 
Milk-Eyed Mender, washed up in the 
regrettable “freak folk” wave of 2004. 
She was anointed a hippie-dippy wood 
nymph with a weird voice, and “indie” 
crowds approached her like a rare 
painting in a museum. Her ambitious 
2006 follow-up, Ys, arranged and pro- 
duced with Van Dyke Parks, unspooled 
like a Disney movie, all strings and 
sweeping melodies. Impressive and 
ambitious in scope, Ys gathered yet 
more converts, but its mock renais- 
sance fair portrait of Newsom reflect- 
ed an image that had become cari- 
cature. On the cover of her third LP, 
Have One on Me, Newsom’s relaxed, 
sprawled out like a Nevada City ver- 
sion of Norma Desmond. It speaks vol- 
umes about a woman’s ability to rein- 
vent at certain ages, and in a way, it’s 
her Court and Spark-era Joni Mitchell 
moment. She’s no longer “elfin,” finally 
in control of her unique voice, and the 
musical poetry on the 18-song tome 
is more confident, smooth, and emo- 
tionally vivid. Gone are the bluebirds 
on her shoulder, replaced by moodier, 
sparer arrangements. She’s in no 
hurry, the 3-CD set throwing back to 
a time when albums were digested in 
parts, over an afternoon. There’s an 
aura of loss, but Newsom’s focused, 
staying ahead of the sylvan scenery 
with piano playing that lends a warm 
coastal air to the upbeat jam “Good 
Intentions Paving Co.” Alternately, 
“Baby Birch” is a gut-wrenching walk, 
but Newsom’s voice is lullaby-like, no 
histrionics or regret. “You and Me, 
Bess” is an accessible blues ballad; 
“Soft as Chalk” demonstrates she can 
be more seductive than sweet in the 
song’s evocation of “law-less-ness.” 
Have One on Me runs about five songs 
too long, which stands out during a 
two-hour listen, but largely she invites 
you in rather than challenges. There’s 
some heavy shit being laid out here, 
but like a good poet, Newsom’s word- 
play is so masterful you want to sit 
and take it in.

CHARLOTTE 
GAINSBOURG 

IRM (Elektra) 

For most of 
us, being trapped 
inside the casket 
tunnel of an MRI 
tube, with its 
starkly ominous 
overtones of fleshly imperfection sound- 
tracked by what sounds like an Einsturzende 
Neubauten bootleg, is, at best, an unnerv- 
ingly intimate meet and greet with our own 
mortality. At worst, it’s an elegantly orches- 
trated precursor to oblivion. For Charlotte 
Gainsbourg, daughter of louche icon Serge 
and gamine siren Jane Birkin, the series of 
MRIs (“ imagerie par resonance magnetique” 
in French, hence the album title) that fol- 
lowed the actress/singer’s near-fatal 2007 
waterskiing accident resulted in her warmest, 
most life-affirming work yet. Collaborated 
upon with Beck, IRM yields a welter of 
musical styles ranging from the pulsating 
rhythms of the claustrophobic title track to 
the Persian percussions of “Voyage” and the 
Kills-y “Trick Pony.” IRM couldn’t be more 
removed from 2006’s spare, Air-y 5:55, 
but Gainsbourg’s no one if not her father’s 
daughter, and those genetic Gitanes are 
obvious on the dark and lovely “Le Chat du 
Cafe des Artistes” and jaunty “Dandelion.” 
Ultimately it’s Gainsbourg’s voice - a heady 
melange of tussled bedclothes whisperings 
and near-dead sexy murmurs - that lifts both 
her life and art from beneath the shade of 
her mythic paterfamilias.

BASIA BULAT 

Heart of My Own 
(Rough Trade) 

Toronto song- 
stress Basia Bulat 
turned heads with 
her 2007 debut, 

Oh, My Darling, an 
old soul’s indie folk 
album with shades of Lilith and Vanity fare. 

Her unmistakable voice - a trembling, expres- 
sive contralto - remains a make-or-break fea- 
ture, but she’s learned when to reel it in on 
follow-up Heart of My Own. That heightened 
control makes for a more confident and dra- 
matic affair, especially when accented by the 
sweeping arrangements of returning producer 
and former Arcade Fireman Howard Bilerman. 
The first half of the album rushes forth like 
the Yukon River, with the contemporary, 
Autoharp-led “Run” and percussive flourish of 
opener “Go On” and “Gold Rush.” Yet Bulat 
finds pensive resolve in her more subdued 
moments, as in the music-box waltz of “If It 
Rains” and “Sparrow,” which recalls fellow 
Canadian folk revivalists the Be Good Tanyas. 
“Sugar and Spice” encapsulates Bulat’s 
lingering effect on the listener: “I looked for 
the road, but all I could see was the dust. I 
remembered your voice, when you decided it 
was better for us.”

MEGADETH, TESTAMENT, 
EXODUS 

Stubb’s, March 26 

“Good evening,” leered Dave Mustaine 
after warming up Megadeth 2010 (“She-Wolf,” 
“In My Darkest Hour,” “Skin o’ My Teeth”), a 
sold-out Stubb’s having already peed itself. 
“We all know why we’re here, right?” Well, 
not all of us. Metal’s Big Four warhorse fol- 
lowed the example of top seeds Metallica, 
which Mustaine was fired from in 1983, 
and Slayer last fall by delivering a return to 
its 1980s thrash forefront form, Endgame 
(Roadrunner). Already, two of the L.A. four- 
piece’s pioneering peers had here proved 
their old-school worth. Bay Area openers 
Exodus, anchored by founders Gary Holt on 
stage front guitar and drummer Tom Hunting, 
held hard and fast behind vocalist Rob Dukes 
exhorting Reagan-era mosh pit values such 
as “A Lesson in Violence,” from the quintet’s 


1985 bow Bonded by Blood. 
The dust cloud raised by 
gleeful underage circle 
jerks rivaled Austin City 
Limits Music Fest 2005. 
Northern California neigh- 
bors Testament stole some 
of the headliner’s thunder 
in bulking up an hourlong 
set with choice slabs from 
its own debut, 1987’s The 
Legacy, first shooter “Over 
the Wall,” “Burnt Offerings,” 
and closer “Apocalyptic 
City,” all without the aid of 
guitar god Alex Skolnick, 
AWOL from this tour, roto- 
tilled no less heavy monu- 
mental by Chuck Billy on 
alpaca mane and old-school 
throat and the mammoth 
beatdown of Paul Bostaph 
(ex-Exodus/-Forbidden/-Slayer). Billy’s smile 
remains a metal miracle. So was Megadeth’s 
20th anniversary tour for its single greatest 
recorded feat, 1990 nitroglycerine Rust in 
Peace. Where Endgame would’ve supported 
this end run of “Head Crusher,” “The Right 
to Go Insane,” “Symphony of Destruction,” 
closer “Peace Sells,” and then some, Rust in 
Peace from beginning to end at the heart of 
Megadeth’s 90-minute air raid proved metal- 
lurgic manna from heaven and hell. “Hangar 
18” and “Take No Prisoners” galloped at their 
platter’s machine-gun pace, Mustaine’s furious 
fretwork equal to the task, and “Five Magics” 
fired on all five greased-lightning cylinders.

HALL & OATES 

The Long Center, March 27 

It was midset, during the extended sax 
solo of “I Can’t Go for That (No Can Do),” 
that everyone finally let loose. Women 
were popping out of strapless dresses; 
men threw off their dinner jackets with 
abandon. Witnessing Daryl Hall & John 
Oates play Austin for the first time since, 
according to Hall, the Armadillo in 1974, 
was surreal. That they happened to be 
playing the Long Center’s glitzy second 
anniversary party was even more so, 
especially when they played “Rich Girl.” 

Hall & Oates know a little something 
about irony and subtlety, though, having 
tapped into a part of the collective pop 
consciousness without much rock posturing 
or sweaty glad-handing. Hall was wearing 
a black motorcycle jacket and sunglasses, 
and paired against Oates’ crisp white linen 
shirt, their yin and yang were right there in 
front of us. Opening with “Maneater,” the duo 
and sixpiece backing band sounded nearly 
flawless, Hall’s voice still reaching the high 
end on “One on One,” “Sara Smile,” and 
“Say It Isn’t So.” They laid out mostly 1980s 


fare but doled out a few songs from 1973’s 
Abandoned Luncheonette (“When the Morning 
Comes,” “She’s Gone”) for good measure. By 
the double encore, which featured “You Make 
My Dreams,” “Kiss on My List,” and finale 
“Private Eyes,” old Anglos and teenagers 
alike were dancing in the aisles. H&O always 
transcended class and genre, and for an hour 
and a half, they were the great equalizer. “You 
guys were unbelievable,” Hall said, giving us 
the Fonzie thumbs. - Audra Schroeder

Florida’s Agriculture Department, acting on a tip, confiscated Giant African 
Snails believed to have been smuggled into the country by Charles Stewart 
of Hialeah, Fla., for use in the religion Ifa Orisha, which encourages followers 
to drink the snails’ mucus for its supposed healing powers. Actually, said the 
department (joined in the investigation by two federal agencies), bacteria in 
the mucus causes frequent violent vomiting, among other symptoms. At press 
time, Stewart had not been charged with a crime. 


LEAD STORY 

It’s a simple recipe, said A-list New York City 
chef Daniel Angerer: a cheese derived from the 
breast milk of his wife, who is nursing the cou- 
ple’s 3-month-old daughter. As a chef, he said, 
“you look out for something new and what you 
can do with it,” and what Angerer could do is 
make about two quarts of “flavor[ful]” cheese 
out of two gallons of mother’s milk. “[T]astes 
just like really sweet cow’s milk.” He posted the 
recipe, “My Spouse’s Mommy Milk Cheese,” on 
his blog and invited readers’ participation: “Our 
baby has plenty [of] back-up mother’s milk in the 
freezer, so whoever wants to try it is welcome to 
try it as long as supply lasts (please consider 
cheese aging time).” 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

A growing drug problem facing Shanghai, 
China, is stepped-up use of methamphetamine, 
cocaine, and other drugs at all-night parties, but 
not the “rave” parties favored by young fast-lane 
types in the U.S. These Shanghai druggies, 
according to a February dispatch in London’s 
Guardian, are often middle-aged and retired peo- 
ple, who use the drugs to give them strength for

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all-night games of mah-jongg played at out- 
of-the-way parlors around the city. 

Modernization Kept at Bay: 1) Despite 
Fiji’s strides into the 21st century, the island 
nation’s court system remains relatively 
primitive, according to a January report from 
Agence France-Presse. Transcriptions of 
court proceedings are still made by ordinary 
reporters, writing out the dialogue by hand 
and thus calling on judges, lawyers, and wit- 
nesses to periodically slow down or repeat 
themselves when they speak. 2) Papua New 
Guinea retains many of its historical tribal 
conflicts, and one flared up in January, 
according to a dispatch by an Australian 
Broadcasting Corp. reporter. Two people 
were killed in skirmishes that were provoked 
in a quite contemporary way - when a mem- 
ber of one tribe sent a member of another a 
pornographic text message. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

Japan’s Mantokuji temple in Gumma prov- 
ince was historically the place where 
women went to cleanse themselves in 
divorce, aided by the temple’s iconic toilets, 
into which the bad spirits from the failed 
liaisons could be shed and flushed forever. 
The toilets have been modernized, accord- 
ing to a February Reuters dispatch, and 
today the temple is used by the faithful to 
rid themselves of all types of problems. 

(The upgrades also permitted a solution to 
a longstanding annoyance at the temple of 
visitors mistaking the iconic toilets for regu- 
lar commodes.) 

American Taliban: 1) Michael Colquitt, 32, 
got a judicial order of protection in January 
against his father, Baptist preacher Joe 
Colquitt, in Alcoa, Tenn. According to 
Michael, Pastor Joe had threatened him at 
gunpoint about his poor church-attendance 
record. 2) Kevin Johnson, 59, was arrested 
in Madison, Wis., in February and charged 
with using a stun gun repeatedly on a local 
dance instructor, whom Johnson believed 
was a “sinner” (also a “fornicator” and a 
“peeking Tom”) who “defiles married 
women” by teaching them dances involving 
bodies touching. 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

In December, in St. Tammany Parish, La., 
and in February, near Miami Township, 
Ohio, men driving young female family 
members around decided it would be 
cool to feign crimes as they drove. Tim 
Williams, 45, was arrested in Louisiana 
after the sight of his duct-taped 12-year-old 
daughter provoked at least three motorists 
to call 911. The Ohio man, detained by 
police after several 911 calls, admitted 
that he had thought it would be “funny” if 
his granddaughter held a BB gun to his 
head as he drove around Dayton Mall. 


CHILD-UNFRIENDLY RELIGIONS 

Jeff and Marci Beagley were sentenced to 
16 months in prison in March after a jury in 
Oregon City, Ore., found them guilty of crimi- 
nally negligent homicide in the death of their 
teenage son, whose congenital urinary tract 
blockage was treated only with oils and prayer 
prescribed by the Beagleys’ Followers of Christ 
Church. Doctors said the boy could have been 
saved with medical treatment right up until the 
day he died. (The Beagleys’ infant grand- 
daughter died in 2008 under similar circum- 
stances, but no criminal conviction resulted.) 

A 7-year-old girl died in February in 
Oroville, Calif., and her 11- year-old sister 
was hospitalized in critical care after being 
“lovingly” beaten by their adoptive parents, 
Kevin and Elizabeth Schatz, who are follow- 
ers of religion-based corporal punishment. 
The Schatzes, as recommended by a funda- 
mentalist website, had whipped the girls 
with quarter-inch-wide plumbers’ rubber tub- 
ing, to supposedly make the children “happi- 
er” and “more obedient to God.” Criminal 
charges against the couple were pending at 
press time. 

ALCOHOL, THAT MIRACLE DRUG 

1) Toni Tramel, 31, angry at being jailed in 
Owensboro, Ky., for public intoxication in 
March, had “assaulting a police officer” 
added to the charges when, changing into a 
jail uniform, she allegedly pointed her lactat- 
ing breast at a female officer and squirted 
her in the face. 2) Deanne Elsholz, 44, was 
charged with domestic battery in Wesley 
Chapel, Fla., in February after hitting her hus- 
band, David, in the face with a glass. David, 
intoxicated, had enraged Deanne by appar- 
ently completely missing the toilet bowl as 
he stood to urinate. Deanne then angrily 
charged after him but lost her footing on the 
slippery floor. 


THE WEIRDO-AMERICAN COMMUNITY 

When the FBI finally concluded that the 
late-2001 anthrax scare was the work of 
government scientist Bruce Ivins (who com- 
mitted suicide in 2008), the bureau released 
its investigative files, revealing personal 
activities that (according to Ivins’ own 
description) “a middle-age man should not 
do.” For example, Ivins admitted to being a 
cross-dresser, and agents discovered porno- 
graphic fetish magazines on “blindfolding or 
bondage” themes and “15 pairs of stained 
women’s panties.” Ivins also admitted a 
decades-long obsession with the sorority 
Kappa Kappa Gamma and told agents how 
he broke into two chapters’ houses to steal 
books on KKG “rituals.” 

UPDATE 

In 2005, “News of the Weird” reported the 
bustling sales for artist Erin Crowe’s series of 
oil paintings of Federal Reserve Chairman 
Alan Greenspan, who was then riding high, 
with Greenspan-worshipping money managers 
quickly buying up her inventory for thousands 
of dollars each. A Wall Street Journal reporter 
tracked down Crowe and some of her custom- 
ers in February 2010 and found, obviously, 
subdued demand (with some customers hav- 
ing hidden or discarded their Greenspans). 
Crowe said that one of her Greenspan cus- 
tomers had recently asked her to paint a Ben 
Bernanke for him, but for about half the fee 
that he had earlier paid for a Greenspan.

The Davy Crockett National Forest, between Lufkin and 
Crockett in East Texas, is a cathedral of towering pine trees bor- 
dered by flowering dogwoods and stately oaks. In the meadows, 

wildflowers and a carpet of 
emerald green grass are 
bathed in sunlight. 

The forests of East Texas 
are a paradise almost lost. 

When Anglo settlers first 
arrived, they found parklike 
forests of loblolly and yellow 
pine trees with trunks so big 
that two men could hardly 
reach around to grasp the 
other’s hands. 

Without modern machin- 
ery to harvest that natural 
resource, the forests were 
left relatively untouched. 

That changed following the 
Civil War, when the railroads 
brought heavy equipment 
and armies of lumberjacks. 

Lumber companies built 
towns like Kirbyville and 
Diboll and named them after company executives. 

For 50 years, the timber industry in Texas boomed by clear-cutting the virgin pine. Many compa- 
nies expected that the cleared land would become farmland, but the sandy soil wasn’t good for 
much more than grass or trees. It wasn’t until after 1914 that conservationists, some owners, and 
the state Legislature began reining in irresponsible practices. 

During the Great Depression, President Franklin D. Roosevelt sent a new army into East Texas. 
This time the boys of the Civilian Conservation Corps were planting thousands of pine seedlings 
instead of harvesting thousands of board-feet of lumber. In 1936, the federal government bought 
675,000 acres of clear-cut land and created four national forests in Texas. 

A map of the 161,842-acre Davy Crockett National Forest is a patchwork of public and private 
land. The multiple uses of the forest land include lumbering, grazing, hunting, and recreation. 

In addition to conservation projects in the national forest, the CCC built a campground among 
the towering pines around a 45-acre lake at the Ratcliff Lake Recreation Area that was once the log 
pond for a sawmill. The National Forest Service will conduct an environmental study for a redesign 
of this recreation area this month, so it will be closed from April 7 to April 27. From the lake, the 
20-mile-long Four C National Recreation Trail winds through the second-growth forest and the Big 
Slough Wilderness Area to the northernmost point of the park at Neches Bluff Overlook near Texas 
Highway 21. 

Bicycles are not allowed on the hiking trails, but horses are. There are nearly 53 miles of horse- 
riding trails in the forest. Primitive camping is allowed along the trail, with some tent pads provid- 
ed. Outside of the campground, there is no potable water. The rangers at the headquarters in 
Ratcliff readily admit that insects can be particularly annoying during certain times of the year. 

Deer hunters can also be a slight pest from October through the first week of January. 

The park office and the campground are on Texas Highway 7 near the community of Ratcliff. For 
information on reservations and fees, contact the headquarters at 936/655-2299, or go the 
National Forest Service’s website at www.fs.fed.us/r8/texas.

It’s not just a major social event. Almost forgotten 
amid the party hubbub is that there is an actual track 
& field meet at the center of it, and it’s one of the 
best in the nation (see previous page for the party 
events). Started in 1925 by University of Texas foot- 
ball and track coach Clyde Littlefield, it was one of 
the first events held in what is now Darrell K. Royal- 
Texas Memorial Stadium and immediately became one 
of the most celebrated events on the U.S. track cir- 
cuit. In 1999, the show moved next door to the new 
Mike A. Myers Stadium, a great facility for both track 
and soccer fans alike. Great Olympians like Carl 
Lewis, Michael Johnson, Sanya Richards, and 
Jeremy Warmer made their names at this meet, and 
you can bet some of the high schoolers and colle- 
gians on display this weekend - such as freshman 
sprinter/jumper Marquise Goodwin - will follow them 
to similar glory. Expect great competition from around 
the nation - most of the top NCAA programs will be 
here, and although most of the high schoolers are 
from Texas, there will inevitably be teams from elite 
programs like California’s Long Beach Polytechnic or 

Long Beach Wilson making the trip. Of particular interest to the locals, though: 
Numerous matchups between the Longhorns and Aggies - the latter are the 
defending NCAA champions, both on the men’s and women’s sides. Also expect 
the Baylor men to carry on their rich tradition in the 4x400-meter relay.

In other news, the Aztex look to have filled one of their biggest roster 
holes in style this week, signing right back Lance Watson - a popular starter last year for 
the MLS Kansas City Wizards - to a two-year contract. Watson, 26, grew up in Nederland and 
played youth soccer for the Houston Texans club team. The Aztex start the regular season at 
House Park next Sunday, April 11, 6pm, hosting the defending champion Montreal Impact.

The Fosters have money. Frank Foster focuses on his health 
and his job, where he’s considering promoting a promising 
young man named William Featherstone. Fiona Foster focuses 


on spending Frank’s money and her affair 
with another of his employees, Bob Phillips. 
Bob and his wife, Teresa, have considerably 
less money than the Fosters, as well as a 
new baby. While Teresa suspects something’s 
not right with Bob, Bob makes excuses about 
being out with William, who Bob says sus- 
pects his wife, Mary, is having an affair. But 
Frank is clueless about Fiona, who says she 
has stayed out until all hours of the morning 
with Mary, who Fiona says suspects her hus- 
band, William, is having an affair. 

Sounds like a sex farce. Which is what this 
surprisingly still quite fresh Alan Ayckbourn 
work is. Ayckbourn has the play take place 
in the Foster household and the Phillips 
household at the same time, so the surpris- 
ingly effective if somewhat low-budget set is 
split into two halves, with one half looking 
like the Fosters’ and one half looking like the 
Phillips’. But the actors treat the entire stage 
as if it were one house, which allows for the 
employment of simultaneous and often quite 
entertaining action, especially in a series of 
phone calls in the first act and two dinner 
parties occurring on two consecutive nights, 
played with the Featherstones having to eat 
dinner in both houses at once. 

One thing that director Stacey Glazer 
does very well in this City Theatre Company 
production is keep the action moving. The 
play clocks in at well over two hours, but it 
doesn’t feel that long because Glazer has 


coached her actors well. Not all of them 
are perfect for their roles, but all of them 
push the tempo and, more often than not, 
trust the drama in Ayckbourn’s script just 
enough to take time and let moments play 
out where needed. As a group, they also 
commit to what seems to be Glazer’s vision 
of the play: a high-energy, physically stereo- 
typed, really quick farce. Another great suc- 
cess of the production is the accent work. 
Any accent work can be a challenge for a 
community theatre, and the accents are not 
only consistent, they also delineate charac- 
ter and help the audience make sense of 
the relationships. 

As with any live theatre presentation, it’s 
the actors who ultimately make the show, 
and here it’s especially Derek Jones as 
the more than slightly randy Bob and Lori 
Cordova as the bullish Teresa, whose ten- 
sion often snaps in very entertaining ways. 
One of the performances could be viewed 
almost as one-note, but Scot Friedman as 
the priggish, clueless, yet ultimately wise 
Frank plays a very entertaining note. Louise 
Martin as Fiona and Jenny Keto and Tyler 
Jones as the young Featherstones also 
contribute to the show’s success, and while 
it might have been interesting to see a pro- 
duction of this relatively old script that tilted 
just a bit more toward realism and sexuality, 
quick-tempoed, well-handled sex farces like 
this one always entertain. - Barry Pineo

The darkest psycho-emotional struggles. Nostalgia thick as 
cigar smoke. The familiarity and absurdity of ritual. These 
themes, combined with good design, eager and energetic danc- 
ers, and no small degree of theatrical and choreographic craft 


made the New American Talent/Dance cho- 
reographic competition an evening of danc- 
ing as fresh as - oh, whatever - insert your 
best springtime analogy here. 

Finalists K.T. Nelson, Dominic Walsh, and 
Nelly van Bommel, chosen from a slush 
pile of 75 applicants, were each required to 
create a 20-minute work with Ballet Austin 
dancers using only 40 hours of studio 
time. Each choreographer also received 
the services of a rehearsal assistant, cos- 
tume designer Alexey Korygin, and lighting 
designer Toni Tucci as they competed for 
the total of 20,000 smackers, distributed 
among the artists by judges and audience 
votes. The judges cast their votes after the 
March 27 performance: $3,000 went to 
Nelson, $6,000 to Walsh, and $6,000 to 
van Bommel. Each night, an additional $500 
goes to the audience favorite. (At the March 
26 performance, my vote for van Bommel 
was beat out by supporters of Walsh.) 

Nelson’s work is by far the darkest of the 
three and also the most abstract and rough- 
est around the edges. Titled “When Love Is 
Hard,” the piece plunges into an army-green 
and black place - what one might call an 
emotionally bad place. The dancers stomp, 
heave, and writhe in a quite literal interpre- 
tation of the dissonant pieces for strings by 
Borut Krzisnik that accompany it. Sections 
of flatfooted walking and running link 
moments of struggle, despair, and abuse. 
Overall, the piece is rather ugly, and while it 
is difficult to watch, if Nelson’s intent was to 
capture the ugliness in love, I believe she is 
at least moderately successful. 

Next up is “The Whistling” by Walsh, 
former Houston Ballet dancer and current 
director of his own company in that city. 
Danced mostly to songs by Beny More and 
other Latin singers of the mid-20th century, 
the movement is relaxed, smooth as Cuban 
coffee, and punctuated by some cubist-look- 
ing poses and cheery humor. The lighting 
and costume design work to create a warm, 
sepia-toned setting - it could be a Havana 
cafe in the 1950s - and the charming 


argyle socks, sans shoes, on the dancers’ 
feet nudge good humor into the look and 
bring to mind the subjectivity of memory. A 
framework for the piece involves a near-nude 
Ashley Lynn Gilfix and Joseph Hernandez 
undulating as some sort of apparitions that 
lead the way in and out of the memory. 

“Fanfarneta,” by the French-born, New 
York-based van Bommel, is the program 
finale. Eight dancers take on the roles of 
lads and lasses in an imagined folk culture, 
the women with their hair in beribboned 
braids and wearing rosy full skirts, the 
men in matching bloomers. Barefoot, they 
bounce through a series of jaunty episodes 
exploring rituals of courtship. The sheer joy, 
energy, and humor of the piece makes this 
microculture endearing, and the absurdity of 
some of the rituals - such as one in which 
each woman has to walk between rows of 
her peers as they hold her braids out at 
the sides of her head - cleverly questions 
the little rites we all practice that add up 
to what we call our “culture.” The danc- 
ers excel in this athletic piece, letting the 
energy level climb and never drop. However, 
the episodic nature of the work allows only 
snapshots of some ideas. It certainly seems 
as though van Bommel has enough material 
to develop the piece into a longer work, and 
I hope she does. 

Besides bringing some very good and 
interesting work to Austin, the competition 
illuminates Ballet Austin’s best dancers. 

The choreographers’ casting choices were 
telling. Although any dancer could be cast in 
a maximum of only two of the three works, 
those chosen twice were Jaime Lynn Witts, 
Michelle Thompson, Beth Terwilleger, Oren 
Porterfield (although she is not performing, 
due to injury), Frank Shott, Paul Michael 
Bloodgood, and Joseph Hernandez. This 
group represents the solid core of the com- 
pany, those who have a strong technical 
base, are comfortable in the most diverse 
repertoire, throw themselves into new work 
with gusto, and seem to be thinkers as well 
as movers. - Jonelle Seitz

What are - but also, in this case, what is - pornsaints? 
“Pornsaints is an artistic approach to porn, a pornographic 
approach to art, a pornartistic approach to religion.” 


That’s from the official website of the 
globe-spanning organization. 

“We will call Pornsaint whoever attains 
sanctity through pornography. This doesn’t 
mean that each and every porn actor is a 
pornsaint - for what we know, they’re simply 
pornstars. Pornsaints might not even actually 
exist, but what interests us is that they might 
exist, and how they might exist.” That is from 
the explanatory essay by Pornsaints founder 
Francesco D’lsa, the Italian artist with an 
abiding appreciation of such possibilities. 

“Oh, we’ve got a lot of great artists for 
this,” says Kathryn Wilson, local curator of 
the exhibition. 

Backing evidence for that statement 
can be found in the rooms of Birdhouse’s 
expansive gallery-in-a-house on East Cesar 
Chavez. Erotic evidence, of course: paint- 
ings, drawings, photography, videos - images 
in a diversity of media, with the common 
NSFW theme boldly foremost. 

As you might Qoyfully or with annoyance) 
expect, most of the depictions of saintly 
pornstars are depictions of women. Which 
is fine by this (admittedly biased) reviewer, 
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boy howdy, especially when the artwork is 
as gorgeous as Danny Malboeuf’s finely 
detailed and cyberpunky Firebird painting, 
Steven Leyba’s jewel-encrusted psychedelia- 
on-canvas, Andrew Tong’s classical oil por- 
trait of Hollie Stevens, and so on; these and 
the other works offer a spectrum of gender- 
specific eye candy, from the come-hither to 
the cum-hither shades of pornography. 

But that’s not to say male figures are 
wholly unaccounted for. Jeff Faerber’s series 
of acrylic-and-pencil works are well-rendered 
modern interpretations of the Japanese 
shunga tradition, thus simultaneously provid- 
ing the otherwise absent phalluses (and, of 
course, giant phalluses, at that) and a schol- 
arly harking-back to the ancient Eastern his- 
tory of erotic representation in fine art. 

There’s a lot of potential for unpacking here, 
a lot of theses to be written and humanist/ 
feminist/postmodern themes to be explored 
by cultural investigators with one agenda or 
another. But also, just a lot of interesting and 
provocative visuals for the nonacademic eyes 
to take in, here at the crossroads of sex and 
art and religion. - Wayne Alan Brenner

D: Niels Arden Oplev; with Michael Nyqvist, 
Noomi Rapace, Lena Endre, Peter Haber, 
Sven-Bertil Taube. (NR, 152 min., subtitled) 


The past is a charnel pit with perversities and systemic rituals 
that continue to foul the air of the present like a pall; no one 
escapes untainted in this grimly fiendish adaptation of Stieg 
Larsson’s bestselling novel. The first in a trilogy, its Swedish title 


- Men Who Hate Women - cuts to the 
heartlessness of the matter far more swiftly 
and explicitly than its English retitling, but 
there you go. Director Oplev retains the 
English title but reportedly keeps much of 
the book’s brutally meditative vision intact; 

I haven’t read the source material, but if 
its scenes of revenging antiheroines 
and predatory policemen are as 
intense and disturbing as the non- 
sequential sequences that Oplev 
and adapting screenwriters Nikolaj 
Arcel and Rasmus Heisterberg 
have fashioned for the screen, 
then Larsson’s novel has just 
bumped Dan Simmons’ Black Hills off 
the top of my summer reading list. On the 
face of it, the film is something of an inves- 
tigatively inclined thriller in the faux histori- 
cal vein of Dan Brown’s Da Vinci books. 
However, The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo 
quickly realizes itself as something far more 
intriguing, better written, and no less sen- 
sationally topical than the Catholic Church’s 
history in what is now the European Union. 
Chief among those intrigues is the disap- 
pearance, some 40 years earlier, of a young 
girl from a Swedish island. She was the 
niece of a now-8 2-year-old retired industrial- 
ist, Henrik Vanger (Taube, looking discon- 
certingly like Max von Sydow), who hires 



Stockholm-based journalist Mikael Blomkvist 
(Nyqvist) to investigate the seemingly impen- 
etrable cold case. Running parallel to and 
finally weaving its way into Blomkvist’s own 
storyline is the scrutiny of the fearsomely 
independent and black-clad, cycle-riding 
female hacker Lisbeth Salander (the aptly 
named Rapace): the girl with the drag- 
on tattoo. Multilayered with varying 
strata of social commentary (the 
late author Larsson was himself a 
socially conscious journalist), the 
film has a taste for bleak expose 
that seems more in line with the 
work of equally decedent Dutch 
provocateur Theo van Gogh. Oplev’s 
film is deftly calculated to thrill even as it 
repulses. This is not your mother’s murder 
mystery, unless your mother’s maiden name 
is de Sade and she has an appallingly bleak 
vision of modern society that occasionally 
fixates on the historical misdeeds of the 
corporate/industrial world and the correction 
thereof. Still, for all its girth - the American 
cut runs to 152 minutes - this is an icily 
sleek masterwork of sustained suspense, 
much like Rapace’s visceral, envelope-push- 
ing performance. It’s not, clearly, for every- 
one, but it is - like Rapace - a remarkable 
piece of work. - Marc Savlov

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CLASH OF THE TITANS d : l»s 

Leterrier; with Sam Worthington, Liam Neeson, Ralph 
Fiennes, Jason Flemyng, Gemma Arterton, Alexa Davalos, 
Mads Mikkelsen, Luke Evans, Izabella Miko.

If you’re casting about, looking to remake 
one of Ray Harryhausen’s beloved stop- 
motion masterpieces but unsure of where 
to begin, it makes a slanted sort of sense 
to kick things off with everyone’s least 
favorite of the 24 frames-per-second crafts- 
man’s 15-plus forays into “the land beyond 
beyond.” And that, of course, would be 
1981’s fondly recalled but final - and frankly 
stodgy - Clash of the Titans. Directed, plod- 
dingly, by Desmond Davis and featuring a raft 
of international thespians essaying the roles 
of the major Greek deities - Laurence Olivier 
as Zeus, Maggie Smith as Thetis, Ursula 
Andress as Aphrodite - the film remains 
most (in)famous for the presence of L.A. 

Law's Harry Hamlin, woefully miscast as the 
hero, Perseus, a half-human demigod son 
of Zeus who must battle the gods to save 
the seaside metropolis of Joppa and win the 
hand of the Princess Andromeda. Frankly, it’s 
a silly, ill-conceived, kiddie-film mess, with 
even the great animator Harryhausen com- 
ing up short nearly everywhere (although his 
serpentine Medusa remains a high point). 
Leterrier’s ( The Incredible Hulk) overbusy 
new take is pretty messy itself, trying as it 
does to cram all manner of Greek history 
into its overstuffed 118-minute running time, 
but at least it has the incalculable benefit 
of zero Hamlin and plenty of Fiennes, who, 
as Hades, Lord of the Underworld, hunches 
amidst a perpetual swirl of ash and utters all 
his lines in a rasp, as if he were auditioning 
for Dwight Frye: Superstar. It’s a terrific bit of 
hammy scene-devouring, and it even upstag- 
es Neeson’s Zeus, nattily tricked out in 
iridescent armor apparently rifled from John 
Boorman’s Excalibur wardrobe department. 
Avatar’s Worthington is cast as Perseus, a 
demigod with serious father issues who, 
leading a band of less-than-merry Argonauts, 
must find a way to defeat all manner of 
mythological beasties, chief among them 
the dreaded Kraken: a giant, vaguely generic 
tentacle party that previously conquered 
the Titans. (The complex lineages of Greek 
mythology are helpfully spelled out for non- 
humanities majors in one of the longest 
expository prologues yet committed to film.) 
But no one in his or her right mind is going 
to Clash of the Titans for extra credit (one 
hopes); they’re going for the epic monster vs. 
man (or man-god) kickassery, and Leterrier’s 
film does have some nifty CGI up its sleeve, 
including a trio of djinn (that’s genies to 
1001 Arabian Nights fans) that arrive astride 
gigantic ebony scorpions and end up aiding 
Perseus and his men in their quest. There 
are a number of cheeky winks from the film- 
makers specifically aimed at Harryhausen 
fans; in the end, though, Leterrier’s Clash of 
the Titans is nearly as messy an assemblage 
of mythic odds and ends as the original. 

It’s being released in 3-D but wasn’t con- 
ceived that way, and the result is a murky 
image that’s often far too dark for the action 
onscreen and which features little if any 
three-dimensional awesomeness one would 


expect from an “epic adventure” such as 
this. Worthington plays Perseus as a variance 
of his Marine character in Avatar, which is 
patently dullsville, and the whole of the film 
feels like a goofy lark, with Fiennes having 
the most fun of all. His overeager Hades - 
Snidely Whiplash gone Greek - is almost 
reason enough to see this entertaining train 
wreck of a Clash. Almost. - Marc Savlov

HOT TUB TIME MACHINEd: steve 

Pink; with John Cusack, Rob Corddry, Craig Robinson, Clark 
Duke, Chevy Chase, Lizzy Caplan, Crispin Glover. (R, 98 min.) 

A metaphysical mind-bender posing as a 
snarky, self-aware tribute to Eighties teen mov- 
ies, Hot Tub Time Machine sidesteps the ques- 
tion: “If this is a parody/homage of a specific 
genre of films that is now regarded as cliched 
and self-important (albeit fondly remembered 
and occasionally expertly crafted), does that 
mean that Hot Tub Time Machine’s own inher- 
ent cliches and steadily mounting earnestness 
are part of the parody?” In other words, is 
Hot Tub Time Machine lousy on purpose, or 
what? Perhaps only Chevy Chase knows, but 
he’s not telling, and his Pleasantville-esque 
cameos only further the notion that this whole 
film was pitched from somewhere south of 
Planet NyQuil. Screenwriters Josh Heald, Sean 
Anders, and John Morris have gone to relative 
extremes to include every aspect of Eighties 
teen sex comedies, party films, and John 
Hughes lites, but the aura of absurdity Hot 
Tub Time Machine strives to summon (as laid 
out in the tell-all title) is more Bill & Ted than 
Better Off Dead. If anything, the film doesn’t 
push the weirdness far enough, although, to 
its credit, Glover is used to fine effect in a 
great repeating gag. Essentially The Hangover 
with, you know, a time-traveling hot tub, the 
film casts the pseudo-iconic Cusack as mid- 
dle-aged everyman Adam who reunites with 
once-upon-a-teen best friends Nick (Robinson) 
and Lou (Corddry) after the latter, a former 
hesher gone to pot in more ways than one, 
attempts suicide. Along with Adam’s post- 
millennial teen-bot of a nephew (Duke, soon 
to be seen in Kick-Ass), the trio hits the road 
and returns to the ski resort that was once 
the epicenter of their youthful, hard-partying 
identities. Alas, it, too, is a faded remnant of 
what it once was, until, obviously, that titular 
hot tub goes haywire, resulting in the sort of 
hit-or-miss gags that are more the provenance 
of the Scary Movie series than anything else. 
Even Cusack seems to be phoning it in, and 
the plot, even while aping the stringent codex 
of Eighties teen flicks, feels decidedly ram- 
shackle, scattershot, and decidedly overfamil- 
iar. There’s a lesson to be learned here, Hot 
Tub Time Machine ultimately tells us, but it’s 
not “Embrace the chaos,” as one character 
succinctly puts it. It’s more along the lines of 
“Be careful what you wish for, because you 
might just get it.” Consider this yet another 
nail in the Eighties coffin. - Marc Savlov

Cyrus waves goodbye to her Hannah 
Montana tween-star identity with The Last 
Song, the latest Nicholas Sparks-penned 
romance to be made into a movie. (In 
fact, it’s already the second Sparks film 
this year, with February’s Dear John hav- 
ing been the first.) Though she plays a 
troubled music prodigy in The Last Song, 

Cyrus is not heard singing in the movie 
until, literally, the final song plays over the 
closing credits. In this movie, the teen per- 
former wants to put her acting on display, 
and while the movie will probably rake in 
big bucks from her built-in fan base (and 
their moms), the decision to showcase 
her dramatic chops may not have been 
in Cyrus’ best long-term interest. Marked 
by her bubbly and assertive presence, 
smiley Miley is not the best choice to play 
The Last Song's rebellious and conflicted 
Ronnie. No doubt hoping that her appear- 
ance in this Sparks melodrama would do 
for her career what it did for a young sing- 
er named Mandy Moore in 2002’s A Walk 
to Remember, Cyrus unfortunately proves 
to be a bad fit for the form. The expres- 
sion of dramatic complexity and nuance 
does not appear to be a part of Cyrus’ 
vocabulary (and, to be fair, are beyond the 
ken of most teenagers). As Ronnie Miller, 

Cyrus portrays a high school graduate 
and aforementioned piano prodigy, who 
goes with her little brother (Coleman) to 
stay for the summer with their divorced 
father, Steve (Kinnear), at his beachfront 
Georgia home. Ronnie is a handful, as 
they say. Ronnie quit playing piano when 
her parents divorced, though that impedi- 
ment hasn’t gotten in the way of her being 
accepted into Juilliard, sans audition. 

Ronnie also has had a scrape with the law 
over a shoplifting incident. She arrives for 
her beach holiday sullen and aloof and 
quickly earns the enmity of some of the 
town’s girls when she catches the eye of 
beach-volleyball hunk Will (Hemsworth). 

Will also turns out to be a volunteer with 
the local aquarium’s wildlife-rescue team 
and comes to Ronnie’s aid when she 
tries to protect a nest of turtle eggs from 
raccoons. There are big kisses, a trying- 
on-dresses montage, the revelation of 
the dark cloud in Will’s past, and then, 
bam, somebody coughs. This being a 
Sparks melodrama, we know that chest 
congestion instantly marks a character 
for inevitable death. The narrative points 
the film hits are completely predictable, 
and none are developed with anything 
but passing interest. Veteran TV direc- 
tor and first-time film director Robinson 
moves the story forward competently, and 
Kinnear pleasantly modulates his perfor- 
mance from its usual high-octane show- 
case into something more subdued and 
genuinely supportive. The title, The Last 
Song, may be wishful thinking for some, 
but the best they can probably hope 
for is the close of the era of Hannah 
Montana movies. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE YELLOW

Despite its shared title with a Jack 
London story, The Yellow Handkerchief is 
based on a New York Post story by the 
legendary newsman Pete Hamill. Titled 
“Going Home,” it recounts the true story of 
an ex-con on a long bus ride back home to 
Florida. Just 800 words long, the piece is 
plainspoken, efficient, and remarkably effec- 
tive - very nearly the inverse of this feature- 
length adaptation. Hurt plays Brett Hanson, 
a taciturn oil worker coming off of a six-year 
sentence at a Louisiana penitentiary. He 
hitches a ride out of town with a twitchy, 
overenthusiastic young man named Gordy 
(Redmayne); riding shotgun is 15-year-old 
Martine (Twilight’s Stewart), a pretty girl with 
seriously volumized hair and a habit of mak- 
ing bad decisions. They are all strangers to 
one another, but they coalesce into a kind of 
ad-hoc family over the course of their days- 
long southbound trip to the Gulf (filmed on 
location, to good effect). The actors - includ- 
ing Bello as Brett’s mouthy, coast-weathered 
wife, seen in flashback - do sensitive, never

dull work, but Prasad either underdirects or 
willfully misdirects the younger actors. In this 
kind of small-scale relationship drama, the 
tiniest gesture counts, and a wrong inflection 
can send the audience scrambling in the oppo- 
site direction of what was intended. Stewart’s 
Martine - who comes on as too jailbaity in the 
early scenes - is a character entirely defined 
by the men around her, while Redmayne’s 
Gordy is so muzzily presented, I thought he 
was mentally challenged for the first half of 
the film (the actor’s lift of Leonardo DiCaprio’s 
distinctive nose swipe from What's Eating 
Gilbert Grape should have been excised by 
an editor with a keener eye). That feeling of 
inattention dogs the film, which is rendered 
even clunkier by the script’s “Let me tell you 
a story”-like incorporation of flashback. Still, 
when The Yellow Handkerchief finally hooks 
into the meat of Hamill’s source story, the 
narrative tension puts enough wind in the 
film’s sails to arrive at its corny but sentimen- 
tally satisfying conclusion. - Kimberley Jones

CHLOE D: Atom Egoyan; with Julianne Moore, Amanda 
Seyfried, Liam Neeson, Max Thieriot. (R, 96 min.) 

Director Egoyan has lost his mojo, and no matter 
what he does, he can’t seem to reclaim it. His lat- 
est film, Chloe, leaves little room for the benefit of 
doubt or the good will upon which many of his films 
have coasted since 1997’s amazing, multi-award- 
winning The Sweet Hereafter. With Chloe, Egoyan 
stumbles yet again, but this time in a new direc- 
tion, toward the utterly ludicrous. Fortunately, the 
film doesn’t completely capsize until its third act. 
Still, what starts off as a plausible and provocative 
erotic thriller leads toward a laughable conclusion 
that perpetuates hoary cliches about femme-fatale 
lesbians who are driven by perverse longings. The 
script is by Erin Cressida Wilson ( Secretary , Fur: An 
Imaginary Portrait of Diane Arbus). In it, Moore plays 
a woman who suspects her husband (Neeson) of 
cheating and hires the professional escort Chloe 
(Seyfried, who is seriously out of her acting league 
here) to tempt him and find out if he succumbs.

THE CRAZIES D: Breck Eisner; with Timothy Olyphant, 
Radha Mitchell, Joe Anderson, Danielle Panabaker, Lisa K. Wyatt, 
Larry Cedar, Preston Bailey. (R, 101 min.) 

The Crazies, a remake of George A. Romero’s 
1973 film of the same name, taps so specifically 
and so immediately into the current national Zeitgeist 
it might well turn out to be the tea partiers’ and Fox 
News folks’ favorite film of the year. Eisner’s update 
is, at heart, not much more than Grant Wood’s 
American Gothic with little red dribbles of blood 
running down the pitchfork’s tines. It’s been dosed 
with a major expansion of Romero’s earlier nihilistic 
themes and a much larger budget, but its decidedly 
anti-authoritarian tone is essentially the same. With 
The Crazies 2010, Eisner and co-writers Scott Kosar 
and Ray Wright have crafted a thriller that’s quick on 
its feet (Romero’s, hamstrung by budgetary concerns, 
plodded), efficient in its setup, and chock-full o’ nuts. 
To call The Crazies the most original horror film in 
a long while only serves to point out just how lousy 
mainstream, studio-released horror has become.

You’d never guess that Crazy Heart is the work 
of a first-time filmmaker, but it is, and while the 
story is as old and true as the broken-down coun- 
try & western balladeer at the heart of it, nearly 
everything about Cooper’s debut feels intimate and 
immediate and as emotionally raw as every country 
song that ever mattered. That’s due almost entirely 
to Bridges’ searing and sorrowful turn as the 
alcohol-basted and nicotine-stained C&W has-been 
Bad Blake. It’s a performance that’s magnificent in 
its road-weariness, and it’s a measure of just how 
truly great an actor Bridges has matured into over 
the years. Backed (and haunted) by a blazingly fine 
soundtrack courtesy of T Bone Burnett and the late 
Stephen Bruton and a theme song (and screen 
appearance) by rising star Ryan Bingham, Bridges 
makes this sozzled and desperate ex-desperado 
- a cliche by any other name - as fresh and vital 
as one final shot at cowboy-poet redemption.

(Seyfried, sweet but underused), a saintly type who 
is building houses with Habitat for Humanity. When 
John heads back overseas to finish his tour, he and 
Savannah swap letters, which are obvious, mewl- 


ing, and frankly pretty boring; then 9/11 happens 
and changes the course of their romantic future. 

This is a muzzy picture through and through, from 
Hallstrom’s softy direction and Jamie Linden’s 
humorless script and slurry plotting to Tatum’s por- 
trayal of John. He is meant to be brooding, I think, 
but Tatum’s vague features read more “meathead” 
than anguished young lover. He has to carry the film, 
but he’s the least interesting thing going on here.

Diary of a Wimpy Kid is easily the smartest, snar- 
kiest, and most honest depiction of that tweenage 
wasteland known as the “middle school years” that 
this former wimpy freak and geek has come across. 
Based on Jeff Kinney’s popular illustrated series 
of children’s books, Diary of a Wimpy Kid is true 
- often painfully so - to its title. Having just gradu- 
ated from sixth grade to the formidable fortress 
of middle school, Greg (Gordon) enters the zone 
confident in his ability to make the perilous transi- 
tion from “little kid” to just plain “kid.” He still has 
his circle of friends, dweeby though they may be. 
There’s not a lot of narrative-driven plotting to the 
film - it’s ostensibly based on a diary (or journal, 
as its author frequently protests) after all. But it is 
comically true to the major embarrassments and 
minor heroisms of middle school. Take it from me. I 
was there.

EDGE OF DARKNESS D: Martin Campbell; with

What a bizarre choice of film for a comeback 
this is. An older, weaker Mad Mel plays Thomas 
Craven, a Boston police detective who reunites 
with his college-age daughter, Emma (Novakovic), 
hours before she’s gunned down by unknown 
forces. Essentially, Edge of Darkness is a man vs. 
system film. Gibson moves slowly, haltingly, and 
his face has become a road map of chiseled and 
pitted age lines overcast by a small sprinkling of 
gray hair. He seems chastened - Catholic imagery 
is all over this film - and humbled. And know- 
ing that makes his character more sympathetic 
and more human. Still, Edge of Darkness is not 
a great movie. It’s a middling comeback, tenta- 
tive, wary of much, and a fascinating portrait of a 
Hollywood icon doing his best to tiptoe back into 
the audience’s good graces. And Gibson, a blue- 
eyed charmer to the bitter end, almost manages it.

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THE GHOST WRITER D: Roman 

Polanski; with Ewan McGregor, Pierce Brosnan, Kim

Polanski is back in the saddle with this political 
mystery thriller, which refreshes aspects of what 
we like best in his work yet doesn’t surpass the 
excitement of his greatest achievements. The Ghost 
Writer hasn’t the complexity or breadth of such 
stunners as Chinatown or The Pianist, but it is nev- 
ertheless a solidly built little roundelay of intrigue 
with a veracity that seems torn from newspaper 
headlines. The film’s production design also plays 
a major role in creating the story’s overall sense of 
inhospitable tensions. The Ghost Writer's mystery 
is a little too easy to disentangle (the screenplay 
was written by Robert Harris and Polanski, and 
adapted from Harris’ novel), although that’s from 
the perspective of an outsider and not the ghost- 
writer in the midst of the whirlwind. You’re likely 
to be drawn in by the film’s sleek elegance alone 
and forget about its mysterious underpinnings.

British director Greengrass, working from a 
breathless and fine script by Brian Helgeland based 
on Rajiv Chandrasekaran’s equally riveting book 
Imperial Life in the Emerald City, posits the immedi- 
ate and fruitless search for WMD as an exercise in 
120-degree, sun-drenched neo-noir, with Damon’s 
Chief Warrant Officer Roy Miller as first a pawn 
and then a dogged seeker of the truth. Working 
out of the Coalition Provisional Authority’s so-called 
Green Zone (formerly Saddam Hussein’s Republican 
Palace), Miller and his men encounter one case of 
faulty intelligence after another until it becomes 
apparent that all the intelligence regarding the WMD 
is fictional. For all its political backstory, Green Zone 
is, most importantly, a rip-snorting entertainment 
along the lines of the Bourne films. Greengrass is 
by now the undisputed master of action-suspense 
films, and his director of photography Barry 
Ackroyd ( The Hurt Locker ) hits the ground running 
and doesn’t stop for breath until the final shot.

Baumbach ’s critics have sneered that with 
Greenberg, the 40-year-old writer/director has made 
his first mumblecore movie. I think, more accurately, 
he’s working with the same Seventies lexicon that 
in part inspired the mumblecore generation. Stiller 
plays Greenberg, a Los Angeles native and failed 
musician who moved to New York, picked up carpen- 
try, had a mild nervous breakdown, then returned 
home to recuperate in his brother’s vacant Laurel 
Canyon house. Greenberg is a loner, for the most 
part, who eventually takes up with his brother’s 
personal assistant, Florence (Gerwig), who is 15 
years his junior but just as directionless. Going dra- 
matic, Stiller commits to the role completely; there’s 
something admirable in his refusal to pander or soft- 
pedal the self-serious, frankly unlikable Greenberg. 
Baumbach smartly expands his funny and cutting 
observational drama into a three-part character 
study, with standout supporting work from Gerwig 
and Ifans. Through them, Baumbach reminds us, like 
golden-days Mazursky did, of the aching elusiveness 
but absolute essentialness of human connection.

Whether Viking-born or contemporary American, 
all children want to control their dragons, be they of 
literal or metaphorical origins. That’s the bet made 
by this new animated film, which is directed by the 
same team that made Lilo & Stitch. Inspired by 
Cressida Cowell’s eight-book series, this film is set 
on the Viking island of Berk, where the community’s 
only problem derives from its occasional onslaught by 
flying dragons. It is cerebral young Hiccup (Baruchel), 
previously an embarrassment to his clan-leader father 
(Butler), who discovers the secret to conquering the 
clan’s dragon problem: Make love, not war. Nursing 
a downed Night Fury, the most feared of all dragons, 
Hiccup realizes that all the Vikings’ assumptions 
about dragons have been incorrect. The flight scenes 
are made with a great understanding of 3-D, and 
despite several incongruities the film is an engaging 
yet bloodless adventure with a sterling message about 
meeting the enemy and discovering that he is us.

MOTHER D: Bong Joon-ho; with Kim Hye-ja, Won Bin, Jin 
Goo, Yoon Jae-moon. (R, 129 min., subtitled) 

Bong Joon-ho delivers an exquisitely rendered mur- 
der mystery fraught with psychological suspense. With 
Mother, the South Korean director strays from the 
popular horror fantasies on view in 2006’s The Host 
and creates a monster of a different sort: Here it is a 
woman whose unconditional love for her son has no 
bounds. This emotion is a driving force that renders 
her capable of anything, committing feats of great 
fortitude and great blindness. Mother (played by the 
popular and venerable Korean actress Kim) lives alone 
with her 27-year-old son, Do-joon (Won), a simple, 
perhaps mentally disabled, young man who, though 
easily confused, may often understand more than he 
lets on. When a young girl is found murdered, Do-joon 
is easily convicted for the crime. Bong’s subtlety and 
his ability to straddle several narrative tones simulta- 
neously (tension, humor, and poignancy, for example) 
lifts his thriller to the ranks of Hitchcockian suspense.

“Our marriage, their wedding.” That’s the man- 
tra lovebirds Lucia Ramirez (Ferrera) and Marcus 
Boyd (Gross) learn early in the process of their 
clamorous wedding planning. Our Family Wedding 
is a formulaic wedding comedy about mismatched 
families, but thanks to several appealing perfor- 
mances this rote exercise turns out better than 
most. Foremost among the actors is Academy 
Award winner Whitaker in a surprising comic turn 
as Marcus’ father, Brad. His foil as Miguel, father 
of the bride, is no less than professional comedian 
Mencia, who departs here from his usually pugna- 


cious stand-up persona. Sure, the men toss out 
insults based on class, race, and culture, but there 
are actually human beings inside these stereotypi- 
cal characters. They make for an odd couple, with 
some of Mencia’s comic effrontery rubbing off on 
Whitaker while Whitaker lends some calming gravity 
to Mencia’s standard schtick. At the heart of the 
story, of course, is the always delightful Ferrera.

There are many reasons to check out this adap- 
tation of novelist Rick Riordan’s young-adult-oriented 
Percy Jackson series, but precious few of them 
are (presumably) intended as such. I haven’t read 
Riordan’s take on the Greek gods and their 20th 
century teen offspring vs. (presumably) everything, 
acne and all, but I’m fairly certain that only in this 
movie can you see the great Coogan as Hades, 
stroking a flaming, phallic shaft of lightning while 
verbally ejaculating the priceless phrase “Zeus’ 
master bolt!” Other highlights include Brosnan as a 
very serious centaur and Thurman’s haute-couture 
take on the serpent-maned Medusa. As scripted 
by Craig Titley, this first in a presumptive franchise 
is a dull, scattershot affair that never seems to 
slow down enough to make any sense whatsoever. 
There’s no way to tell if author Riordan’s teens ’n’ 
gods hybrid works on the printed page without read- 
ing it, but Columbus’ film version is a genuinely 
weird train wreck.

A PROPHET D: Jacques Audiard; with Tahar 
Rahim, Niels Arestrup, Adel Bencherif, Hichem Yacoubi, 
Reda Kateb, Jean-Philippe Ricci, Leila Bekhti.

The astonishingly good French drama A Prophet is 
the best prison/crime saga to come along in quite 
a while - and that’s not just because the film can 
boast fistfuls of awards. The film tells the story of 
how an Arab youth with no family or relatives enters 
a French prison as a scared and illiterate 19-year-old 
and emerges six years later as the area’s indisput- 
able mob kingpin. It’s a hard-won journey, and a 
metamorphosis of questionable merit as well, creat- 
ing a tone that is both inspirational and terrifying. 

In A Prophet, Audiard creates a stripped-down visual 
milieu that becomes fascinating almost as much 
for what it excludes as includes. As we monitor the 
“progress” of this boy to man, Audiard’s choices 
allow us to view the character with clarity. A Prophet 
is the kind of film that makes you remember why 
going to the movies can be a thrilling experience.

Ally Craig (de Ravin) and Tyler Flawkins (Pattinson) 
have a lot in common: a shared philosophy class, 
overbearing fathers, dead relatives. Playing New 
York born-and-breds, Pattinson and the appeal- 
ingly brusque de Ravin are working with non-native 
American accents (he’s British; she’s Australian), 
which lends their line readings unique, not entirely 
intuitive cadences and inflections. Pattinson already 
proved in the Twilight franchise he could brood like 
a baby Brando or Dean, but here, working with far 
superior material, Pattinson gets to sink his teeth 
into something more than posturing. His Tyler is 
twitchy, trigger-tempered, and believably (read: sulk- 
ily) 21, which might have been insufferable without 
his keen comic delivery of the frequently funny 
script.

Hey everybody, it’s Easter! Put your hands together for the Easter Bunny! 
Well, not you Jesus. You get a pass. Let’s just say you’re in the VIP section. 
Tell you what, why don’t you hang out with Dismas and Gestas while the rest 
of us collect colored eggs filled with chocolate candy and chump change? 
Super. Hey, what’s this? 

A boiled egg? Blasphemy! 

That’s a shitty prank to 
play on someone celebrat- 
ing the horrifying torture 
and crucifixion of the son 
of God. Is this some sort 
of yolk? Is this some sort of 
subtle attempt at promot- 
ing a pro-choice agenda? No, God will not show mercy, even if this egg was 
boiled in the first trimester. Boiled eggs are murder, plain and simple. God 
does not condone baby-killing! Yes, He may occasionally turn a blind eye to 
the slaughter of innocents . . . and He definitely seems to be fairly zen about 
death and suffering in general, but just because He is the omnipotent creator 
of the universe doesn’t mean you can pin the rap on Him as an accessory to 
murder. Besides, if God believed in killing babies, don’t you think He would 
have just crucified Jesus right there in the manger? He could have left the 
Jews completely out of it. He could have done the trick with a couple of 
oriental kings and a box of trim nails, but no, baby-killing is wrong. You can’t 
just go around hammering messianic newborns to l-by-4s. God don’t make 
no junk babies. You have to wait until the baby grows up, learns a trade - 
maybe becomes a carpenter (how ironic is that?) - and then starts a whole 
peace movement. Now you’ve got someone you can kill: a peace-preaching, 
sandal-wearing, long-haired do-gooder who won’t even fight back. Plus, not 
only is he of killin g age, he’s an insolent blasphemer who refuses to get with 
the program. As the old saying goes: “Opinions are like assholes. They all 
stink, and people should keep them to themselves.” But ol’ Jesus comes 
trotting into Jerusalem on an ass (which in all likelihood was the AD33 
equivalent of an Escalade with spinning rims), running his mouth about 
love and forgiveness and not necessarily saying he’s the son of God, but 
you know he’s just oozing attitude: “Go on and crucify me, bitch.

In fact, entire genocides have 
been carried out with less justification, presumably while God was washing 
His hair. Clearly the message here is to keep your nose to the ground and 
your big ideas to yourself. You might not change the world, but you might 
find a few more Easter eggs. If you feel like you absolutely have to witness 
the lurid depravity of original thought, there’s no better place to do so than 
at Open Screen Night at the Alamo Drafthouse at the Ritz on Easter night.
